The  question  being  on  the  aioption  of  said  resolution, 

Mr.  Orton  said  : 

Mr.  SPBAKKR:«-It  is  but  a  mournful  and  melancholy  ^uty  to 
speak  of  the  virtues  and  seivices  of  a  distiuguished  citizen,  who 
has  so  recently  withdrawn  from  the  stage  of  active  life,  behind  the 
dark  curtains  of  the  dead. 

An  affectionate  husband  and  father,  an  able  and  upright 
judge,  a  good  citizen,  and  an  honest  man.  has  fallen  from  among 
the  living,  and  from  his  post  of  hintrable  duty.  The  state  and 
society  may  well  feel  the  shock.  By  this  afflicting  dispensation^  of 
Providence,  I  am  reminded  Low  strangely  fatal  has  been  the  high 
place  he  so  recently  honored.  In  but  little  over  22  years,  of  the 
12  judges  of  our  supreme  court,  one  full  half  are  now  numbered 
with  the  dead.  Chief  justices  Stow  and  Whiton,  judges  Knowlton 
and  Crawford,  Smith  and  Paine,  have  gone  to  their  ao<^eurit  before 
the  courts  above.     We  may  well  pause  and  bo  ihoughtful,  upon  the 
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shore  of  tbat  dark  ooean,  where  they  have  dlsttppeared,  anl  where 
we  nraat  sail  eo  soon. 

The  manhood  and  earnest  and  practical  life  work  of  Judge  Paine 
have  been  wholly  spent  within  our  State,  and  beoomo  a  material 
part  of  her  short  and  eventful  history.  His  public  services,  diver- 
sified and  valuable,  have  illustrated  the  very  noblest  traits  of  human 
charaeter. 

In  the  halls  of  legislation,  as  an  officer  in  the  gallant  army  of  the 
Union,  as  a  lawyer  at  the  bar,  and  as  a  judge  upon  the  bench,  ho 
has  always  been  faithful,  capable  and  honest. 

Always  praetising  a  prudent  yet  generous  economy,  he  has  lived 
within  the  legal  compensaCions  of  bis  business  and  his  offices,  with- 
out defrauding  a  single  individual  of  his  rights  or  property,  and 
without  drawing  au  unearned  dollar  from  the  public  treasury,  and 
like  the  very  noblest  examples  of  public  virtue  in  the  history  of 
republics,  ho  has  left  the  public  service  without  the  aceumillatioQ 
of  wealth. 

Permit  me  to  refer  to  two  distinguished  instances,  the  one  while 
he  was  at  the  bar,  and  the  other  while  on  the  beocb^  affording  qiost 
impressive  and  indubitable  proof  of  his  indepen^ience  and  honest 
convictions  of  right,  under  oiroumstances,  too  often,  apt  to  sway 
the  judgment  of  men  not  grounded  like  him  in  the  principles  and 
purposes  of  unswerviiig  integrity.  It  is  well  known,  that  ho  was 
always  an  earnest  and  honest  advocate  of  immediate  and  uncondi- 
tional negro  emancipation,  or,  in  other  words,  an  ab  Utionist,  and 
at  a  time,  too,  when  it  exposed  bim  to  political  proscription,  if  not 
personal  reproach,  and  long  betore  the  time  when  its  hypocr  ttcal 

frofession  was  speedily  compensated  with  the  emoluments  of  office, 
n  1854  he  appeared  before  the  Supreme  Court,  then  composed  of 
three  Judges,  since  gone  to  their  reward,  in  the  case  of  the  rescue 
of  the  fugitive  slave  Glover  at  Milwaukee,  and  made  one  of  the 
clearest,  most  c  inclusive  and  most  eloquent  arguments  against  the 
constitutiouality  of  the  fugitive  slave  law,  made  in  any  court  in  the 
country,  and  his  services  in  that  case  were  voluntary  and  without 
oompensation.  I  well  remember,  that  in  that  effort  he  won  the  ad- 
mii*ation  of  even  those  prejudiced  and  opposed  to  his  positions,  for 
his  philanthropy,  manliness  and  great  ability. 

Again,  in  1863,  during  the  fiercest  excitements  of  the  war,  and 
while  the  public  sentiment  of  the  North  seemed  favorable  to  almost 
any  conces&ions  of  the  legal  and  constitutional  rights  of  the  State 
or  the  people,  to  strengthen  the  arm  of  the  National  Executive  in 
itn  struggle  with  the  rebellioji,  and  when  the  least  seeming  of  oppo- 
sition to  any  possible  measures  of  the  administration  was  violently  as- 
sailed as  disloyalty  and  treason,  when  martial  law  was  declared,  tnd 
the  writ  o^  habeas  corpus  suspended  throughout  the  Union,  by  the 

Sroclamation  of  the  Presiient,  Judge  Paine,  with  the  concurrence  of 
ndges  Dixon  and  Cole,  with  the  fearlessness  of  a  just  ^nd  impar- 
tial Judge,  unswerved  by  prejudice  and  unaffected  by  political  ex- 
dtement,  pronounced  one  of  the  clearest  and  ablest  opinions  of  bis 
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j  mdieial  wrmn,  deDOJancing  tbe  doctrine  tbat  martial  law  could  pro-V 
Ta'l,  or   tbe  writ   of  habeas    corpus  be   saspended  anywhere   in 
thia  country  wbere  tbe  rebellion  did  not  exist,  and  boldly  discharged 
priBoners  held  in  a  military  camp  and  under  a  military  warrant. 

These  two  trials  of  the  very  highest  qualities  of  the  man  and  tbe 
judge  are  sufficient,  and  speak  volumes  in  bis  praise.  In  all  bis 
judicial  investigations  he  was  clear,  logical  and  discriminating — 
averse  to  following  precedents  blindly,  and  only  convinced  by  rea- 
son— naturally  leaning  towards  the  humanities  and  equities  of  tbe 
law,  without  regard  to  mere  forms  and  technicalities.  While  1  e 
was  living  our  supreme  bencb  presented  a  combination  of  talent — 
legal  learning,  experience  and  judicial  purity — now  borne  alone  by 
bis  surviving  associates — at  least  equal  to  the  best,  and  superior  to 
most  of  the  Supreme  Courts  of  tbe  States ;  and  we  shall,  indeed, 
be  most  fortunate  if  his  vacant  place  can  be  filled  by  one  possessing 
equal  qualifications  and  fitness. 

In  our  official  and  personal  relations,  let  us  honor  his  memory, 
and  renew  our  obligations  of  private  and  public  duty,  and  be  true 
to  every  trust,  in  imitation  of  bis  example.  And  while  one  and 
another  of  cur  fellow  men  fall  from  our  midst  by  the  hand  of  death, 
let  us  be  reminded  that  our  places,  also,  will  soon  be  left  vacant  in 
tbe  public  employments  and  private  circles  of  life,  and  we  too  be 

consigned  to  the  darkness  of  tbe  tomb.

With  this  exeeption,  all  that  has  heea  done 
towards  obtaining  the  allowanoe  of  these  olatms,  has  been  done  Vy 
myself.  Upon  ioformation  that  the  oierk  whose  mrofferred  asriaW 
anoe  I  had  deolined,  was  being  paid  at  the  rate  of  (lOr)  per  moalhi 
which  1  believe  waa  the  lowest  grado  of  pay  in  the  secretary's  of* 
fioe,  I  made  out  an  acoount  at  the  same  rate,  for  ''servioes  as  a  olerk 
in  the  oiBoe  of  the  secretary  of  state,"  for  |(167,  whioh  was  paid  ao* 
«ordingly,  January  2,  1866,  expr^idy  reserving  my  farther  olaiaa» 
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for  the  paymeDt  of  wbioh  there  was  no  existing  appropriation,  for 
adjuBtment  by  the  legislature. 

The  announcement  of  this  allowance  of  9131,437.84  to  the  credit 
of  the  Btate,  was  followed  by  a  set  of  difference  sheets  from  the 
third  auditor,  showing  the  remaining  disallow^inces  and  suspensfons 
to  be  9^7,954.48,  and  I  re-entered  upon  the  work,  which  now  be« 
came  more  complex,  slow  and  difficult*— the  plainer  cases  haying 
been  disposed  of.  In  addition  to  the  disallowed  items  embraced  in 
previous  sheets,  these  contained  new  matter,  being  the  disallowances 
and  suspensions  on  the  pay  rolls  of  seven  regiments,  and  the  pay 
accounts  of  the  officers — there  having  been  disallowed,  and  deduct- 
ed from  the  pay  of  the  latter,  nearly  forty-four  thousand  dollars, 
while  the  total  amount  of  disallowed  pay  accounts,  approximated 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  same  clerk,  G.  W.  otoner,  was- 
again  detailed  for  my  assistance,  which  I  declined,  for  reasons  pre- 
viously given.  An  extensive  correspondence  ensued,  for  the  pro- 
curement of  facts  necessary  to  be  established  in  support  of  various 
claims,  while  my  own  explanatory  notes  were  made  more  full  and 
complete.  The  work  was  finished  at  the  end  of  eight  months.  I 
made  out  an  account  as  in  the  previous  case,  and  with  the  same 
reservations  as  to  further  oompensatibn,  for  $800,  which  was  paid  ;

The  result  of  this  settlement  was  a  further  aflowanoe  to  the  credit 
of  the  state  of  $88,804.82,  which,  with  the  previous  allowance  of 
$131,437.24,  aggregates  $219,742.06,  as  communicated  to  the 
legislature  by  his  excellency  the  governor  January  20,  lt70. 

The  next  and  last  set  of  differe  ce  sheets  fVom  the  third  audit- 
or's office,  was  received  in  June  last,  exhibiting  a  remaining  balance 
of  disallowed  and  suspended  accounts  amounting  to  $159,649.66; 
nnce  which  I  have  been  employed  for  more  than  five  months  in 
searohinff  for  and  exhibiting  further  proof,  and  in  procuring  certtfl* 
oates  and  affidavits  ot  facts,  including  several  elaborate  statemenfts, 
addressed  to  the  treasury  and  war  departmonta  for  the  porpoae  oJT 
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^auniog  the  allowanoe  of  Mveral  olasses  of  pay  '  aiOoouQts,  ooe  of 
which,  beine  much  the  largest,  aod  hereinbeforf  referred  to,  amoant- 
ing  to  $44;000.00 — the  disallowance  of  which  had  been  reUeroUed 
by  the  second  comptroller — I  have  suoo0eded  in  carrying  snooess- 
fully  through,  and  the  allowance  will  appear  upon  the  next  special 
settlement,  to  be  entered  upon  ia  the  present  month  of  January. 
Of  another  class*  being  the  pay  of  second  assistant  surgeons,  not 
mustered  into  the  United  States  seryice,  amounting  to  about  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  I  have  strong  hopes  of  obtaining  the  aUowanoe, 
upon  the  same  settlement.  I  have  shown,  in  support  of  this  claim, 
that  congress  enacted  a  law,  chapter  108,  June  26th,  1812,  prepar- 
atory to  the  war  with  Great  Britain,  for  mustering  in  two  "  sur- 
ffcon's  mates"  to  each  regiment ;  which  fact  was  a  sufficient  prece- 
dent to  justify  the  legislature  cf  Wisconsin  in  making  similar  pro- 
vision, (per  act,  chap.  4.  laws  of  1861,  extra  session,)  while  con- 
gress itself  enacted  a  law,  approved  July  2d,  1862,  providing  for 
mustering  two  assistant  surgeons  to  each  volunteer  regiment.  These 
disallowed  accounts  are  for  the  services  of  those  officers  prior  to 
muster  in,  under  that  law,  and  under  existing  laws  can  only  be  al- 
lowed upon  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  war  that  they  were 
actually  in  the  United  States  service.  He  has  the  matter  now  un- 
der consideration,  and  a  favorable  result  may  be  anticipated. 

Another  daps,  being  for  the  pay  of  surgeons  of  artillery  batter- 
ies, of  the  same  essential  character  with  the  preceding,  and  against 
the  i^llowanee  of  wliioh  the  same  objections  exist,  it  is  hoped  may 
also  jl^fi  allowed.  lihiB  olft^s  amounts  to  about  (TiOOO.  .  Upon  a 
careful  calculation,  I  consider  that  th^  proximate  special  settlement 
will  result  in  a  further  allowance  of  about  eighty  thousand  dollars. 
I  have  made  two  jeurneys  to  Washington  citj  within  the  past  four 
months,  in  order  to  perfect  the  evidence  in  favor  of  these  and  sev- 
eral other  considerable  claims,  apd.to  expedite  another  special  set* 
ttement. 

For  the  last  eieht  months  labor  in  this  work,  I  have  presented  no 
account  against  the  State  for  clerical  labor,  nor  have  1  employed  a 
clerk.  I  have  expended  in  performing  three  journeys  to  Washing- 
ton and  two  to  Milwaukee  on  this  business,  $356,00,  and  have  re- 
ceived from  the  Governor's  contingent  find  about  $265,00  on  ac- 
count of  these  expenses. 

In  answer  to  allegatioQs  which  I  learn  have  been  made,  that  I 
have  been  employed  as  State  Agent,  in  explaining  and  carrying 
through  the  United  States  Treasury,  my  own  erroneous  doings  while 
filling  the  office  of  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State,  I  beg  to 
submit  the  following  statement  of  facts,  and  invite  a  close  scrutiny 
as  to  their  reliability. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn  upon  inqniry,  most,  if  not  all  the  loyal 
states  except  Wisconsin,  provided  boards  of  three  commissioners,  at 
considerable  expense  for  purchasing  war  materiaUt  aud  for  examin- 
ing and.  directing  payment  of  all  war  expenses.  In  Wisconsin,  the 
Quartermaster  General  made  all  the  contracts  for  these  supplies  in- 
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eluding  clothing,  and  oamp  and  garrison  equipage,  or  purchased 
them  in  open  market  upon  his  own  judgment,  or  upon  the  judgment 
of  reliable  men  designated  by  him  for  that  purpose,  ^and  audited, 
and  directed  payment  for  the  same,  as  well  as  for  transportation  of 
troops  and  supplies,  also  for  camp  construction,  and  camp  expenses, 
and  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  recruiting  service,  and  in  short  for 
all  war  expenses,  excepting  pay  and  subsistence.  About  two-thirds 
of  all  the  war  expenditures  of  the  state,. exclusive  of  bounties  to 
soldiers  families,  which  last  are  not  included  in  our  claims,  were 
paid  upou  his  orders,  without  the  supervision,  sanctioTx^  or  examina- 
tion of  any  superior,  or  advisory  power.  More  than  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  his  certified  accounts  were  re-imbursed  by  the 
United  States,  to  the  state,  or  paid  to  holders,  before  they  reached 
thp  state  treasury ;  while  of  such  as  were  paid  by  the  state,  and 
sent  to  the  United  Staten  treasury  for  re-imbursement,  all  have 
been  allowed  excepting  a  trifling  deduction  upon  the  price  of  two 
large'  tents,  and  some  special  expenditures  made  by  authority  and 
direction  of  Governor  Kandall.  At  least  ninety  per  cent,  of  his 
accounts  were  allowed  and  paid  by  the  United  States,  unchallenged, 
while  the  fact  that  the  careful  scrutiny  of  the  accounting  officers  of 
the  treasury  have  not,  among  all|the  accounts  bearing  his  signature, 
detected  an  arithmetical  error  to  the  amount  of  one  cent,  ought  to  be 
regarded  as  quite  conclusive  in  favor  of  their  correctness.  This  is 
doubtless  the  first  instance  in  the  history  of  the  state,  where  a  single 
%ndividval  has  exercised  at  will,  the  power  of  incurring  liabilities  in 
behalf  of  the  state  amounting  to  more  than  a  million  of  dollars  and 
himself  auditing  the  accounts  for  the  expenditures. 

There  has  been  reimbursed  the  State,  upon  her  legitmate  claims 
against  the  United  States,  unchallenged,  aoout  eighty  per  cent,  and 
upon  explanation  made  by  myself  about  13  per  cent.,  while  npod 
the  next  settlement,  upon  similar  explanations,  recently  sent  to 
third  auditory  there  may  be  expected  4  1-2  per  cent.,  and  thereaf- 
ter upon  intelligent  and  well  directed  efforts,  a  farther  allowance  of 
1 1-2  per  cent.,  may  be  effected,  making  a  total  of  99  per  cent. 

A  circular  letter  recently  addressed  to  the  several  loyal  States, 
by  the  Adjutant  General  of  Ohio,  has  elicited  the  following  facts : 
The  States  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Iowa, 
Oonnecticut  and  Kentucky,  (being  a}l  who  have  responded,  except 
Wisconsin,)  have  in  the  aggregate  presented  war  claims  to  the' 
amount  of  )(14,B54,211.85,  of  which  there  stanls  disallowed  (3,- 
098,085.03,  while  the  total  amount  allowed  upon  explanation  and 
otherwise  is  $11,261,176.22,  being  less  than  78  1-2  per  cent.,  at 
a  dost  for  the  State  agents'  services  of  (118,602.00. 
^  In  December  1865,  H.  D.  Cook,  Esq.,  became  the  war  claim 
agent  of  the  State  of  Dlinoisi  and  two  ye^s  thereafter  obtained  » 
settlement  at  the  United  States  Treasury  upon  which  was  allowed 
(97,809.74,  the  governor  paying  him  from  the  contingent  fund  2  1-2 
per  cent^.,  commission.  In  December  '68  he  obtained  a  further  al- 
owance  of  (186^845.81,  whereupon  the  legislature  provided  by  law 
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for  the  payment  to  Mr.  Oook,  of  three  per  cent.*  upon  th&t  amonat, 
and  by  the  same  act  made  provision  for  a  salary  of  (4,000  per  an* 
num  for  his  then  fnturo  services.)  (I^aws  of  111.  p  42,  1869.  Up 
to  Peoember  81,  1870,  Mr.  Cook  had  saeoeeded  m  obtaining  a  third 
settlement,  upon  which  was  allowed  $91,421.47,  at  cost  to  the  State 
of  two  years  salary  $8,000,  besides  expenses  Total  amount  col- 
lected $325,077.00,  at  a  cost  of  $14,523  11  (besides  expenses,) 
being  4.40-100  per  cent,  upon  the  whole.  Kentucky  has  for  sever- 
al years  past  maintained  a  State  Agency  at  Washington,  at  a  cost 
of  $6,100  per  year,  having  expended  for  that  purpose  up  to  the 
close  of  1870,  $37,500,  and  obtained  the  allowance  of  but  67  per 
•ent.,  of  her  claims.  Iowa,  with  ti  claim  of  $842,000,  has  expend- 
ed  for  state  agency  $13,417.07,  and  has  collected  less  than  75  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  claims.  The  State  officials  of  Indiana  after  mak- 
ing a  number  of  bootless  journeys  to  Washington  upon  this  business, 
found  it  expedient  to  employ  an  expert  of  known  ability,  as  State 
agent,  at  a  commission  of  two  per  cent.,  upon  allowances,  his  com- 
missions amounting  to  more  than  $83,000.  (See  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's report.  In  d.  1867-^68.)  Ohio  has  expended  for  collection  of 
war  claims  $10,899.73.  New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  Maine, 
with  very  small  claims,  have  expended  for  this  purpose  in  the  ag- 

fregate  more  than  $25,000,  while  Massachusetts  has  maintained  at 
(Washington  for  many  years  a  State  agency  for  the  gratuituos  pro- 
curement of  soldiers'  war  claims,  pensions,   &c.,  and  for  the  adjusts 
vent  of  State  war  claims,  at  an  expense  of  about  $5,000  per  an- 
num, as  I  am  informed  and  believe. 

I  would  here  state  that  the  sum  of  $219,742,06,  the  allow- 
ance  of  which  I  have  already  obtained,  and  which  has  been 
ajipUed  towards  the  payment  of  the  United  States  direct  tax, 
is  m*  effect  credited  to  the  state  against  her  quota  of  that  tax,  at  a 
premium  of  17  3-5  per  cent.,  and  in  fact  pays  of  it,  $258,665,889 
thus  saving  to  the  state,  beyond  the  nominal  amount  allowed,  and 
beyond  what  a  cash  pavment  of  the  same  amount  would  have  effect- 
ed, at  any  time  since  June  1862,  very  nearly  $38,800,  while  any 
future  credits  that  may  be  obtained  upon  these  claims,  will  under  ex* 
istinff  laws,  be  credited  with  like  effect. 

Of  the  disputed  claims  already  allowed,  as  well  aa  of  those  which 
may  hereafter  be  allowed,  a  large  proportion — I  fully  believe  ad 
least  one- fourth— would  have  been  lost  to  the  state,  but  for  the  ef- 
forts which  have  been  made  for  obtaining  their  allowance.  With 
anitable  endeavors,  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  all  the  just  claims  of  the 
state  may  be  obtained.  * 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  your  petitioner  respectfully  prays 
your  honorable  body,  to  provide  by  law  for  the  payment  to  jotox. 
p^ti^ioner,  of  a  reasonable  compensation,  commensurate  with  the 
Mrvkes  rendered,  the  amount  of  hard  brain  work  performed,  and 
ike  benefits  inuring  to  the  state  by  reason  thereof,  naving  in  Tiew,. 
tBe  naval  or  average  compensation,  allowed  and  paid  by  other  statcfi 
for  similar  services.

That  they  have  up  to  this  date  rcceivsd  applications,  dnly  veri- 
fied, and  proved,  by  claimants  under  the  law  of  March  6th,  1868, 
amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $248,120.  which  they  have  entered 
in  proper  order  in  a  list,  in  the  hands  of  the  president  of  this  com- 

Sauy,  and  of  which  a  copy  will  be  filed  in  your  office,  with  such  ad- 
itions  as  may  be  made  up  to  the  time  limited  by  the  act  for  that 
purpose. 

The  commissiouers  have  received  deeds  for  28,931,10-100  acres 
of  land,  and  are  informed  that  39,^89,91-100  acres  more  are  now  ' 
ready  to  be  conveyed  to  them  for  the  purposes  of  tbe  aol  under 
which  they  are  organized. 

These  lands  are  distributed  over  a  large  district  of  country,  ir- 
regular in  oaantities  in  any  location,  involving  a  very  considerable 
labor  to  find  each  particular  lot  and  its  value,  etc.,  etc. 

As  yet,  but  a  small  portion  of  these  lands  have  been  examined 
and  put  in  market ;  the  balance  of  them  will  be  examined  and  dis- 
posed of  at  as  early  a  day  as  consistent  with  tbe  ability  of  the  com- 
missioners, the  inclemeney  of  the  weather  and  other  circumstances 
incidental  to  such  extended  operation.

•aeh  districts  to  be  bounded  by  coanty,  precinct,   town,  or  ward 
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lines,  to  consist  of  oontiguons  territory,  and  be  in  as  compact  form  as 
practical,  and  eyerj  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  at  least  thyee 
members.' 

Reiolved,  That  section  5,  of  article  4  of  the  oonstitntion  of  the 
state,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  5.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirty-three  members,  to 
be  chosen  from  eleven  Senatorial  districts  of  convenient  contignons 
territory,  three  Senators  from  each  district.  Senators  shall  be 
chosen  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the 
Assembly  are  required  to  be  chosen  ;  and  no  Assembly  district  shall 
be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  Senate  district.  The  Senate  dis- 
tricts shall  be  numbered  in  regular  series,  and  the  Senators  chosen 
by  thi^  odd  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  offiae  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  second  year,  and  the  Senators  chosen  by  the  even  num- 
bered districts  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth 
vear ;  and  thereafter  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four 
years.  In  elections  for  the  choice  of  Senator  and  Assemblymen, 
every  elector  shall  be  entitled  to  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  the 
number  of  Senators  or  Assemblymen  respectively  to  be  chosen 
from  the  districts,  and  the  electors  may  give  all  of  such  votes  to  ono 
person,  or  may  distribute  them  equally  or  unequally  among  a  greaten 
number  of  persons ;  and  the  persons  highest  in  vote  upon  return 
shall  be  declared  elected.

Respectfully  represent,  that  the  amendment  made  by  the  commit- 
tee on  said  bill,  and  as  reported  by  our  worthy  chairman,  was  made 
by  order  of  the  Assembly  by  instructions,  and  under  our  protest, 
your  committee  being  of  the  opinion,  that  standing  committees  are 
constituted  for  the  purpose  of  making  oareiul  ozaminatiofas  of  all 
bills  that  may  be  referred  to  them,  with  the  view  of  reporting  the 
same  back  to  the  Assembly  w?th  whatever  amendments  or  recom- 
mendations that  they  in  their  judgment  may  dc^m  most  proper, 
and  not  to  be  used  as  mere  machines  for  the  legislature,  and  to 
serve  with  instructions  to  amend  or  strike  out  parts  of  bills  with- 
ovt  regard  to  their  own  judgment. 

If  this  is  the  province  of  thiM  committee,  it  would  most  respect- 
fully request  a  clerk  to  do  the  business,  so  as  to  be  able  to  turn  its 
attention  to  more  important  matters.  Your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  if  this  bill  is  amended,  as  per  instructions  from  the  As- 
sembly, it  would  be  an  injustico  to  the  people  of  Ooonomowoc,  and 
liable  to  reversal  by  the  courts,  and  submit  the  following  for  your 
consideration  : 

Among  other  securities  guaranteed  by  €he  Constitution,  section 
17,  of  article  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  uf  Wisconsin  pro* 
vides :  "The  privilege  cf  the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  necessary  com- 
forts of  life'  shall  be  recognized  by  wholesome  laws  exempting  a 
reaionahle  amount  of  property  from  seisuro  or  sale  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  or  liability  hereafter  contracted  '^ 

The  legislature  is  by  this  provision  of  the  constitution  bound  to 
enact  exemption  laws,  but  having  once  enacted  them,  it  may  vary  or 
modify  them  so  as  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  lands  or  other  proper- 
ty exempted,  provided  it  does  not  deprive  the  debtor  of  a  reason- 
able amount  of  the  comforts  of  life. 

In  the  case  of  «  Ball  vs.  Oonrove,''  18  Wis.   Rep.,  page  288,  it 


was  decided  tbat  the  legislature  ma;  aoncx  agricaltnrat  lands  ooon- 
pied  OB  homeRteade,  ta  uities  and  other  mnnioipal  oorporationa,  and 
thereby  lOoideDtally  abridge  tbe  privileges  of  the  owners  of  the 
same  to  the  ezempticn  thereof. 

It  would  seem  from  this  that  the  coart  has  decided  that  the  words 
"town  plat,  city  or  village,"  mean  just  what  the  words  import,  to 
wit,  the  recorded  plats,  still  it  fifrther  decides  that  the  same  power 
that  makes  the  escmptiMD  may  vary  the  same,  and  thus  reduce  or 
enlarge  the  quantity  of  land  by  the  act  of  tn corpora tien.  That  the 
bomestead  right  is  not  an  ahsnlate  right,  but  rather  a  privilege  that 
isgnaranteedby  the  oonstitntioa. 

This  being  the  case,  the  question  now  arises,  can  the  legislatare 
BO  vary  or  modify  the  same  as  to  materially  ebange  the  relative 
valne  of  ho'Desttads,  ss  to  place  it  out  of  the  control  of  tho  courts? 
The  homestead  law  must,  like  other  laws,  be  urLiform,  and  operate* 
as  nearly  alike  as  practicable  upon  all.  and  shall  the  legislatare 
take  away  frooi  the  farmers  that  may  be  included  within  ac  incor- 
porated village  (and  often  on  the  application  of  one  that  is  disin- 
interested)  really  their  almost  entire  homestead  right,  simply  by 
the  act  of  incorpor. ticn  that  may  include  their  farms  within  a  vil- 
lage corporation  ?  The  court,  in  deciding  the  case  of  Ball  vs.  Con- 
rove,  took  the  ground  that  one-tourtb  of  an  acre  was  all  that  the 
plaintiff  could  enjoy  after  the  land  was  included  in  the  corporation 
of  Raoiue ;  I'ut  it  did  not  decide  that  in  case  the  act  of  incorpora- 
tion iooluded  lands  that  ^ere  nearly  worthless,  that  even  then  the 
homestead  would  still  be  reduced  to  one-fourth  of  acre,  in  place  of 
forty  acres  of  farmers'  lands.  This  would  be  a  decision  virtually 
destroying  the  homestead  right. 

If  the  Legislature  incorporates  s  village,  and  thereby  raduces 
the  homestead  from  40  to  1-4  of  an  acre,  it  must  at  the  same  time 
look  to  it  and  see  that  the  homestead  is  not  virtnally  destroyed, 
otherwise  the  courts  must  sgain  interfere  in  all  snch  oases,  and  re- 
store the  homestead  light. 

If  800  Rcres  of  land  (as  is  the  cnseia  this  Ooonomo woo  charter), 
be  included  in  a  village  corporation,  1,600  may  be,  and  if  1,600, 
3,200  and  so  on  without  limit,  and  by  act  of  the  legislature,  all  that 
is  valuable  about  a  homestead  may  be  lost. 

The  present  exemption  law  is  all  wrong.  The  law  should  in  some 
way  provide  the  total  value  of  lands  and  personal  property  exempt 
from  sate  on  execution  for  debt,  and  then  there  wauld  be  some  uni- 
formity and  not  the  present  discrepancy  betwton  [improved  and  nn- 
improved  farms,  village  and  city  lota  now  exempt  under  the  law. 

This  u  not  entirely  a  question  of  right  and  wrong  ;  there  is  a  fur 
ther  question.  Is  it  policy  for  the  state  to  pass  those  acts  of  incor- 
poration with  homestead  exemptions  of  forty  acres  of  farming  lands 
as  per|  statute  or  without  the  exemption  until  the  legislature  has  first 
examined  each  indiridual  osse  to  see  whether  the  present  homestead 
exemplioQ  will  not  thereby  be  rendered  still  less  uniform  than  at 
present  under  the  law  and  the  decisions  of  the  ciurts. 
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There  being  no  evidence  before  the  oommittee  to  Bhow  that  the 
£urmiD|[  lands  included  in  the  present  charter  of  Ooonomowoo  is 
more  valuable  than  other  lands  not  included,  or  that  they  are  ren- 
dered more  valuable  by  being  included  in  the  corporatioG,  and  the 
fact  being  that  under  their  present  charter  they  have  the  ordinary 
exemption  from  sale  for  dent  of  40  acres  of  farming  lands,  and  the 

f»roof  being  shown  before  the  committee  that  the  peoplu  of  this  vil- 
age  have  not  sought  to  change  their  charter  in  this  respect,  that 
nothing  is  asked  for  mom  than  is]|already  theirs  by  law.

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Memorial  of  Andrew  Proudfifc,  James  K.  Proudfit  and  E.  A.  Calkins, 
in  relation  to  Assembly  bill  No.  483  :  * 

The  suit  to  which  this  bill  relates  was  brought  in  the  supreme 
court,  to  recover  from  the  State  the  balance  due  and  u' paid  on  a 
printing  contract  between  the  State  and  Beriah  Brown,  which  he 
assigned  to  Andrew  Proudfit,  who  assigned  it  to  Calkins  and  J.  K. 
Proudfit.  Tha  interest  of  Calkins  has  been  ro-assigncd  to  Andrew^ 
Proudfit  sinco  the  commencement  of  this  suit. 

The  original  answer  of  the   state,  set  up  as  a  defense  that  the 
legislature  had  at  various  times  appropriated  to  Calkins  &  Proudfit 
certain  sums  of  money,  in  full  of  the  amount  due  them  for  printing, 
and  that,  though  these  amounts  were  less  than  what  they  claimed  to 
to  be  due,  they  had  accepted  the  same  at  the  state  treasury.     The 
difFerenoe  between  the  amount  thus  appropriated   to  tb  m  and  the 
amount  which  they  claim,  was  based  upon  a  dispute  as  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  contract,  and  some  other  items.     This  difference  is 
the  amount  for  which   they  sued,   and  which  still  remains  due  and 
unpaid.     They  accepted    the  sums  appropriated  to  them  becausa. 
they  were  compelled  to  do  so  by  the  exigencies  of  their  business, 
and  because  they  required  the  money  for  use  in  fulfilling  the  con- 
tract ;  and  they  dia  so   in   ignorance  of  the  fact  that  it  could  by 
any  possibility  bar  or  invalidate  their  legal  right  to  the  balance  due. 
.  At  a  subsequent  stage  of  the  suit,  the  «tate  filed  an  amended  an- 
swer, as  a  further  defense,  that,  at  the  time  the  contract  waH  enter- 
ed into  between  Brown  and  the   state,   he  represented  that  the  lan- 
guage   of    his    bid    tad    a    diffarent   meaning   from    that     which 
it  actually  possessed,  and  that,  through  these  alleged  misrepresenta- 
tions, the  contract  was  awarded  to  him  as  the  lowest  bidder.     Tbo 
plaintiffs  rejoined  that  Brown  did  not  make  the  alleged  misrepresen- 
tations, and  that  the  printing  commissionrrs  were  not  thereby  mil- 
led, And  that,  if  he  did,  it  did  not  change  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
beoause, 

1st.  Verbal  statements  of  parties  could  not  ohango  th(^  terms  of 
the  writteTi  contract,  and 

2d.  The  bids  in  competition  with  that  of  Brown  weie  not  accord- 
ing to  the  form  provided  by  Isw,  and  his  was  the  lowest  legal  bid, 
however  it  might  be  construed,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to 
him  for  thai  reason. 

The  case  was  sent  io  the  Milwaukee  circuit  court  for  trial  of  the 
issue  of  fact  by  a  jury.  The  testimony  relating  to  the  alleged 
misrepresentations  of  Brown,  if  there  was  any,  was  not 
admitted  on  the  trial,  because  it  could  not  affect 
the        terms  .     of        the        contract,        and  was,        for 

that  reason  immaterial.  The  verdict  of  the  jury  fo  nd  that  the 
construction  claimed  by  the  plaintiffs  vas  the  correct  ooostructioo; 
that  they  had  fulfilled  all  its  requirements,  and  that  the  amount 
claimed  by  them  was  justly  due  and  unpaid  thereon. 

The  Supreme  Court  refused  to  enter  up  judgment  against  the 
State  on  this  verdict,  for   the    purely    teohnioal  reasons  that  ^e 


pUiDtifTs  had  accepted  tbe  money  appropriated  to  them  in  full,  >1* 
tbongb  thn  jury  fuund  that  it  was  noi  in  folj;  and  alao  becaase  tbe 
iasne  of  Brown  b  alleged  false  rcj^eBCotatious  had  not  boon  tried. 
The  plaintifFa  then  applied  for  an  order  remandiDg  the  ease  for  trial 
oflbe  iafiue  not  tried,  but  this  was  refused,  becaase  a  verdict  in 
their  fuvor  would  not  help  tbeir  oase,  as  tbe  acceptance  of  pajtnent 
in  fall  was  of  itself  a  bar  to  tbeir  rcoovery.  Subsequently,  duriig 
tbo  war,  and  while  the  plaintlfTa  were  both  absent  from  tbe  State 
with  their  oommands  in  the  armies  in  the  field,  jadgment  was  enter. 
ed  up  asainet  them  for  coats. 

The  Legislature,  in  1866,  passed  an  act  vacating  this  jadgment 
and  rc>initatiog  the  case  on  the  Milwaukee  verdict,  and 
providing  tbat  the  accoptanoe  by  tbe  plainti&'s  of  the  amounts 
appropriated  to  tbcm  by  tbe  legislnturo  in  full,  should  not  be  a  bar 
to  tbo  recovery  of  the  balance  due  on  the  contract ;  and  providing, 
further,  tbat  the  remaining  issae,  to.wit,  the  alleged  false  represent- 
ations of  Broirn,  might  be  tried. 

Two  years  afterward,  a  trial  was  reached  on  this  issue.  The 
plaintiffs  proved,  by  the  testimony  of  Brown,  that  ha  did  not 
make  tbo  alleged  false  representations  to  the  printing  oom- 
.  missioners,  but  that  the  solo  grounds  on  which 
be  claimed  that  the  contract  should  be  awarded  to  hiiQ  wits  that  his 
was  the  only  legal  bid  before  them.  The  printing  commisEiooers 
.were  also  present,  and  testified  that  Brown  did  not  make  the  alleged 
false  repreecnlBtions,  and  thai  if  he  did  it  would  not  have  changed 
their  award,  as  they  decided  that  the  bid  in  competition  with 
bis  was  not  a  legal  bid,  and  that  .  his  was  %be  only  legal 
bid  beforo  them  fnr  their  consideration.  E.  A.  Calkins 
and  other  witnesses  were  before  them,  and  testi- 
fied to  the  same  facta.  The  dceision  of  tbe  printing  commissioners 
was  produced,  showing  that  they  awarded  tbo  contract  to  Brown  as 
the  only  legal  bidder.  Against  this  body  of  evidence  the  slate  pro- 
dticed  a  single  deposition,  that  of  James  Diosmore,  the  competing 
bidder  against  Brown,  who  testified  that  Brown  did  make  the  alleged 
false  representations,  and  (claiming  to  know  the  minds  of  the  eom- 
missioners  better  than  they  did  themselves,  and  against  the  record 
of  their  decision  in  the  ease,)  that  they  awarded  to  bim  thecontract 
on  the  said  false  representations.  In  -spite  of  this  vast  preponder- 
ance of  testimoiy  Irom  witnesses  present  on  tbe  stand,  and  on  this 
single  deposition  of  a  disappointed  and  malignant  bidder,  the  jnry 
rendered  a  verdict  unfavorable  to  the  plaintiffs,  again  defeating  by 
a  mere  tcotinicalitj,  and  in  the  faee  of  a  monntaia  of  evidence, 
their  jast  right  to  compensation  for  work  done  and  matgrials  fur^ 
nished  on  a  oontriot  with  the  state  ten  years  beforo.  We  are  con- 
fident tbat  this  result  was  reached  booauae  the  court  intimat- 
ed to  the  plaintiff's  oounsel  that  argument  was  unnoocssary  as  the 
evidence  was  overwhelmingly  on  the  side  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  the 
otae  was  not  therefore  argued  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  though 
the  jndj;e  charged  the  jury  in  their  favor.     A  motion  for  a  new  trial 
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ot  this  issue  is  now  pending,  bat  the  fact  that  conrts  are  extremely 
reluotant  to  set  aside  the  veidiot  of  a  jury,  howerer  found  against 
evidence,  admonishes  us  that  we  may  be  unable  to  obtain  relief 
except  by  the  action  of  the  legislature  on  the  equities  and  merits  of 
the  whole  matter. 

By  the  solemn  act  of  the  legislature  of  1866,  the  verdict  of  the 
jury  on  the  construction  of  the  contract,  and  the  amount  due  and 
unpaid  thereon,  in  established  as  on  equitable  claims  against  the 
state.  The  legislation  asked  will  give  it  a  tangible  and  definite 
form,  and  bo  an  act  of  honest  justice  which  a  great  and  wealthy 
state  can  well  afford  to  perform  on  behalf  of  the  aggrieved  individ* 
uals  who  ask  it.

That  this  claim  has  srown  out  of  the  printing  contract  for  the 
years  1S66  and  185A  which  was  first  awarded  to  Jamqs  DeDffQore 

37— A. 
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hj  Akzander  F.  Gxay^  tben  Sooretary  of  State.  From  this  award 
M  appeal  was  taken  to  the  GoYernor,  Wm.  A.  Baratow,  Attoraey 
General,  Geo.  B.  Smirh,  and  State  Treaearer,  Bdward  Janasen,  as 
.ooBunieeioners,  who  rerersed  Secretary  Gray'a  deoision  and  gave  the 
contract  to  Beriah  Brown. 

That  in  Mr.  Brown's  bid  and  oontract  ooenrred  the  words  "  for 
foUing  and  stitcbingt  fifty  cents  per  hundred,"  which  the  priatera 
testify  mean,  as  understood  amonff  them,  fifty  ocnts  for  folding  and 
atitohiog  one  hundred  sheets  of  eight  pages  each.  It  was  charged 
tbat  BrowD,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  commissioaers  thst  his  bid  waa 
lower  than  Mr.  Densmore's,  stated  to  them,  at  the  hearing  of  the 
^appeal,  that  the  fifty  cents  per  hundred  in  hla  bid  meant  for  one 
hundred  completed  documents,  whether  bills,  pamphlets  or  bound 
volumes.  ' 

Brown  assigned  his  contract  to  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Calkins  & 
f  roudfit,  and  after  the  expiration  of  Secretary  Gray's  term  of  office 
the  latter  construocion  was  put  upon  this  part  of  the  bid..  Messrs. 
Oalkins  &  Proudfit  took  the  amount  audited  them  upon  this  con- 
atruction,  but  at  the  same  time  protesting  that  it  was  not  what 
tiiey  were  entitled  to. '         . 

They  afterwards  asked  compensation  for  the  amount  of  their  claim 
thus  rejected  of  the  Legislature,  which  was  denied,  and  they  then 
.lircoght  suit  in  the  Supreme  Uourt  to  reoorer  that  and  other  de* 
mands.  ^ 

The  issue  was  sent  to  Milwaukee  ccunty.  circuit  court  to  be  tried 
and  ^he  jury  awarded  them  as  is  stated  to  the  committee,  oyer 
99.000,  most  of  which  was  for  the  folding  and  stitcbing  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  verdiot  boiug  returned  the  supreme  courtrefuaed  teen- 
ier judgment  upon  it,  for  tho  reaions  as  understood  by  the  commit* 
tee. 

First.  That  the  issue  as  to  whether  Brown  made  the  fraudulent 
xepresentation  charged,  had  not  been  tried. 

Second.  That  the  claim  was  settle^l  and  discharged  by  the  claim- 
ants having  accepted  the  amount  audited  to  them  on  the  construc- 
tion of  the  contract  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Judgment  instead  of  being  given  in  their  favor  for  the  adnount  of 
the  verdict,  was  entered  against  them  for  costs. 

Subsequently  the  legislature  enacted  chapter  64  of  the  general 
laws  of  1866,  taking  away  all  technical  defences  to  this  claim,  and 
authorizing  the  attorney  general  to  stipulate,  to  vacate  the  judg- 
ment against  the  claimants,  and  open  the  case  for  a  new  trial  to  be 
had  as  this-  act  provides*  upon  the  equities  and  merits  of  the 
case  to  the  cad  that  a  just  and  equitable  determination  of  the  mat- 
ter might  be  bad. 

Under  this  most  liberal  statute,  on  the  26th  day  of  May,  1868,  a 
jury  trial  was  a^ia  bad  in  the  Milwaukee  circuit  court,  which  re- 
sulted in  a  verdict  for  the  State  on  the  the  three  questions  at  issue, 
-to  wit :  ^ 

F^rst.     Did  Beriah  Brown  make   the  .representation  that  <<for

The  claimants  insist  here  ihat  this  verdict  against  them  wfts  unr 
warranted  by  the  testimony  and  directly  in  conflict  with  the  aamef 
And  thatjt  probably  resulted  from  a  misapprehension  of  the  part  or 
.tbfll  jury  caused  by  their  attorney  not  presenting  th  ir  case,  after 
the  Attorney  Qeneral'  had  addressed  them  in  behalf  of  the  State. 
That  his  not. doing  so  was  caused  partly  by  his  own  confidence  iu  the 
streiigth  of  his  case»  and  partly  from  a  suggestion  of  the  court  that 
it  was  unnecepsary.  The  record  shows  that  the  Attorney  General 
did  address  the  jury,  and  that  claimants  attorney  did  not«  The  couirt 
oliarged  the  jurv  as  claimants  counsel  requested,  and  the  case  is 
now  pending  in  tne  Supreme  Court  on  a  motion,  for  a  new  trial. 

The  committee  have    given    careful    attention  to  the  testimony 
wbioh  is  now  on  file  }n  the  Supreme  Oourt. 
-  James  Densmore  testifies  that  the  false  representations  were 
made  and  that  it  was  the  reason    for    taking  the  printing  contract 
from  him  and  giving  it  to  Beriah  Brown. 

Brown  testifies  he  never  made  the  representations  charged. 

E,  A.  Calkins  testifies  that  he  was  present  at  the  hearing  of  the 
appeal.  That  Densmore  constantly  insisted  that  the  item  for 
folding  and  stitching  per  hundred  meant  per  hundred  sheets,  and 
not  per  hundred  complete  documents.  That  Brown  insisted  thart 
this  was  not  the  question  at  issue.  That  the  question  was  whether 
^Den^more's  bid  was  a  legal  one.  And  that  the  commissioners  de« 
elded  it  to  be  illegal  and  on  that  ground  reversed  Secretary  Oray's 
decision  and  awarded  the  contraoe  to  Brown. 

Attorney-General  Ceo.  B.  Smith  testifies  that  he  does  not  lecol- 
lect  the  conversation  of  the  parties,  but  he  distinctly  testifies  that, 
wh  tever  it  might  have  been,  it  had  no  iofiuence  upon  the  decision 
of  the  question.  That  the  award  in  favor  of  Brown  was  not  made 
on  account  of  any  representations  whatever. 

Secretary  Qray.testifies  that  no  such  representations  wore  made 
to  him,  but  that  he  was  not  present  at  the  hearing  of  the  appeal. 

It  would  seem  upon  this  statement,  that  the  preponderance  of  the 
testimony  was  in  favor  of  the  claimants.  But  as  the  case  is  now 
pending,  as  stated,  on  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  An  the  Supreme 
-Court;  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  that  court  is  f ullv' oompetect  to  do 
justice  between  the  state  upon  the  cne  hand,  ana  the  claimant  on 
the  other.  # 

•  The  Bubjeoi  as  to  the  strict  right  of  the  parties  is  one  pre-emi- 
^nently  adopted  to  judicial  investigation  and  not  to  the  ex^parte  ac- 
tion of  a  Legislative  committee.  And  aa  the  case  stands  upon  the 
conflicting  testimony  ot'  the  witnesses,  although  Donsmore  s  indi- 
vidual testimony  is  confronted  by  three  witnesses,  yet  it  is,  and

To  Iha  JBonorable,  the  Legi*latvr9  of  the  State  of  Wiseotuin : 

Your  memorialists,  reaidents  of  Superior,  would  respeotfnUy  rep- 
resent that  the  entry  of  the  Bay  of  Superior,  at  the  mouth  of  St. 
Lonis  river,  is  the  natural  ohaanel  of  communication  between  Lakft 
Snperior  and  the  said  Bay  : 

That  said  Bay  is  an  Immense  Datnral  harbor,  having  a  frontage 
of  many  miles  in  each  of  the  States  of  Wisconsin   and  Minnesota,. 
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and  18  amply  available  for  the  oommeroe  of  Superior,  and  of  Dalath 
in  the  State  of  Mionesota : 

That  the  Uni'ed  States  Governments  Works  now  in  pro- 
gress for  the  improvement  of  said  entry,  can  be  completed 
according  to  official  estimates  for  the  sum  of  about  $140,000,  of 
which  9^5,000  has  been  appropriated  and  will  be  expended  the 
present  season. 

That  the  most  important  element  in  the  plan  of  said  government 
works,  is  the  combined  and  undiminished  flow  of  tho  St.  Louis  and 
Nemadji  river  through  said  entry  whereby  the  formation  of  a  bar 
or  shoal  outside  will  be  prevented,  and  hence  is  tl^  danger  of  open- 
ing any  other  channel  between  said  lake  and  said  bay,  throneh 
Minnesota  Point,  whereby  as  to  a  nearer  outlet  the  current  of  the 
St.  Lonis' would  be  diverted  so  as  to  impair  and  destroy  said  natur- 
al entry  and  render  nugatory  tho  government  works  thereat. 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  United  States  Government  Engi- 
neers, after  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  that  the  construe* 
tion  of  a  canal  through  said  Point  would  be  likely,  by  means  of  the 
diversion  of  the  St  Louis  river,  to  destroy  or  seriously  impair  the 
satural  entry  now  being  improved  as  aforesaid  at  the  mouth  of 
that  river,  and  that  said  opinion  has  'been  embodied  in  an  elaborate 
official  report  to  the  War  Departmen'. 

Your  memorialists  would  further  represent  that  the 
joitj  of  Duluth,  under  the  sanction  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  is  now  engaged  in  constructing  through  said 
Minnesota  Point  near  its  base,  a  canal  or  dyke,  300  feet  in  width, 
and  14  feet  in  depth,  which,  in  the  belief  of  jour  memorialists, 
when  fully  opened,  will  result  in  tho  diversion  of  the  current  of  the 
St. Louis  river  through  said  canal,  and  the  consequent  filling  up  of  the 
present  channel  by  deposits  of  sediment  in  the  bed  of  th'?  stream,  and 
the  permanent  settlement  of  accretions  at  its  mouth,  washed  up  from 
the  lake,  all  to  the  manifest  and  irreparable  injury  of  the  harbor  of 
Superior  and  of  the  city  of  Superior,  situat  d  thereon. 

That  the  diversion  of  said  river  through  such  artificial  channel, 
would  in  effect  confine  the  outlet  of  said  stream  exclusively  within 
the  territory  and  jnrisdistion  of  Minnesota,  a^d  would  therefore  be 
iin  inir>  ction  of  the  sovereign  rights  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

That  the  construction  of  said  canal  on  the  part  of  Duluth,  is  by 
no  means  owing  to  the  necessities  of  the  case,  but  to  its  unwilling 
nees  to  share  with  Wisconsin  the  advantages  of  a  natural  harbor, 
unsurpassed  for  its.  capability,  of  safe  and  easy  access,  its  facility  of 
improvement,  and  the  perfect  protection  which  it  affords  to  shipping. 

That  it  is  the  conviction  of  your  memorialists  that  the  danger  to 
result  from  the  completion  of  the  proposed  cut  through  Minnesota 
Point  can  be  avertea  only  by  the  prompt  interposition  of  the  State 
of  Wisconsin  in  that  behalf. 

That  this  unjustifiable  and  injurious  work  can  with  difficulty,  if  at 
all,  be  arrest<d  by  the  exertion  of  individuals,  for  the  reasons,

The  last  time  we  visited  Keyser'a,  as  above  men* 
tioned,  t  returned  alone;  I  mistrnited  that  he  had  been,  as  he 
said,  pretty  d— d  tight  the  night  before,  and  felt  bad ;  said  he 
wanlcd  me  to  go  with  him  and  take  some  sour  whisky.

I  know  0.  M.  Hoyt ;  I  made  an  effort  to  get  his  vote ;  I  never  talk* 
ed  with  him  bat  onoe  about  it,  at  whioh  time  I  judged  him  to  be  oom*, 
mitted  against  us,  and  tiJked  no  mor^  on  the  subjeot.  On  the  mom* 
ing  of  the  day  upon  whioh  the  vote  was  taken,  1  was  standing  at 
the  oonnter  of  the  hotel  office  talking  with  Mr.  Jefferson  about  the 
Dells  bill ;  Mr.  Hoyt  passed  by  into  the  billiard  room.  Jefferson 
asked  how  Hoyt  stood  on  our  bill ;  I  told  him  we  counted  him 
l^ainst  us.  Jefferson  remarked  that  he  thought  he  could  get  bim 
V>  vote  for  tbo  bill ;  I  said  I  would  like  to  have  him  do  it  if  he 
douIJ  ;  he  said  he  would  see  him  and  let  ine  know  the  result. 

I  then  went  up  stairs  into  a  room  directly  over  the  parlor.  While 
^here,  Jefferson  oame  to  the  door  aod  oalled  me  out  into  the  upper 
hall  ;  told  me  that  he  had  seen  Hoyt  about  the  bil],  and  Hoyt  had 
told  kirn  that  he  had  no  iuterest  in  the  bill  at  all  ;  did  not  care 
whether  it  was  passed' or  defeated  ;  that  all  he  oared  about  it  any- 
way was  to  vote  the  way  thai  would  bring  him  the  most  money  ; 
that  he  was  dead  broke,  and  stamps  were  what  he  was  after.  I  told 
Jeffers^'n  that  if  that  was  tbe  kina  of  a  man  Hoyt  was  and  that  if 
money  was  what  be  was  after,  and  not  the  ments  of  the  measure,  it 
was  very  unfortunate  for  any  oause  that  did  not  have  money  to  pay 
for  him;  but  I  told  Jefierson  to  get  him  if  he  oould.

est  and  untiring  efforts  to  defeat  the  bill  by  all  fair  and  honorable 
m^eans ;  I  do  not  known  of  any  money  being  used  to  inflaenoe  mem* 
bers  to  vote  for  or  against  the  bill ;  I  have  been  hure  for  over  forty 
days»  associated  with  the  opponents  of  the  bill,  for  the  purpose  of 
defeating  it ;  we  have  met  nreqaently,  almost  every  day,  at  number 
four  in  the  Vilas  House,  for  oonsultation  ;  nomber  foar  has  two 
beds,  one  oeoupied  by  Mr.  Bate  and  Mr.  Taylor,  and  the  other  is 
now  oeoupied  by  J,  H.  Essnest  and  Col.  Ginty* 

I  have  onoe  or  twioe  seen  oigars  there ;  none  within  the  last  two 
weeks  ,  I  have  seen  a  bottle  that  I  supposed  to  be  whiflky«  whieh 
almost  always  sits  on  the  table  with  a  pitoher  of  water  and  tumblm 
near  it ;  I  have  never  tasted  of  it>;  I  ean  think  of  but  twioe  within 
the  last  46  days  that  I  have  seen  members  of  the  house  in  that  room ;

Paul  ScnuiNcaL : 

I  live  \fx  Milwaakee ;  am  acting  depatj  sheriff  of  that  eoantj ; 
know  Angust  Riohter,  member  of  Asaembly  ;  taw  him  a  week  ago 
lo-daj,  at  his  honle,  in  Milwaukee ;  had  a  oonversation  with  him 
in  regard  to  the  Dells  improvement  bill;  the  day  befo  e  H.  L. 
Palmer  and  another  man,  presented  to  me  as  Mr.  Taylor,  mayor 
of  Uhippewa  Falit,  dame  to  my  plaoe ;  we  talked  of  differeat  mat- 
tera,  mostly  about  oar  coming  city  eleotion  ;  while  talking  I  oalled 
Mr.  Palmer  to  a  private  interview  in  another  room;  after  speak- 
ing about  the  eandtdate  for  mayor,  as  he  was  loavi.ig,  he  asked 
if  I  wonld  see  Btehter  to-day ;  I  told  him  I  thought  not ;  then 
he  began  to  tell  me  about  those  Dells — ^a  thing  I  never  knew  about. 

I  did  not  ktioir  on  what  side  Mr.  Palmer  was,  but  he  said  I  would 
do  him  a  great  favor  if  1  would  tell  Riohter  that  he  would  repre- 
pent  the  ideas  of  his  MihrauJEee  constituents  if  he  would  follow  his 
(Palmer^s)  ideas  oa  the  subjeot.  We  then  went  ii to  the  ether 
room,  when  I  shook  hands  with  Mr  Tavlo«%  and  he  asked  me  as  they 
were  leaving,  not  to  forget  to  see  Mr.  Biehter  about  this  matter 
and  that  he  him  selfiwas  deeply  interested  in  it.  This  is  all  that 
passed  at  that  interview  with  referanoe  to  this  subjeot.  The  next 
morning  I  went  up  to  see  Riohter  and  met  him  at  his  house. 

I  represented  to  him  all  that  Mr.  Palmer  had  said  to  me,  and 
then  on  my  own  responsibiRty,  I  said  that  this  was  a  private  mat- 
ter not  affecting  his  constituents  or  the  interest!  of  the  State  ;  that 
he  would  do  me  a  personal  favor  If  he  would  fall  in-  with  the  ideas 
of  Mr.  Palmer,  as  I  felt  under  obligaions  to  him ;  he  said  he  knew 
that  i^«  was  a  matter  of  mat  interest  to  the  parties,  as  already  ap- 
proaches had  been  made  to  him  by  the  other  side ;  he  then  began 
to  enlighten  me  on  the  subject;  said  that  it  would  make  a  differ- 
ence of  millions  to  one  plaoo  or  the  othet  whether  tbo  bill  was 
passed  or  not ;  then  I  said  these  parties  must  be  willing  to  pay 
something  to  carry  their  point  ;  ho  then  said  that  already  on  the 
other  ride  approaches  had  been  made  to  him  and  he  had  not  made 
up  his  ciind  yet,  that  Mr.  Auer  had  spoken  to  htm. 

I  naturally  thought  from  what  I  had  saen  of  eleotions  that  money 
would  be  spent  in  tbi^  uiattor ;  1  also  inferred  it  from  Mr.  Taylor's 
remark,  as  I  have  stated  it.  After  this  I  met  Mr.  Pawner  at  the 
train  and  asked  if  he  would  authorise  me  to  mak^ptn  Biehter  an 
offer;  bo  said,  **  not  a  cent,"  that  it  was  Mr.  Biebter's  TdQtj  te^ 
join  with  his  ideas  on  the  subject.  I  never  offered  Mr.  Riohter  any 
money,  nor  told  him  I  was  authorized  to  ofhr  him  any ;  did  not 
say  I  wpuld  get  him  (100,  or  that  I  would  try  to  get  him  (500,  or 
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any  other  sum  ;  did  not  say  I  thongbt  the  Ohippewa  Falls  intereat 
would  give  him  S1,0Q0.'  ,If  Riohter  or  anybody  else  says  so  ke  ^ 
lies.    The  interview  I  haf  e  spoken  of  is  all  the  Interooarse  £  haye 
had  with  Mr.  Palmer  or  Taylor  or  Riohter  about  this  Dells  bill. 

PAUL  SCHUENOEL. 

H.  L.  Palmir. 

A  week  ago  yesterday  I  was  at  Mr.  Sohuengel's  place,  in  Mil* 
waukee,  with  Mr.  Taylor,  late  3layor  of  Chippewa  Falls ;  after 
oonsiderable  talk  between  Mr.  Sohuengel  and  myself  in  reference 
to  another  subject,  I  explained  to  l^m  the  effect  of  the  improve- 
ment contemplate^  by  tne  Dells  bill  upon  the  interests  above  Eai^ 
Oiaire  as  I  understand  them  ;  I  also  informed  him  that  I  under- 
stood several  weeks  since  that  both  Richter  and  Semma^n  were  op« 
posed  to  the  bill,  and  that  within  the  last  week  I  had  understood' 
they  were  both  in  favor  of  the  bill. 

*  That  we  in  Milwaukee  had  no  local  interest  in  the  measure,  that 
I  did  not  understand  why  this  change  had  occurred,  and  that  if 
they  could  be  satisfied  it  was  proper  to  do  so,  I  should  be  glad  to 
have  their  votes  against  the  bill.  I  asked  him  wheLher  he  was 
upon  good  terms,  or  had  influence  with  Richter.  Bo  said,  *'Yes.'' 
I  asked  hioc  then  if  he  would  see  Richter.  He  said  he  would  do  so, 
and  thought  he  could  satisfy  him  he  ought  to  vote  against  the  bill  ; 
said  he  would  see  him  that  afternoon.  In  some  statement  I  made 
regarding  the  effect  of  the  bill,  I  referred  him  to  Mr.  Taylor,  as  a 
mill  owner  on  the  river,  a  resident  and  former  mayor  of  Chippewti 
Falls.  In  course  of  conversation  Schuengel  intimated  that  Kioh- 
ter's  vote  might  be  had  for  money.  I  got  that  impression  from 
what  he  said,  it  may  be  indirectly. 

In  reply  to  that'  I  said  we  could  make  no  arrangemen^i  for  any- 
body's vote  for  a  consideration,  that  we  were  not  doing  that  sort  of 
business ;  this  is  about  the  substance  of  all  that  transpired  then  on 
that  subject ;  this  conversation  was  in  a  side  room.  Mr.  Taylor  waa 
also  present,  and  occasionally  made  a  remark ;  1  had  no  conversa* 
tion  with  him  on  this  subject  in  a  separate  room  apart  from  Mr. 
Taylor ;  1  think  that  Taylor  assented  to  my  remark  to  the  effect 
that  we  were  not  doing  that  kind  of  business,  or  said  the  same  thing 
in  substance  himself ;  nothing  was  said  authorizing  Schuengel  to  of* 
fer  Richter  anything  for  his  vote  or  from  which  he  could  imply  thai 
he  would  bo  protected  and  backed  up  in  case  he  did  so  offer ;  I  had 
no  intention  of  leaving  any  such  impression  oi  his  mind,  ;.nd  made 
use  of  no  language  to  that  effect. 

The  next  morning,  being  Monday,  at  the  depot  I  met  Schuengel 
again  ;  I  was  talking  with  Mayor  Phillips,  when  Schuengel  oaUe^ 
me  aside,  and  said  he  had  seen  Richter,  that  be  thought  his  vnte 
might  be  had  against  the  bill  for  a  money  consid*  ration ;  he  did 
not  put  it  in  exactly  that  language ;  I  think  he  named  a  sum ;  I 
think  the  expression  he  used  was  that  he  would  vote  against  the 
bill  for  two  hundred  dolla^^  ;    I  said,  '<  No,, Paul;    we  bhould  be 
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verj  glad  lo  have  Mr.  Bich tor's  vote,  if  we  can  get  it  by  honorable 
means,  but  I  oan't  authorize  jou  to  pay  any  money  for  it,  nor  to 
make  any  arrangement,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  which  he  is  to 
receive  a  compensation  for  it ;  for  any  service  that  yoa  may  ren- 
der us  in  the  matter  the  parties  in  interest  will  be  willing  to  give 
you  a  reasonable  compensation." 

Before  this,  Sohuengel  had  stated  that  he  would  come  to  Madi* 
sob  if  we  wanted  him  to  if  I  would  let  him  know,  and  I  had  said  to 
him  if  we  wanted  him  I  would  telegraph.  I  repeated  to  him  that 
it  must  be  distinctly  understood  we  would  offer  no  compensation  for 
my  man's  vote.  To  this  h^  said,  **all  right;"  and  this  ended  the 
conversation;  I  never  had  any  other  conversation  with  him  about 
this  matter.  We  did  not  serd  for  bohuengel  to  come  to  Madison, 
and  he  did  not  come. 

I  had  an  interview  with  C.  M.  Hoyt,  member  of  Assembly,  on 
Wednesday  morning,  the  day  the  vote  was  taken.  About  two  weeks 
since  I  met  him  in  Milwaukee;  just  before  I  came  away,  and  he 
asked  me  if  there  was  any  honorable  way  by  which  he  could  get 
out  of  coming  back  to  the  legislature  (he  wished  to  go  south);  ask- 
ed if  there  was  any  receasity  for  bis  coming  back,  and  added «that 
if  there  was  any  particular  measure  in  which  I  was  interested,  he 
would  con:e  out  atd  vote  upon  it ;  I  told  him  that  the  only  question 
upon  which  I  was  especially  inierested  was  the  Dells  question,  in 
wnich  as  he  knew  I  was  employed  as  attorney,  and  I  should  be  glad 
to  have  hJm  here  to  vote  on  it. 

He  asked  when  I  expected  it  would  come  up  in  the  House,  and  I 
told  him  I  tboueht  about  the  end  of  the  week  ;  he  said,  ''  all 
riffht  I  will  be  there  ;* '  later  in  the  week  he  came  out  to  Madison  ; 
1  did  not  see  him,  however,  till  I  saw  him  in  his  seat  Saturday 
morning  ;  that  Saturday  he  went  home  on  the  train  ;  the  next 
week  ho  was  back  here,  and  on  the  morning  that  this  bill  was  com- 
ing up  I  met  him  in  the  lower  hall  as  I  was  going  to  breakfast ;  I 
simply  bowed  to  him  and  went  on  ;  when  I  came  out  from  break- 
fast I  met  him  again,  at  the  hotel. 

He  said  ho  had  come  out  as  he  agreed  to  and  was  going  to  stay  it 
through,  but  said  he  had  come  away  from  home  without  any  money 
and  asked  if  I  oould  lend  him  (25  or  (30.  £  told  him  I  presumed 
I  could  accommodate  him.  Said  he  did  not  want  it  then,  but  should 
in  the  course  of  the  day.  He  did  not  call  for  it,  and  I  did  not  lend 
it  to  him.  Upon  the  statement  he  made  about  his  finances,  I  should 
have  lent  him  if  he  had  called  for  it.  Nothing  was  said  in  that 
conversation  about  his  vote  upbn  this  or  any  other  bill.  I  saw  him 
again  before  the  session.  He  said  tb  mo  then,  **  I  have  just  re- 
ceived a  proposition,  (don't  know  that  he  said  from  whom),  that 
for  a  certain  number  of  votes  in  favor  of  the  Dells  bill,  certain  par- 
ties are  willing  to  pay  (1  think  he  said)  (400  for  each."  I  think 
his  concluding  expression  was,  *'  What  do  you  think  of  that?" 

I  said  <*  Oharley,  I  think  I  wouldn't  do  it."  Question— Was  he 
ever  under  any  masonic  promise  or  obligation  to  yon  to  vote  against 
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thAtbill?  Ana. — <*  Never/'  Didheeyer  ask  to  be  released  fr<Hn 
sacli  a  promise?  Ans. — **  No."  Pid  you  ever  use  masonry  as  a 
means  of  iDflaence  upon  this  bill  ?  No  ;  and  I  should  regard  a  man 
a  very  poor  and  unworthy  laasbn  who  would  ;  I  will  state  further, 
thttt  I  never  solicited  Hoyt  to  vote  against  the  bill ;  I  did  not  6f- 
er  to  loan  him  $800  or  (500  or  any  other  sum. 

I  have  never  paid  any  money  or  other  thing,  or  offered  or  agreed 
to  pay  any  money  ^  or  other  thing,  to  any  member  of  this  Legisla- 
ture m  consideration  of  or  with  a  view  to  influence  his  vote  on  the 
Bells  bill  or  any  other  bill ;  that  I  have  never  authorised  any  other 
person  to  pay  or  offer  to  pay,  or  make  any  arrangement  or  agree* 
ment  to  pay,  any  consideration  to  any  niember  for  his  vote  on  this 
bill  or  any  other  ;  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  money  or  other  con- 
sideration being  paid  or  promised  or  offered  to  any  member  for  his 
vote. 

H.  L.  PALMER. 

J.  A.  Taylor  : 

I  reside  at  Chippewa  Falls ;  have  been  mayor  cf  th^t  place;  I 
was  in  Milwaukee  a  week  aeo  yesterdiy;  was  with  H.  L.  Palmer  at 
Schuengel's  place;  most  of  the  time  was  spent  in  conversation  between 
Mr.  Palmer  and  Schuengel  about  another  subject.  Finally  the  Dells 
question  was  brought  up.  Schuengel  spoke  of  Eichter  as  a  mer- 
chantable man  ;  -when  1  mentioned  how  quick  his  vote  had  been 
changed,  he  said  <'he  has  been  bought,"  or  words  to  that  effect;  it 
was  said  they  were  using  money  on  the  other  side;  Mr.  Palmer 
said  we  were  not  in  that  kind  of  business. 

Nothing  was  said  about  buying  Biohter's  vote  ;  no  offer  was  made 
or  authorized  by  either  of  us  of  giving  Richter  anything  for  his 
vote ;  Schuengel  promised  to  see  Richter  and  use  his  influence  ;  I 
have  not  seen  Schuengel  at  any  other  time  ;  have  made  no  offers  of 
money  or  placed  money  in  any  one's  posBesson  in  ord.r  to  secure  a 
vote  or  votes ;  do  not  know  of  its  being  done  by  any  one  else  on 
either  side. 

J.  A.  TAYLOR. 

C.  M.  Hoyt  recalled. 

Last  Wednesday  morning,  I  think,  I  bad  an  interview  with  H 
L.  Palmer,  and  asked  him  to  lend  me  25  or  $30.  He  said  he  would 
in  a  few  minutes.  Subsequently,  bavins  lost  sight  of  Mr.  Palmer,  I 
borrowed  $25  of  Mr.  Wilson  the  druffgist,  and  so  did  not  borrow  of 
Palmer ;  I  subsequently  borrowed  $50  of  Mr.  Parsons,  I  have  al- 
so collected /different  sums  due  me  on  account. 

I  was  never  under  any  masonic  promise  or  obligation  to  vote 
against  the  bill  aiid  did  not  tell  Jefferson  so ;  did  not  make  any 
appointment  to  meet  Jefferson  at  the  Capitol,  though  I  think  here- 
quested  to  know  when  he  could  see  me,  and  I  told  him  I  would  be 
at^the  Oapitol,  I  have  never '  received  a  dollar  from  anybody  with 
referenco  to  my  vote  on  the  Dells  bill.

The  divisioQ  of  the  ivamp  and  overfioved  lands  and  the  proceeda 
thereof  made  by  the  act  of  1865,  (ohapter  537  of  the  general  lawi 
of  that  year),  ought  not  in  any  partionlar  to  be  diatnrbed.  If  om 
town  is  allowed  this  pririlege,  there  la  no  good  reason  why  another 
should  not  be,  and  in  a  ver;  short  time  this  fand,  whioh  belong! 
eqaslly  to  every  tovn  in  the  State,  will  thus  be  destroyed. 

While  the  state  is  ereotingooiCly  buildings  for  the  normal  aoboola, 
and  experieooe  is  demonstrating  that  the^  are  among  the  moat  im- 
portant and  valnable  of  our  publio  institutions;  while  for  their  inp- 
pori  every  dollar  derivable  from  this  fund  is  needed,  there  is  everj 
reason  why  it  ibonld  not  be  leaaened  by  such  legislation  as  this. 

The  objects  of  thii  bill  are  not  fully  stated  in  the  title;  the  same 
gives  no  intimatioQ  that  the  Rormal  eehoo)  funds  are  to  be  interfered 
with.  I  am  oonfideat  that  it  would  not  have  received  the  sanotion 
of  the  legislature  had  its  proviaiocs  been  generally  nodeTstood  hj 
the  members. 

The  present  diapotitioD  of  the  swamp  lands  and  fnads  derived 
therefrom  meets  with  almost  noivenal  approbation,  and  I  feel  as- 
sured that  the  people  of  Jiho  State  wonld  condemn  ally  legi^tion 
whioh  opened  a  door  to  the  diversion  of  the  norntal  school  fund 
from  the  aaored  use  to  which  it  is  now  devoted. 

With  these  objectians,  I  return  the  !»ill  to  yeitt  honorable  body 
in  which  it  originated.

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  lay  before  year  honorable  body  a 
petition  of  N.  S.  Turner,  in  behalf  of  certain  parties  which,  in  my 
judgment,  ought  to  receive  your  attention,  in  justice  to  the  persons 
w  hose  grievances  are  therein  set  forth.

Sir  :  The  undersigned,  your  petitioners  respectMly  represent^ 
that  on  or  about  the  year  1850,  Nicholas  Hemman,  Nicholas  Reich, 
Michael  Qroff,  Joseph  Welster,  Charles  Peter  and  Jacob  Lautgen 
or  their  grantors,  became  the  purchasers  from  the  State  of  Wiscon- 
sin of  the  lands  hereinafter  aescribed  to  wit :  Lots  1,  2  and  3, 
or  the  north-west  fractional  quarter  and  the  north  half  of 
the  south* west  fractional  quarter  of  section  18,  in  town 
12  north  of  range  23  east,  in  Osaukee  county,  Wisconsin,  contain* 
ing  about  one  hundred  and  seventy  acres,  the  said  lands  being  so 
purchased  or  now  held  in  parcels  by  the  said  parties  respectively; 

that   the  total  amount   paid  thsrefor  was  the  sum dollars  ; 

that  under  the  patents  issued  therefor  the  parties  aforesaid  went 
into  possession  and  occupation  of  said  lands,  and  made  great  and 
valuable  improvements  thereon,  the  improvements  so  made  being  of 
the  value  in  the  whole  of  not  less  than  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  ;  that  such  improvements  were  so  made  in  good  faith  and 
while  relying  upon  the  title  so  acquired  from  the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

Aud  your  petitionerj  further  represent  that  one  John  F.  Johnson 
now  claims  to  have  the  title  to  said  lands  under  a  patent  from  the 
United  States,  issued  therefor  to  one  Andrew  Jackson,  in  the  year 
1^65.  That  your  patitioners  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  state  the 
reasons,  omissions  and  errors,  because  of  which  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  was  induced  to  issue  its  patents  for  lands,  the  title 
to  whioh  was  then  in  the  United  States,  but  that  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  such  is  the.  fact  and  that 
thereby  the  parties  named  have  made  great  expenditures  which 
tbej  are  likely  to  los^,  to  their  great  and  irretrieavable  injury. 
Thki  the  said  John  V.  Johnson  caused  an  action  of  ejeetment  to 
be  brought  in  the  United  States  District  Oonrt  for  the  then  distriot 
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of  WisooDBin  against  one  of  the  partiei  above  named,  to  recover  the 
possession  of  so  mucli  of  said  premises  as  were  held  by  him,  and  al- 
though said  action  was  by  able  counsel  diligently  and  faithfully  de- 
fended,yet,on  or  about  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  A. D.  1870  judgment 
in  favor  of  the  said  Johnson  and  against  said  party  was  rendered 
therein  ;  that  like  actions  were  at  the  same  time  brought  against

sitting  of  said  court  in  April  next.  That  said  sum  is  much  less 
than  the  value  of  the  plaintiff's  interest  in  said  lands,  and  mueh 
less  than,  in  case  of  a  recovery  Itgainst  them,  tboy  will  lose,  and 
much  less  than  the  sum  which  in  equity  the  state  should  repay  to 
them.

In  addition  to  the  general  objection  to  thts  kind  of  legialatioii,  is 
the  fact  that  a  bill.to  yaeate  the  same  plat  described  in  this  faill  was 
introduced  and  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1868,  from  whioh  the 
Executive  wthheld  approval.  Now,  after  a  lapse  of  three  years,  the 
same  relief  is  sought  again  at  the  hands  of  the  present  Legislature, 
and  is  granted. 

Under  the  provisiona  of  chapter  85  of  the  general  laws  of  1866,  ^ 
county  supervisors  are  vested  with  power  to  alter  or  vacate  any  city, 
town  or  village  plat.     The  circuit  court,  also,  has  power  tu  alter  or 
vacAte  any  portion  of  a  town,  city  or  village  plat.

The  question  naturally  arises  why-  have  not  the  parties  desiring 
this  vacation  applied  to  the*  local  tribunals  haviqg  power  to  grant 
it,  where  all  interested  could  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heurd,  and 
where  their  rights  could  be  properly  protected?  It  seems  fair  to 
presume  that  such  application  would  have  been  made,  instead  of  oom* 
ing  again  to  the  legislature,  if  there  were  no  valid  objections  to  grant* 
lug  the  vacation  to  be  effected  by  this  bill. 

I)oubting  the  propriety  of  granting  tbe  relief  sought  under  sueh 
circumstances,  I  return  this  bill  without  approval.

Madison,  March  22,  1871. 
To  the  Honorable^  the  Assembly  : 

No.  1,  A., 

An  act  entitled  ''  ap  act  to  incorporate  the  Chippewa  River 
provemcnt  and  Booming  Company, 

Has  been  presented  to  me  for  signature.  I  am  compelled,  by  the 
strongest  considerations  of  duty  to  withhold  executive  approral, 
and  to  return  the  bill  to  your  honorable  body,  in  which  it  ori^nated. 

The  bill  ciifers  upon  a  number  of  persons  named  therein  as  cor- 
porators important  and  valuable  franchises.  I  read  from  the  jonr- 
nal  of  the  proceedings  of  your  honorable  body,  on  pages  839  and 
h40,  the  sworn  testimony  of  one  of  these  cprp^rators.  in  which  he 
avows  that  be  did  indirectly  attempt  to  purchaFC  the  vote  of  a  mem- 
'  ber  of  the  Assembly  in  favor  c  t  the  passage  of  this  bill,  and  that 
for  such  purchase,  if  effected,  he  proposed  to  furnish  the  means. 
This  avowal  is  fully  corroborated  by  the  uncontradicted  testimony 
of  another  witness  on  pages  836  and  ?37  of  your  journals.  Not- 
withstanding this  fact,  established  by  his  own  evidence,  the  biB  ta 
sent  to  tLu  Executive  for  approval  with  his  name  remainffig  therein 
as  one  of  the  corporators  to  receive  and  enjoy  the  beneflts  of  the 
provisions  of  the  bill. 

No  word  of  condemnation  has  been  officially  expressed  by  the  L< 
islalure  against  tliis  breach  of  the  privileges  of  your  honorable  bo 
and  the  per ijon  cor  ft: ssedly  guilty  thereof  has  been  invested  wif 
every  privilege  he  sought,  and  to  obtain  which  he  stood  ready  to 
use,  and  tried  to  use  such  corrupt  means.  Instead  of  being  pun- 
ished he  has  been  rewarded.  Instead  of  being  rebuked,  he  has  oeen 
bv  inference  commended  by  the  granting,  immediately  upon  the  di^ 
elosuro  of  his  corrupt  conduct,  of  a  franchise,  which  it  is  claimed 
will  result  in  |2:reat  advantage  to  himself. 

I  cannot  believe  that  this  would  have  been  done  had  pot  the  keaA 
and  exc;'.eiDeLt  of  the  contest  on  this  bill  prevented  a  oalpa  conaid- 
eration  of  ^hese  grave  bearings  of  the  case.  I  know  that  yon 'an 
not  willing  to  even  seem  to  enconrage  oormption.

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I  seem  to  say  that  when  parties  oome  and  ask  for  special  and

y  the  laws  of  this  State  (revised  statutes,  chapter  nine),  it  is 
e  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  your  body,  punishable  as  a  con- 
)t,  to  give  or  offer  a  bribe  to  a  meniber,  or  to  attempt  by  any 
ipt  means,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  control  or  influence  a 
ber  in  giving  his  vote.  It  is  also  .declared  a  misdemeanor  and 
shable  by  fine  or  imprisonment.  By  other  statutes  of  the  State, 
more  stringent  in  their  provisions,  acta  of  the  kind,  admitted 
le  testimony  referred  to,  are  classed  among  the  gravest  offenses 
9 St  public  policv  and  punishable  with  severe  p3naltics.

iry  and  coTruption,  and  that,  under  the  eircum stances,  it  would 
a 'reproach  to  the  good  name  and  reputation  of  the  Legislature, 
utragc  on  individual  rights  and  a  disgrace  to  the  State  to  suf-

1  additional  proof  has  been  this  day  presented  to  me,  that  un^ 
md  corrupt  means  have  been  sought  to  be  used  by  the  statement 
member  of  the  piefent  Senate  to  the  effect  that  he  was  ap-.

70  thousand  loUars  if  he  would  favor  it  and  vote  for  its  pass- 
To  his  honor  be  it  said,  that  he  was  incorruptible, 
ith  such  statements  and  the  published  proofs  before  me,  I  can 
affix  my  name  to  the  bill  This  is  the  first  time^  to  my 
ledge,  in  many  years  that  such  charges  have  been  made,  and 
m  it  my  duty  to  take  such  offieial  action  as  will  tend  to  deter 
e  future  any  men  from  endeavouring  to  influence  the  course  of 
ation  by  corrapt  and  criminal  means.

I  re- 
ii  because  among  those  who  are  anxious  for  the  passage  of  this 
ire  many  personal  friends  for  whom  I  entertain  a  hign  regard, 
ncre  dp  I  regret  it,  because  my  action  will  bring  deep  disap- 
ment  to  many  who  have  favored  the  bill  from  the  purest  mo- 
and  strongest  convictions  of  its  justice,  and  sought  to 
3  its  passaffe  only  by  the  most  honorable  means, 
now  it  is  alleged  that  others  have  been  guilty  of  attempts  to ' 
}t  members,  and  that  undue  influence  and  unlawful  means 
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have  been  attempted  to  secare  the  difeat  >t8  well  as  the  pasfla^e  of 
this  bill.  It  is  a  fact  to  be  Borrowfully  regretted  such  criminatioiui 
and  reoriminations  are  daily  circulated  about  the  oapitol.  Thii 
ought  not  to  be  suffered  to  rest  as  mere  charges.

Bat 
if  it  so  come  no  man  will  dare  to  attempt  to  secare  its  passage  or 
defeat  by  improper  means.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  interest 
of  any  man  or  set  of  men  may  suffer  by  the  action  I  feel  compeil^ 
to  take  on  this  bill.  But  it  is  better  that  laudable  enterorisei 
should  fail  than  that  any  ground  should  be  given  for  the  belief  that 
legislation  in  this  State  can  be  bought  with  a  price.  Unscrupnlovf* 
men  should  be  taught  that  any  measure  submitted  to  the  law-making 
power  will  be  imperilled,  and  not  advanced  when  corrupt  practices 
sure  resorted  to  in  order  to  secure  its  passage. 

This  is  no  light  matter  and  rises  far  higher  in  importance  than 
the  well  being  of  any  man  or  set  of  men  or  any  locality,  ^^fj 
man  in  f^he  state  is  interested  in  keeping  our  halls  of  legislatioa 
untainted  by  even  the  approach  of  those  who  dare  offer  a  hriVe. 
I  make  ne  objection  to  the  bill  in  regard  to  its  merits.  Any  otiitf 
bill  presented  to  me  under  similar  oircumstnnoes  wotdd  be  returned 
for  like  reason. 

I  have  pafiently  heard  and  carefully  considered  all  the  arffoments 
which  have  been  offered  against  the  action  I  have  here  taken.  1 
know  they  have  been  urg^  in  all  sincerity  and  friendship.  Ba^ 
without  violence  to  my  highest  convictions  of  duty,  I  cannot  h^ 
this  occasion  pass  without  administering  to  those  who  have  thtii 
sought  to  stain  the  honor  of  the  State  the  rebuke  which  tbey  de- 
serve.

Whatever  excuse  there  may  have  been  in  the  past  for  selling 
them  at  a  low  price,  it  no  longer  exista     They  are  being  pur- 
chased mainly  by  speculators,   and  the  actual  settlers,  when 
the/  buy  them,  will  have  to  pay  to  the  dealer  a  large  profit 
which  the  funds  ought  to  realize.     The  fact  that  speculators 
are  eager  tabuy  plainly  shows  that  the  lands  are  selling  for 
less^  than  their  value.     Every  dollar  that  they  are  worth  to  the 
settler  ought  to  enure  to  the  funda    I  therefore  recommcDd 
that  all  these  lands  be  immediately  withdrawn  from  market, 
and  that  they  be  carefully  appraised  before  any  futher  sales  are 
made.     They  are  now  sold  at  the  fallowing  prices  per  acre : 
University  land,  average  $2.00 ;  school  land,  average  $1.13; 
agricultural  collie  land,  $1.25.

Time 
strengthens  my  conviction  that  it  is  unwise  enconomy  to  with- 
hold the  littl^that  is  necessary  to  thoroughly  explore  our  vast 
natural  resources,  and  give  to  the  world  a  full,  scientific  ac- 
count of  their  nature  and  extent  Such  an  advertisement  of 
our  hidden  wealth  cannot  fail  to  bring  to  the  State  millions  of 
capital  for  investment,  and,  by  the  creation  of  new  industries, 
to  open  up  on  every  hand  other  avenues  to  prosperity. 

RSFOBM*  SCHOOL. 

There  is  no  school  in  the  State  doing  more  good  than  the 
Reform  School  at  Waukesha.    It  is  admirably  managed  in 

« 

every  respect  I  regard  it  as  among  the  most  important  of 
our  institutions,  and  believe  that  it  should  be  afforded  every 

• 

facility  for  the  proper  care  and  education  of  all  who  may  be 
committed  to  its  charge.  The  trustees  report  that  another 
family  building  is  necessary,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  $16,000. 
They  now  have  an  opportunity  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land  ad- 
jacent to  the  premises  which  is  much  needed,  and  as  the  op- 
portunity will  not  occur  again  to  purchase  the  same  on  favor- 
able terms,  an  appropriation  of  $4,000  should  be  made  (ot  tfa<b 
purpose.  Whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  daring  the 
past  year,  298 ;  number  October  1,  1870,  208 ;  amount  ex* 
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peodcd  far  the  support  of  the  schpol. daring  the  past  year  $S2, 
103,04     The  new  building  for  work  shops  has  beea  erected 
in  a  substantial  manner  at  a  cost  of  about  $17,000.00  ;  the  ap- 
propriation being  only  $12,000.00.    The  current  expenses  of 
187 1  are  estimated  at  $32,OQ0.00---tQ  pay  deficiency  for  1870, 
$6,2?8.    Tlp^  laet  legislature  haviog  \>y  law  prohibited  the  com- 
miMnent  of  girls  to  this  school,  the  question  now  arises  for  joar 
(fODsideration,  what  shall  be  done  with  that  class  of  girls  who 
ought  to  have  the  beuefit  of  the  restraining  influences  of  such 
an  institution?    Can  we  afford  to  neglect  them,  and  allow^them 
to  grow  up  to  be  a  curse  to  themselves  and  society  ?    Ought 
not  the  State  to  make  every  effort  to  save  them  from  becom- 
ing vagabonds,  and  lead  theoi  to  lives  of  usefulness  ?    It  is 
notyrhat  these  children  are  now  which  we  have  cause  to  fear, 
but  what  they  are  certaiii  t(>  become  if  not  properly  protected. 
I  commend  this  aubjeqt  to  your  earnest  attention,  as  one  of  the 
most  important  you  will  have  before  you  for  consideration. 

STATE  PBlSOlSr. 

On  the  Se3ond  of  May  last  the   workshops   of  the  State 
Prison  \sere  destroyed  by  pre.     Immediately  after  the  disas- 
ter the  commissioner  commenced  making  arrangements  to  re- 
build.    The  sum  of  motiey  apl^»opriated  by  the  last  LegisU- 
ture  was  not  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense.    To    call  the 
Legislature,  together  in  extra  session  would  have  involved  a 
large  expenditure  of  money,  and  unnecessarijy  subjected  the 
members  to  great  inconvenience ;  therefore^  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  six  banks  in  the  State  generously  offered  to  advance  to 
Hhp  Commissioner  $30^000,  and  timt  a  large  portion  of  the  ma- 
obipery  and.  material  for  rebuil4ing  was  offered  upon  credit 
and  ijiavorable  terms,  it  was  wisely  determined  bjr  LieutecaDt- 
Governor  Pound,  who  at  that  lime  was  acting  Governor^  not  to 
call  an.  extra  session.     The  banks  referred  to  are  the  National 
Exchange  Bank,  of  Milwfiukee  ;  The   Milwaukee  National 
^antc.  of  Wiscon^n,  The   ^y"isconsin  Marine  and  FirclQS"* 
ranc^  Co.,  Baqk,;^Tb^  Sta^  Bank,  of  Mjadison,  The  First  Na- 
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tional  Bank  of  Mad'tson,  and  tbe  Bank  of  MatiiBon.  Eadi 
have  honored  the  draft  of  the  Commis.sioner  for  $6,000.  "Tbi 
new  building  is  weJl  constructed,  sfubstantial  and  practically 
fire-proof.  ^I'h^  machinery  is  of  the  most  Jipproved  kibd,  anS 
the  whole  estaWishrnentiiasbeen  so  arranged  as  to  be  on*  of  the 
mo^t  convenietit  and  economical  chali*  factories  in  the  coutilry. 
It  is  believed  that  the  same  number  of  men  cab  tutnout  nectfljr 
double  the  number  of  chairs  that  could  be  made  with  the  ckm* 
venienccs  and  machinery  of  the  shop  destroyed.  If  'thai 
proves  to  b6  true,  the  fife  will  have  been  ail  advantage  instead 
of  a'disaster,  The  total  loss  by  the  fire  Was  about  $70,000: 
The  Commissioner  alsks  an  appropriation  of  $83,000  tor  cur- 
rent expense  account,  and  for  payment  of  debt  and  purchase 
of  stock,  $55,000.  I  believe  this  will  be  the  kst  large  appro- 
priation whieli  will  ever  be  required  for  that  inadtutioB. '  If 
nothing  unforeseen  occfura  itwitl  be  nearly,  if  not  quite,  self* 
supporting.  Its  affairs  are  ably  adtninistered  by  Commisstoner 
Wheeler,  and  his  import  t$  very  <50smplete  in  all  its  details.  On 
the  first  of  thi^  month  thet-e  were  217  convicts  in  this  prisoq. 

From  the  reports  of  the  various  boards  of  trustees  haviag 
charge  of  the  Stat4>bbaritable  institutions,  and  from  a  personal 
inspection  of  each' of  them,  I  reel  warranted  in  assorting  tbiit 
they  are  all  in  ezcelleot  condition ;  t^t  the  officers  arid'labov- 
ing  faithfully  and  efficiently  for  the  good  of  those  whose  cate 
devolves  upon  themi,  and  that  the  results  attained  compare 
more  than  favorably  with  those  6f  other  like 'JnetitutioDS 
throughout  the  Unfon. 

One  hundred  atid  forty-four  pupils  receive  1  instruction  at  the 
Institute  for  the  Edux^atidn  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  duirii^  th« 
past  year.  One  hundried  and  twenty-two  were  present  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  being  tweirty-fefur  more  than  ever^belo^eW 
one  tihia  Total  expenditures,  iuoludiog  ^U  repairs  anA 
improvements,  $28,884  98.    Estimated  ezpendituren  forldVl, 
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including  Q&tonsiye  repairs    and  per^^aneot  improvements, 
$38,864  00. 

The  difibaraements  for  the  support  of  the  Institute  for  the 
EduQf^tion'of  the  Blind  amounted  to  $19»722  40.  For  the 
ecHxipletion  of  the  new  building,  $22,158  46.  The  total  cost 
of  the  whole  sttuoture  has  been  about  $155,655  00.  It  is  in 
^vpry  ref^pect  f^uitable  for  the  purpo3es  for  which  it  was  erected, 
and  will  prebablj  afford  ample  room  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  school  for  the  next  twenty  yeara  Sixty- four  pupils 
rcjoeiFed  instruotion  during  the  poBt  year.  Estimated  expend- 
itures for  current  expenses  this  year,  $18,000  00,  and  for  pay- 
ment of  indebtedness,  ligbtiog  apparatus,  school  apparatus 
and  steam  pamp  an  appropriation  of  $6,973  50  is  anked  for. 
Both  of  these  schools  give  excellent  in^tFuction. 
!  The  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Some  sohool  has  fuUy  maintained 
its  creditable! standard  during  the  year.  The  cbildren  have 
been  well  cared  for  in  all  respects.  Those  in  charge  have 
endeavored  to  give  them  a  home  in  fact,  as. well  as  in  name, 
and  have  succeeded  admirably.  Nor  is  this  home  given  to 
them  as  a  charity,  but  as  a  portion  of  the  great  debt  due  them 
from  the  people.  The  children  are  making  the  raost  of  their 
c^portunities,.  and  will  bring  no  discredit  upon  the  State  when 
they  shall  have  gone  forth  iinto  the  wot  Id  to  oare  for  them 
aelves.  Whole  numt>er  of  pi^ils  in  attendance  during  the 
year,  S81.  Amount  extpended  for  their  support,  $41,877  40. 
Oufrant  expenses  for  1871  are  estimated  at  $40,000  00. 

Six  pupils  from  the  Home  lare  atte^idipg  the  State  Normal 
Sohool  at  Whitewater,  fitting  themselves  to  become  teachera 
I  recommend  that  a  larger  number  be  allowed  this  privilege. 
^  .  The  trustees  of  the  Hospital  lor  the  Inaa^^e,  renort  the  in- 
statution  not  ooly  out  of:  debt  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
yeoT,  but  with  funds  on  ba^d  suflicient  to  defray  all  expenses 
tsi  the .  first  quarter  of  the  present.  Valuable  improvements 
!have  faeeoi  mtucle,  additioiKal  farm  lands  have  been  j^urchssed 
A%A  rthe  whole  property  is  in  excellent  ooadstion.    The  only 
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objection  to  the  site  is  about  to  be  removed  by  tbe  establish- 
ment of  a  station  within  half  a^  mile  of  the  building,  on  the 
Baraboo  and  Madison  railroad  The  farm  gave  a  clear  profit 
of  $6,286.74  during  the  last  year.  Whole  number  of  patients 
treated  during  the  year  6S2.  Average  ;number  860.  Current 
expeases  for  the  year  $80,518.87.  Expended  for  permanent 
improvements  $7,84494  Since  the  Hospital  wasfix^t  estab- 
lished there  has  been  expended  by  the  State  for  land,  build- 
ingS}  and  permanent  improvements^  $482,810.05.  There  has 
been  expended  for  the  treatment ,  and  support  of  the  in- 
sane inmates,  including  ordinary  repairs  of  buildings  and  fur- 
niture, $445,128.74  The  current  expenses  for  this  year  are 
estimated  at  $75,000.00,  and  $17,200.00  are  reported  to  be  re- 
quired for  additional  improvements  and  clothing  for  poor  in- 
mates. 

Pursuant  to  the  act  passed  by  thje  last^egislature  I  ^ppoinjted 
Wyman  Spooner,  H.  H.  Giles,  B.  W.  Young,  H.  .N»  Smithy 
Parian  Semple  and  J.  T.  Kingston,  commissioners  to  act  with 
Dr.  A..S.  McDill,  superintendent  of  the  hospital  at  Madison, 
in  sel^ting  a  site  for  an  additional  institution  for  the  inaane. 
Aix  «Ugible  location  was  ms^de  in  the  town. of  Qshkosb,  on  the 
bfi^nks  of  Lake  Winnebago,  where  a  tract  of  land,  coi^taining 
three  Jbundred  and  thirty-seven  66-100  acres  was  ipurchased  b^ 
the  commissioners  for  $10,00ft  This  sum  has  beem  paid,  and 
the  land  duly  conveyed  to  the  State,  Ipunediately  after  th^ 
location  was  completed,  I  appointed  E.  M.  Danforth,  A.  M. 
^keels  and  B.  W.  Maxon,,^ building  cpmrnissioners.  They 
have,  adopted  plans  and  advertised  for  proposals  to  erect  suck 
portion  of  the  building  as  t)[ke  presept  li^w  provides  for.  , 

The  necessity  for  more  accom^o/J^Qns  for  jthe  insane  be.- 
oomes  every  day  inore  apparent,  t\nd:it  ip  the  duty  of  the  §tat;e 
to  pypvide  without  delay  for  th^  proper  care  of  J^t.lea^t  fiv^ 
Jittndred  of  these  unfortunate?  whp  a^e  uow  pcj^P^td  ^p  in  oup 
jails,  poor-houses  and  private  dwellings.  The  additipnc^l  hoi%- 
f}^\  should  be  completed  ^,  fioop  a^  po8»|i>le.:    tWhen  thie  is 
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dpne,  and  the  priesent  tospital  enlarged  to  ibe  size  originally 
contemplated,  by  tbe  addition*  oi  two  wings,  we  shalT  have 
hardly  sufficient  rboxti  to  rfeceive"  all  who  require  hospital  treat- 
ment I  know  that  T  dtn  recommending  the  irnn^ediate  ex- 
penditure  of  much  money,  hut,  geMlemen,  I  cannot  forget  lliat 
there  are  hundred's  ot  insati'e  persons  suffering  for  wank  of 
these  hospitala  No  ooe  can  visit  our  jails,  poor-houses,  or 
dwelling. houses,  where  insane  persons  are  confined,  and  see 
how  mucn  their  misery  is  aggravated  by  the  want  of  proper 
care,  without  being  convinced  that  the  State  ought  to  act 
promptly  and  liberally  in  this  matter.  The  insane  can  be 
properly  treated  onTy  in  institutions  designed  for  that'purpose. 
T?hese  cannot  be  provided  "b^  counties  or  cities.  Justice  and 
economy  alike  dictate  'that  the  State  should  establish  and 
maintain  them,  and  humanity  protests  against  delay  in  so  doing. 

I  have  heretofore  recbmmended  the  founding  of  a  state 
school  for  the  ediicatior/  of  feeble-minded  children.  The  ex- 
perience of  V>ther  stsitcs  wherb  thfey'arc  incpcnilrjii  hzv  shown 
that  such  8ch'6olB  a*re  nearly,  if  not  quite,  as  beneficial  in  their 
results  as  those  established*  for' the  education  of  the  de&f  and 
dumb,  or  the  blihd.'  Th6  education  of  this  class  of  utifortn- 
nates,'  the  hi^-hefet  pobslb^e'  development  of  therr  ffeeble  factil- 
tieSj'is  due  them  from  the  stkte.  Nor  should  it  be  regarded'as 
ii  charity,  to  be  grudgingly  bestowed,  but  a  duty,  to  be  cheer* 
fully  performed. '  In 'changih;g^  their  lives  from  a  curse  to  a 
ble^«fing;  In  reclaiming  thetii  flrotn  a  life  of  abject  wretched' 
tess';  in  saving  theiUfrom  sitiking,  withadvancing  years  into 
liopeliess  idiocy,  sodiety  will  reap  tbe  highest  reward  for  the 
performance  of  a  feacred  ^uty;  I  bespeak  for  these  cMMrea 
your  earnest,  practical  syilnpathy .  In  a  few  years  the  property 
iti  Siadisbh  nbw  occupiefl^for  th'e  Orphans'  Home  will  be  avails 
able  fcnc  the  accommodation  of  this  school.  If  it  shaU  b^  es- 
tablis^ed  iriimediately,  btily  temporary  arrangements  will  be 
f(Bq\iii'eil.    ^  ^      •  •'     ' 

Senators  k.  E  Pettlt,  B.  S.  Miner  and  S.  D.  Buichard,  and 
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Assemblymen  Matthew  Keenao,  WiUard  Merrill,  G.  C 
Swa/ne,  G.  T.  Thorn,  W.  P.  Rounds  and  H.  A.  Chase  were 
appointed  membera  of  the  visiting  committee  of  the  state. 
They  have  mad^  a  very  thorough  examination  of  the  affairs 
of  the  state  penal  and  charitable  institutions,  and  visited  the 
eLaritable  institutions  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  Their  re- 
port will  be  laid  before  you  at  an  early  day. 

I  again  submit  for  your  consideration  the  policy  of  reducing 
the  number  of  each  board  of  trustees  having  cKarge  of  our 
benevolent  institutions  to  dve,  and  that  there  be  established  a 
State  Board  of  Ciiatities,  which  shall  have  the  general  over- 
sight of  them  all,  and  over  the  Reform  School,  and  the  county 
jails  and  poor-houses,  with  full  authodty  to  enter  and  examine 
into  their  general  management,  at  all  times,  and  to  be  required 
to  report  to  the  State  annually.  I  am  fully  convinced  that 
«uch  A  board  will  be  of  very  great  practical  benefit  to  the 
State,  and  of  much  assistance  to  the  trustees  having  immediate 
control  of  the  institutions.  Such  has  been  the  experience  of 
every  state  which  has  organized  such  a  body.  This  change 
will. tend  to  secure  th^  greatest  possible  economy,  uniformity 
•and  progress  in  the  management  of  the  intece^ta  thus  placed 
under  supervision.    

^  EDUCATIONAL. 

It  is  a  source  of  real  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  say  to  you 

that  our  system  of  education  continues  to  meet  with  the  hearty 

approval  bf  the   great  mass  of  the  people*    The  common 

schools  have  been  well  sustained  during  the  past  year,  and  are 

steadily  drawing  nearer  that  state  of  perfection   which  it 

should  be  our  aim  to  have  them  attain.    For  this  we  are  in^ 

debted,  in  a  great  measure,  tp  the  teachers.    They  naani&st  a 

zeal  in  their,  labors,  an  appreciation  of  the  responsibilities  of 

their  high  calling,  and  an  emulation  to  excel,  that  merits  the 

warmest  commendation.'    The,  district  and*  gradeid  •  schpols 

should  be  the  best  in  the  State,  aud  I  hope  to.se^  th^m  x^h 

this  point  of  excellence  at  no  distant  day.    The  State  author- 
It — ^Apf«  Ab0.  Jont. 
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ities,  by  judioious  eneouragemem,  can  do  much  to  hasten  this 
conaurnmatioD.  « 

Notwithstanding  the  satisfaction  we  may  feel  in  view  of  the 
sucoess  of  our  common  schooLs  the  fact  that  07er  fifty  thous* 
and  children  do  not  attend  school  in  the  State  stands  forth  a 
warniogto  the  people  that  &ity  thousand  children  are  growing 
up  in  their  midst  to  be  men  and  women  who  are  not  fitting 
themselves  to  become  intelligent,  useful  citizens.  Too  many 
of  them  wiU,  in  consequence  of  their  ignorance,  be  vagabonds, 
fitted  only  for  prisons,  brothels,  and  poor-houtea  Firmly  be- 
lieving that  this  source  of  future  danger  to  the  State  should 
be  removed,  and  that  no  parent  has  a  right  to  thusrearachild^ 
I  renew  the  recommendation  presented  in  the  last  annual 
message,  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  as  will  compel  each 
child  in  the  State  of  proper  age,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
to  attend  school  a  given  number  of  months  each  year,  for  a 
reasonable  number  of  years.

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porti  the' fourth  sohool ;  hence  it  is  cot  probable  that  another 
sshool  building  will  be  erected  at  a  very  early  day.

There  are  now  held  by  the  State  for  sale  899,150  acres  of 
land  belonging  to  the  normal  school  fund. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  Regents'  report  that  an- 
other year  of  continued  succe&s  and  substantial  progress  has 
rewarded  the  labors  of  those  in  charge  of  ihe  State  University. 
The  average  attendance  has  materially  increased,  although 
somewhat  hindered  here,  as  in  other  institutions,  by  the  strin- 
gency of  the  times.  The  standard  of  educatiori  is  constantly 
rising  higher,  and  in  the  direction  of  scientific  studies.  The 
faculty  are  eMcient  in  tbe  discharge  of  their  duties^  and  zeal- 
ous to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  University  and  extend  ils 
beneficent  influences.  The  withdrawal  of  President  Chad- 
bourne  from  the  University  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  thq^ 
who  know  him-  and  appreciate  his  emiuent  fitness  for  the  hi^ 
position  he  so  ably  filled. .  But  the  friends  of  tbe  University 
may  congratulate  themselves  that  its  control  has  devolved  up- 
on one  in  every  way  so  wortby  and  qualified  to  assume  the 
responsibility  as  the  Yice  President,  Professor  Sterling,  who 
QQjnmanda  in  a  high  degree  the  confidence  of  all. 

Tbe  chair  of  Geology,  Mining  and  Metidlurgy  has  beeb 
created  during  the  present  year.  The  Law  Department  is 
unu&ually  prosperous  and  affords  facilities  for  the  study  cff  law 
second  to  none  in  thei  west  The  Fidmal#  College  building  is 
in  process  of  erection  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  this 
year.  The  Begents  assure  U8  they  shall  do  all  in  their  power 
to  provide  for  ladies  the  san^e  facilities  for  college  education 
that  are  enjoyed  by  gentlemen.  This  policy,  wise  beoauito 
just,  should  n0ver  be  departed  froiHt  The  building  for  ttdli- 
tary  drill  and  gymnastic  exercises  has  been  completed)  aod  is 
well  adapted  to  the  purpoees  for  which  It  waa  design^. 
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To  6D3are  oontioaed  and  iocreaai^g  proaperity  to  the  Uni- 
yersitj,  it  is  only  necae^arj  that  the  State  coBtiaoea  to  take  a 
friendly  interest  in  its  welfare,  giving  to  those  in  charge  socb 
eheer  and  encouragemeDt  as  devotion  to  a  high  and  laborious 
trust  always  deservea  It  has  already  taken  a  plaoe  among  the 
best  colleges  in  the  country.  NoV  their  equal  in  merit^  I  pre- 
diet  that  in  a  few  years  it  will  be  their  equal  in  prestige  and 
attendance.

IMMIGKATION. 

The  State  Board  of  Immigration  has  continued  its  labors 
duriDg  the  past  year.  Twenty-fonr  thousand  pamphlets  bare 
been  iseued^  in  various  languages,  for  distribution.  Agents 
hare  been  employed  at  Milwaukee  and  Chicago  to  give  infor- 
mation regarding  our  State  to  such  as  desire  it^  and  to  afford  to 
all  immigrants  passing  through  such  assistance  as  they  could. 
The  agents  report  that  17,864  immigrants,  arriving  at  those 
cities,  have  located  within  the  State  during  the  year.  Besides 
iheee,  a  large  number  have  come  into  the  State  by  other  routes. 
There  was  expended  by  the  Board  during  1870,  $1,043  88. 
All  that  was  possible  with  that  sum  Has,  I  believe,  been 
accomplished,  and  the  results  are  such  aa  to  warrant  greater 
efforts  in  the  same  direction.    I  am  convinced  that  more  can

be  acoompliahed  by  giving  the  whole  chaf ge  of  this  interest  to 
one  person,  who  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  it  The  expense 
need  not  greatly  exceed  the  present  expenditures,  while  the 
results  will  be  vastly  greater.  I  therefore  recommend  thit  the 
ofiBce  oif  Commissioner  of  Immigration  be  established. 

ify  attention  having  been  ftequently  called  to  the  fact  that 
immigrants,  in  paany  cases,  w^re  subject  to  abuse,  extortion, 
neglect  and  fraud  while  on  their  passage  to,  apd  upon  their  ar- 
rival at  eastern  ports',  I  joined  with  the  Executives  of  several 
of  the  Western  and  Northwestern  States  in  calling  A  National 
Immigration  Convention,  which  was  held  at  Icdianapolis,  In- 
diana, on  tte  23d  day  of  last  November.  It  was  composed  pf 
prominent  gentlemen  from  almost  every  portion  of  the  Union, 
twejity-two  States  and  two  territories  being  represented,  and  all 
the  questions  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  immigrant  were 
fnlly  considered  and  discussed  by  men  who  have  given  the 
subject  much  earnest  attention.  I  herewith  submit  for  your 
consideration  an  official  report  of  the  resolutions  adopted.  In 
the  conclusions  therein  expressed,  favoring  the  establishment 
of  a  Federal  Bureau  of  Immigration,  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
sole  charge  of  protecting  from  fraud  and  abuse,  while  in  tran- 
sit to  their  destination,  those  who  come  from  Europe  to  find 
homes  in  this  country,  I  fully  concur.  It  is  manifestly  for  the 
interest  of  the  whole  country,  and  more  especially  the  West, 
that  every  hindrance  to  immigration  be  removed.  The  fear  of 
being  subjected  to  wrongs  and  annoyances  while  traveling 
through  a  strange  land,  is,  I  am  assured,  potent  to  deter  many 
thousands  of  people  of  the  old  world  from,  seeic  homes 
among  us.  By  removing  all  grounds  for  such  fear,  by  assuring 
the  immigrant  that  he  will  be  protected  and  his  reasonable 
comfort  secured  in  every  stage  of  his  Jtedious  journey,  we  shall 
largely  swell  th|e  volume  of  immigration  now  pouring  upon 
our  shorea  I  know  of  no  better  way  to  convey  this  assurance, 
and  mak,e  sure  such  protection,  and  correct  the  evils  which 
now  exist,  than  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  proposed  by  the 
convention.

We  have  now  a  reasonable  certainty  that  the  improvement  of 
the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  rivers,  so  as  tojgive  to  the  people  a  great 
national  water  highway  between  the  lakes  and  the  Mississippi 
river,  will  be  undertaken  by  the  general  government  An  act 
of  Congress,  passed  at  the  last  session,  provides  for  ascertain- 
ing by  arbitration  the  sum  whicli  ought  in  justice  to  be  paid 
to  the  Green  Bay  and  Mississippi  Canal  Company  for  its 
property,  rights  and  francbisog,  and  authorizes  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  adopt  for  the  improvement  o!f  the  navigation  of  the 
Wisconsin  river  such  plan  as  may  be  recommended  by  the 
chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Engineera  The  act  also  requires  that 
tfte  canal ,  company  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  War  &n 
agreement,  in  writing,  whereby  it  shall  agree  to  grant  and  con* 
vey  to  the  United  States  its  property  and  franchises  upon  the 
terms  awarded  by  the  arbitrators,  and  provides  that  no  money 
shall  be  expended  on  the  improvement  of  the^e  rivers  until 
such  agreement  shall  be  filed.  On  the  25th  day  of  October 
last  I  was  verbally  notified  by  the  vice-president  ot  the  canal 
company  that  such  an  agreement  had  beeii  forwarded  to  Wash- 
ingtoD.  By  letter  received  November  17th  last,  I  was  informed 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  he  had  appointed  William  Lar-

The  lipes  bow  construotiDg  ad4  ttko^e.  pi:ojected,  with  pros- 
pect of  early  completioB,  will  soon  afford  to  the  Is^rger  portion 
of  the  State  ample  railroad  facilities.  The  roads  from  Madi* 
son  40-  Portc%e;  and  from  Eagle  to  Elkhorn,  have  been  com- 
pleted during  thei  yeiar.  Work  on  the  Bamboo  Air  Line  fiom 
Ma4J0on  northwesterly,  is  beiog  p^s^ed  energetically  forward. 
The  Green  Bay  and  Lake  Pepin  road  is  in  process  .of  ooostruc- 
ti^fi  from  Oreen  Bay  to  New  London.  The  Wiest  Wisconsin 
road  has  115  miles  complete^),  and  will  undoubtedly  be  finish- 
ed to  the  city  of  Hudscm  early  the  ooming  «ummexi  The 
Milwaukee  and  Northern  Bfttkoad  is  open  to  Oedarburg,  and 
another  section  wilji  be  completed  during  the  present  year. 
The  Portage,  Winnebago  and  "Lake  Superior  Land  Grant  road 
is  in  the  possession  of  men  of  energy  and  business  capacity, 
and,  I  am  informed,  will  be  commenced  immediately  and  built 
aa^  rapidly  as  possible.  The  road'  from  Oshkosh  to  lUpon  will 
in  all  probability  be  constructed  this  year.  Work  on  the 
Northerii  Pacific  has  begun  in  earnest  This  enterprise  is  one 
of  vast  importance  to  the  whole  country,  and  of  much  pros- 
pective benefit  to  Wisconsin. 

The  land  grants  made  by  Congress  in  1856  and  1864  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  Lake  St  Oroix  to  Supe- 
rior and  Bayfield,  expired  by  the  terms  thereof,  in  May, 
18*69.  The  failure  of  Congress  to  renew  these  grants  has 
caused  great  disappointment  to  thousands  of  settlers  in  the 
northwestern  portion  of  the  State.  If  Congress  finally  refuses 
such  renewal,  great  injustice  will  thereby  te  done  to  these  set- 
tlers, and  to  Wisconsin,  Thousands  of  people,  years  ago, 
settled  along  the  lines  of  these  contemplated  roads  upon  the 
fkV&x  of  there  grants.  They  h&ve  purchased  several  hundred 
thbusand  acres  of  the  reserved  land,  paying  the  government 
double  price  therefor  itf  consideration  of  A©  grant,  thus  reim- 
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bttipring  the  government  lor  'a  large  portioii  of  the  gmiiled 
lands.  To  eDateh  from  tbem  tbe  benefits  of  a  grant  for  which 
they  have  paid  the  government,  becansttfof  delays  for^hich 
they  are  in  no  wise  responsible;  to  withhold. these  grants  just 
at  the  time  when  their  renewal  will  ensure  the  speedy  build- 
ing of  the  roads,  will  be  an  actof  inju8<ticeand  impolicy  which 
I  do  not  believe  Congress  will  commit  Deeming  these  roads 
of  the  litmxwt  importance  to  Wisconsin,  and  that  the  renewal 
of  the  grants  was  due  to  our  people,  I  have  felt  it  to  be  my 
thity  to  tise  every  proper  eflfort  to  secure  the  assent  oi  Oon- 
giess  thereto ;  And  I  shall  not  relax  my  efforts  to  aid  in  the  de- 
velopment of  that  portion  of  the  State  most  interested  in  this 
•enterprise,  nor  in  giving  every  possible  encouragement  to  all 
other  schemes  of  internal  improvement  which  will  add  to  the 
prospersity  and  resources  of  the  commonweflClth. 

These  railroad  lands  have  been  for  nearly  two  years  under 
the  charge  of  this  State  for  protection  against  trespasseiis. 
'Gen.  SamuKl  Harriman  has,  dtrrfng  that  time,  be^n  the  agent 
of  the  State  to  discharge  this  duty.  He  has  caiised  to  be  col- 
lected for  stumpage  by  R  D.  Pike,  agent  of  the  Bayfield  land 
Office,  $15;725  ;  by  the  United  States  marshal,  $7,886,  and  hte 
collected  himself  and  paid  into  the  State  trea^iiry  $44,178.18. 
Total  amount-collected,  $67;786.18.  The  sum  paid  into  the 
state  treasury,  less  expe^^e^  ifpa^rred,  will  be  held  by  the 
State  in  trust  for  the  parties  who  may  construct  the  contem- 
plated roada  '  The  agent '  is  confident  that  he  shall  succeed 
in  preventing  further  depredations.

*  SOtiDrERS'  CEMETERIES. 

I  herewith  submit  a  commimjicaucm  from  the  Secretary  of 
War,  asking  the  consent  of  the  State  to  the  purchase,  by  the 
United  States,  of  the  Soldiers'  Cemetery  at  Madison.  The 
burial  places  of  our  patriot  dead  are  sacred  to  the  people  of  this 
country,  and  will  po  remain  until  the  last  spark  of  patnoUam 
shall  bare  died,  ^or  will  the  people  consent  that  the  remains 
of  those  who  djed  iu  the  defense  of  the  Uuioh  shall  ever  be 
disturbed  to  suit  the  convenience  of  those  who  sought  with 
bloody  hands  to  destroy  our  free  institutions.  No  insult  could 
have  been  oflFered  to  the  loyal  people  of  the  country  more  cruel 
than  was  embodied  in  the  resolutions  of  a  United  States  Sena- 
tor, recenx^y  ofiered  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  thcrepaains 
of  the  soldiers  now  buried  on  Arlingtoo  Heights,  near  Wash* 
ingtoa  The  Unij^ed  States  Senate  has  the  hearty  thanks  of  all 
who  love  the  cause  for  which  those  soldiers  died,  but  more  es- 
pecially, of  the  surviving  comrades  of  .those  who  sle^  in  these 
Qoxyseorated  graves,  for. its  indignant  refusal  to  receive  and  con- 
sider p^uch  ai)  infamous  resolvition.

90  satiafactory,  it  ia  a  fitting  time  to  scrutiniM  our  goyern- 
Qieotal  maoliioevy  ia  every  part,  to  eradicate  every  aboae,  and 
r^movtt  therafrpm  every  elemeat  of  weakoesa  A  large  por* 
1lioQ.of'tb&  people  bave  .come,  to  realize  the  great  and  wide 
apseadiDg  evils,  which  flow  fvom  onr  present  civil  service 
system,  and  there  ia  a  general  desire  anvoag  men  of  every 
risaAeof  political  beli^.  for  a  radical  reform  therein.  Such 
change  i^  desired  as  will  remove  the  patronage  of  the  govern- 
ment from  the  partisan  contests  of  the  people,  as  will  permit 
subordinate  appointmentfi.  in  the  civil  service  only  for  demon- 
strated  fitness,  and  make  the  tenure  of  office  to  depend  upon 
zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  service  of  the  government  rather  than 
party  or  individuals:  such  change  as  will  relieve  the  Presi- 
dent, cabinet  officers,  senators  and  members  of  Congress  from 
the  constant  drudgery  ot  distributing  this  patronage — leaving 
them  untramelled  to  consider  only  those  matters  which  concern 
the  statesman.  I  share  in  this  desire,  because  I  recognize  in 
our  present  manner  cf  dispensing  Federal  patronage  the  most 
demoralizing  element  in  our  political  system.  These  evils 
have  grown  to  their  present  magnitude  gradually,  through 
many  years.  No  party  nor  class  of  men  are  responsible  for 
them,  but  our  generation  will  justly  be  held  responsible  for  their 
continuance  if  fully  aware  of  the  evil,  and  realizing  the  danger, 
we  do  not  improve  our  opportunity  to  make  the  reform  which 
the  safety  of  the  nation  demands.  Fully  assured  that  the  people 
of  this  State  are  ia  accord  with  these  sentiments,  I  recommend 
that  you  present  a  memorial  to  Congress  asking  lor  the  en- 
actment of  such  laws  as  will  effect  the  desired  change.

NATIONAL  IMMIGRATION  CONVENTION. 

Booms  op  thb  Ezkovtivs  Oommittib, 
Chicaoo,  III.,  Dec.  10,  1870. 

The  '*  National  Immigration  Convention,"  called  by  the  Govern- 
ors of  the  northwestern  and  western  States,  met  at  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  on  the  23d  day  of  November  last.     There  were  twenty-two 
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States  and  two  Territories  fully  and  ably  represented  at  thq  Co"- 
TeDtion. 

The  follawing  preamble  a§d  resolutions  were  adopted  bj  the 
ConTention : 

RBPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLI/tIONS. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report,  as  substantially  embracing  the  predominant  sentiment  of  the 
members  of  the  **  Immigration  ConTention/'  as  contained  in  the 
resolution  referred  to  us  ior  consideration. 

It  must  be  manifest  to  all  who  have  heard  the  deliberations  and 
discussions  of  the  convention,  that  justice,  patriotism  and  philan- 
thropy demand  the  immediate  interposition  of  enlightened  publio 
sentiment  and  law  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  and  interests  of 
-the  people  of  other  lands,  who  are  annually  leaving  their  native 
countries  and  coming  to  our  great  national  home  of  freedom.    That 

freat   and   grievous  wrongs   have   been    perpetrated,   cannot   be 
opbted  ;  and  it  is  equally  clear  that  full  and   efficient  remedies  for 
existing  evils  ought  to  be  supplied.  % 

Tbe  important  question  to  be  solved  is  :  What  source  or  depart- 
ment of  power  can  afford  an  adequate  remcly?  It  is  believed  to 
•be  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  as  indicated  by  the  rcBoiutions 
introduced  and  referred  to  the  committee,  that  upon  our  National 
Government  is  devolved  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  controlling 
jointly  with  other  governments  the  embarkation  &Dd  transit  of  emi- 
grants, and  co-operatively  with  auxiliary  institutions  in  oontrolliog 
the  debarkation  and  protection  of  the  emigrants,  in  obtaining  a  per- 
-mancnt  home  in  the  placo  of  their  choice  in  the  land  of  their 
adoption.  • 

This  is  eminently  a  question  of  national  importance,  as  upon  the 
proper  protection,  care  and  culture  of  tbis  class  of  population  large- 
ly depend  not  only  on  their  progress  and  prosperity,  but  also  the 
tallest  development  of  the  resources  of  our  country,  and  tbe  perma- 
nency and  perpetuity  of  our  Republican  principles  and  inStitutiooa. 
Tho  committee  therefore  present  the  following  resolutions  as  con- 
taining briefly  but  substantially,  the  views  of  this  convention: 

1.  Resolved,  That  additional  legislation  and  a  more  rigid  en- 
forcement of  existing  laws  on  the  subject  of  immigration  are  neces- 
sary to  prevent  actual  abuses  and  frauds,  and  protect  the  trtie 
interests  of  the  emigrant  on  his  arrival  and  while  in  transit  to  dm 
destination  in  thin  ccuntfy,  and  that  for  tbe  accomplishment  of  tD]S 
purpose,  in  the  opinion  of  tbis  convention,  appropriate  legislation  is 
imperatively  dcmacded  of  the  Federal  government. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  tho  United  States  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  open  negotiations  with  countries  from  which  per- 
sons omigratc  to  this  country,  so  as  to  secure  a  joint  jurisdiction  on 
emigrant  ships  fv.r  the  protection  of  emigrants  against  abuse  tw 
fraud,  and  that  a  copy  of  this   resolution   be   transmitted  to  tne 
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President  of  the  United  States,    and  to  the  congress  of  the  United 
States. 

8.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  nnqnalifiedlj  condemns  all 
schemes,  combinations  and  monopolies  oppressive  to  emigrants,  by 
which  they  are  deprived  of  the  proper  and  nsnal  facilities  for  cheap 
and  safe  transportation,  and  by  which  various  impositions  are  prac- 
ticed npen  their  indigent  and  dependent  condition. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  a  ^*  Bureau 
of  Lnmigration  "  ihould  be  established  under-  the  auspices  of  the 
Federal  Government. 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  from  each  State  and 
Territory  represented  in  this  convention,  bo  appointed  tq  memorial- 
ize Congress  for  such  legislation  as  will  most  fully  accomplish  the 
views  expressed  in  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

6.  .Resolved,  That  all  capitation  taxes  collected  from  emi- 
grants, whether  imposed  directly  or  indirectly,  with  or  without 
color  of  law,  are  odious  and  unjust,  and  ought  to  be  abolished.    '

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  and  protect 

national  cemeteries." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Houte  of  RepTe98ntat%ve9  of  thm 
United  States  of  America  in  Congre$»  autmbled.  That  from  the 
time  any  state  legislature  shall  have  given,  or  shall  hereafter  give, 
the  consent  of  such  state  to  the  purchase  by  the  United  States  of 
any  national  cemetery  mentioned  in  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  es- 
tablish and  protect  natioial  cemeteries,"  approved  February  twen 
ty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  the  jurisdiction  asd 
power  of  legislation  of  the  United  State  over  such  cemetery  shall  in 
all  courts  and  places  be  held  to  be  the  same  as  is  granted  by  section 
eight,  article  one,  of  the  oonstitution  ot  the  United  States  ;  and  all 
the  provisions  of  said  act  of  February  twenty-second,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  copies  of  this  present  act  to  be 
sent  to  the  gcveroors  of  all  such  states  wherein  any  of  such  na- 
tional cemeteries  may  be  situated,  to  the  end  that  the  legislatures 
of  such,  states  may  give  the  consent  herein  mentioned.

Daniil  Shaw,  being  sworn. 

I  reside  at  West  Eau  Olaire,  lived  there  foarteon  years,  am  ao* 
quaioted  with  the  Chippewa  river  above  and  below  Eau  Olaire ;  nfy 
Gooapation  is  the  lumber  business ;  am  familiar  with  logging  in 
the  Chippewa  pineries;  am  acquainted  as  far  up  as  township  thirty- 
seven,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles  north  of  Eau  Olaire  by 
river ;  have  had  charge  of  driving  loggs  to  some  extent ;  it  is 
eighteen  miles  from  Eau  Claire  to  Chippewa  Falls  by  river,  and 
eleven  by  land  ;  can  ran  rafts  of  boards  from  '*Jims  Falls,"  siztecn 
or  seventeen  miles  above  Chippewa  Falls  by  river,  and  twelve  by 
land ;  *^Jim8  Falls,"  have  thirty  feet  fall  in  ibout  two  hundr^  rods, 
and  are  not  susoeptible  of  being  run  bv  rafts. 

The  lower  bolt  or  southern  extremity  of  pine  commences  at  Jims 
Falls,  and  extends  northward  eighty«five  miles.  It  is  estimated 
there  are  a  million  and  a  quarter  acrois  of  pine  lands  on^  the  Chippe- 
wa averaging  about  six  thousand  feet  to  the  acre.  The  main  diffi- 
culty in  handling  logs  in  the  region  of  the  manufactories,  is  the  want 
of  boomage.  Daring  every  big  flood  on  the  Ohtppewa,  there  have 
been  more  or  less  losses  ;  I  should  think  a  loss  of  ten  to  twenty  per 
oent.  of  logs  for  want  of  a  place  to  hold  them.  The  Chippewa  is 
liable  to  heavy  and  sudden  rises ;  I  have  thought  it  very  important 
to  have  some  better  place  to  control  logs ;  I  understand  the  bill  be- 
fore this  committee  and  the  objedts  proposed  to  be  accomplished  by 
it ;  I  think  this  would  accomplish  itsooject  and  secure  safe  driving,. 
MBorting  and  holding  of  logs. 

4 — App.  Ass.  Jour. 
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The  map  presented  represents  snbstantiallj  the  shape  of  therirer. 
The  proposed  boomage  would  store  lOO  millioa  of  logs,  and  with 
side  booms,  made  possible  bj  slack  water  from  the  dam,  it  woaJd 
be  sufficient  to  store  100  millions  m^vre.  1  know  of  no  other  meanfl 
to  bold  the  logs  than  to  slacken  or  deaden  tho  water  by  dam.  The 
curr  nt  is  rapid  at  this  point  of  tho  Delia  ;  it  requires  a  fair  stage  of 
water  to  run  logs.  This  place  of  the  contemplated  improvemeat  is 
the  moot  favorable  place  to  hold  logs  between  Chippewa  Falls  and 
the  Mississippi  river.  The  Dells  bottom  is  rock»  with  high  rock 
shores. 

Eau  Claire  is  the  substantial  head  of  stcambo^rt  navigation; 
steamboats  go  up  to  Chippewa  Falls  occassionallj.  It  can't  be 
run  by  steamboats  in  low  water.  There  is  another  place  aboat  as 
bad  a  few  miles  above.  I  should  think  this  improvement  would  help 
steamboat  navigation  vjory  much.  I  never  heard  of  stermbo&ts  run- 
ing  over  the  Dells  in  high  water,  and  only  in  mediuiu  water.  I 
heard  there  were  five  trips  ma  de  by  steamboats  up  the  Dells  last 
summer  and  one  unable  to  go  up. 

We  want  a  reservoir  and  flood  dams  about  a  hundred  miles  shove 
Chippewa  Falls,  where  the  lakes  are.  There  should  bo  large  dams 
and  gate  ways  to  let  off  water  when  necessary.  We  'regard  this 
upper  improvement  as  a  part  of  the  Dells  schoroe. 

There  should  also  be  another  dam,  or  middle  dam,  above  "Jim's 
Falls"  to  s:op  everj thing  on  the  river,  tho  ice,  the  logs,  etc. 
This  dajn  will  make  slock  water,  not  a  jam,  and  let  oat  logs  as 
Hinted  beObw.  five  or  t«n  million  a  day.  I  here  is  a  good  placisfoT  this 
middle  daii.iabout  six teon  miles,  straight  line,  above  «' Jim'sFaiW' 
oalled  LttikvFalls.  I  think  the  assorting  booms  chonld  be  plaow 
in  this  middle  pond  made  by  the  dam-  This  dam  don't  contemplate 
holdiiig;  iogb  after  the  river  falls.  *I  think  with  it,  a  rise  ooald  be 
made  sufficient  to  drive  logs  over  Chippewa  Falls  at  most  times. 
Tlua  darn  is  not  meanft  to  detain  lege,  but  to  be  used  for  t'le  po^' 
pose  of  sorting  them.  I  think  the  middle  works  shoald  be  eonstraot- 
ed  first.  Logs  jam  up  on  "Jim's  Falls,"  as  on  any  other  fall^ 
but  do  not  jam  in  high  water. 

I  think  these  improvements  would  very  materially  advance  tos 
priees  of  lands  above,  by  making  logs  secure  and  holding  thes  tiU 
you  wanted  them ;  I  meant  to  <ay  before,  that  ten  to  taenty  p^f 
cent,  of  logs  go  past  and  are  Boattered  below  Eau  Claire ;  I  ^^^^ 
we  have  lost  twenty  five  per  cent,  of  our  logs,  above  and  below,  by 
not  having  sufficient  works  for  holding  and  driving  logs. 

In  conseqmence  of  not  having  these  oonvenionces  for  holding  io^ 
wo  have  had  a  system  of  exchanges  j.  that  is,  we  saw  each  others 
logs  and  .then  account  for  them  to  each  other.  Oat  of  thirteen  mil- 
lions of  logs  sawed  at  our  mill  only  five  millions  were  of  our  ow« 
mark ;  we  paid  for  nineteen  millions  of  new  logs  and  had  two  ^"^ 
lions  of  old,  making  twenty-oae  millions  in  all ;  we  ^wed  ao 
had  others  saw  for  us  thirteen  millions.  That  is  abont  the  way  i 
runs  with  us  every  year.     The  high  water  of  last  sommer  eleare 
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out  many  of  the  booms  about  Eaa  Claire  ;  their  booms  were  emptied 
above  Eau  Claire.  The  same  thing  h  is  occurred  four  or  five  times 
Bincc  I  have  been  at  Eau  Claire.  Eighteen  or  nineteen  millions  went 
by  and  were  lost  and  scattered  between  Durand  and  Eau  Claire  in  the 
fircsbot  of  186C.  Logs  were  then  worth  $10  in  our  boomi  and  $20 
a  thousand  sawed  and  in  rafts ;  we  sold  these  logs  that  went  below 
for  $4  50  a  tboutand.  There  is  i^o  other  means  that  I  know  of  to 
control  logs  on  the  Chippewa  except  by  deadening  the  water ;  I 
think  the  great  body  of  water  and  logs  breaking  away  from  above 
broke  the  boomL  below. 

Cross-examination, — I  havo  resided  at  West  Eau  CUire  fourteen 
years,  in  the  lumber  business.  There  are  about  ten  m^.bn  ifche 
Chippewa  at  or  near  Eau  Claire.  The  Eau  Claire  mill,  on' the  Eai:^ 
Clair^,  near  the  Chippewa,  got  out  about  fifty* millions  qH  jfiga  last 
season.  Their  average  manufacture  is  about  forty  millions ,  it  was 
fifty  minions  last  year.  These  upper  and  middle  works  proposed 
are  considered  important  by  alt'  Qh^ppcw:^  lumb'ermen.  The,  only 
controvert  is  about  this  lower  dam  at  the  Dji^ils ;  X  think,  a  great 
portion  of  those  Iocs  lost  would  have  been  saved  iP  tlw  upper  Forkj 
had  been  made.  (J'ho  witness  here  explained  how  logs  w'ere'spj' 
cured  at  the  booms  above  and  below  Eau  Claire  on  the  river.)  Tn^ 
present  boomage,  in  and  about  Eau  Claire,  will  hold  twenty  mLllionft| 
the  lake  boom,  which  connects  with  our  mill'  alone,  will  hold  thirty 
or  forty  millions  more ;  including  the  lake  boom,  thero  is  boomage 
ground  enough  on  the  Chippewa  to  accommodate  the  mills  at  Eau 
Claire ;  there  can  be  little,  or  no  more  safe  booms  along  the  river 
near  Eau  Claire  ;  there  is  no  move  suitable  territory  for  these 
booms ;  about  forty  millions  of  the  logs,  sawed  at  our  mills  last 
year,  came  down  the  Chippe\va,  and  ten  uiillions  down  the^Eau 
Claire  ;  we  could  fill  our  booms  from  the  works  proposed  above,  iij 
suitable  water  ;  they  would  help  us ;  about  fifty  millions  are  rafted 
yearly  and  run  down  from  above  Eau  Claire ;  the  river  is  good  for 
rafting  about  two-thirds  of  the  season. 

I  am  r  ot  familiar  with  running   rafts   over   dams  ;  the   improve- 
ments proposed  would  slacken  tlie  water  above  the   dolls  ;  but  the 
**  out-oflF''  proposed  would  make  it  up  ;  1  am   familiar  with  the  cur- 
rents of  the  river  ;  the  **  cut-off"  is  to  be  made  to  afford  free  pas- 
sage for  lumber;  the  current  is  nearest  the  right  at   the   place  for 
the  cut-off  ;  I  think  a  dam  sixteen  to  twenty  feet  high  at  the  foot  of 
the  dells  would  make  the  proper   slack    wafer  ;  I  think  these  im- 
provements would  help  the  mills  above  to  run  rafts  in   low  water  ; 
they  are  often  troubled  with  low  water  below  Eau   Claire ;    for  sev- 
eral weeks  there  were  no  rafts   run   past   Eau   Claire  last  season  ; 
there  was  no  time  last  summer  they  did  not   run    rafts  below  Eau 
Claire  ;  water  is  two  or  three  feet  on  the  dells   at  a  commm  stage 
of  water;  rafts  were  hung   up   and  strung  alcng  the   dells  for  a 
.cumber  of  weeks  last   summer;  have   seen   them   strung  all  way 
down  the  Chippewa  ;  Porter's  mill  is    three  miles  or  more  below 
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Eau^laire  ;  these  improvements  vonld  help  his  mill,  and  the  others 
near.hi^ 

The  middle  works  would  protract  the  log-dnving  one  month  ; 
there  are  about  four  millions  of  boomage  below  Eau  Claire,  and  ten 
millions,  below  the  proposed  dam  ;  this  improveiuent  would  let  them 
have  logs  when  they  want  them  ;  this  improvement  is  wanted  for 
storage  room  for  mills  near  Eau  Claire  ;  we  want  the  upper  works 
to  accommodate  everybody  ;  this  boomage  will  encourage  manufac- 
turers at  and  about  Eau  Claire.

Wm.  Wilson  being  sworn. 

I  re  side  at  Menominee,  on  Bed  Cedar  river.  Am  a  lurobf-rman  and 
farmer.  Name  of  our  firm,  Knapp,  Stout  &;  Co.  Been  engaged 
in  lumbering  about  50  years ;  24  yea^s  where  I  am  now,  and 
Wore  n  the  Susquehanna,  in  Pennsylvania,  and  on  the  Missis- 
sippi. Am  well  acquainted  with  some  parts  of  Chippewa  river  and 
some  parts  not  so  well.  Am  tolerably  well  acquainted' at  Emu 
Claire  and  Chippewa  Falls.  Eau  Claire  is  25  miles  from  Meno* 
minee.  Am  familiar  with  Dells  improvement  scheme.  Have  not 
examined  the  bill  particularly  before  the  committee,  but  think  I  am 
'  acquainted  with  what  the  bill  asks  for.     Have  lived  and  lumbered 

!j[  the  ecu n try  nearly  25  years;  have  cut  the  logs  in  the  wood; 
riven  them  to  our  luUls ;  manufactured  them  into  lumber,  and  run 
it  into  t^e  Mipsissippi ;  our  business  ranging  all  the  way  from  three 
to  fifty  millions  of  sawed  lumber  yearly,  Tiot  including  top  lumber; 
have  worked  at  all  the  different  parts  of  business  myself;  hsve 
charge  of  the  works  of  our  firm,  particularly  manufacutfing  at  the 
mills,  and  rafting  and  running  into  the  Mississippi ;  Red  Cedar 
runs  into  the  Chippewa  25  miles  ab^ve  its  mouth,  and  35  miles 
below  Eau  Claire  ;  our  piver  is  tributary  to  Chippewa,  asd  similar 
to  it,  and  affords  a  third  an  much  water. 

The  first  five  years  of  lumbering  on  the  Red  Cedar  river  we  run 
over  a  five  foot  dam  ;  for  eight  years  after  we  built  a  dow  mill,  we 
run  but  a  email  portion  over  the  dam  ;  since  that  time  we  have  run 
nine-tenths  of  our  lumber  over  one  dam,  and  the  remainder  over 
two  ;  one  of  these  dams  is  fourteen  feet  ten  inches  high  from  bottom 
of  river  to  top  of  dam ;  where  the  Chute  is,  there  is  a  space  of 
twenty  fftct  in  width,  cut  down  two  feet  and  six  inches  ;  the  other 
dam  is  net  quite  so  high  ;  not  much  different;  I  know  of  no  differ- 
ence in  running  the  twelve  foot  dam  and  the  five  foot  dam  we  run 
first ;  since  we  improved  on  our  twelve  foot  dam,  we  run  with  less 
difficulty  than  with  tue  five  foot ;  as  we  become  better  acquainted 
with  our  h  sincss,  we  have  been  able  to  do  it  at  let^s  expense; 
we  are  able  always  to  run  the  twelve  loot  dam  with  top  loading; 
we  run  it  safely  all  the  time ;  from  my  experience  and  observa^ 
tioD  I  don't  know  but  a  sixteen  or  eighteen  foot  dam  could  he  r«n 
just  as  well  as  a  twelve  foot  dam  ;  I  think  it  eould   after  a  proper 
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obnte  IB  constructed  ;  all  that  ia  necessary  to  insaro  the  safctj  of  a 
raft,  is  to  let  in  the  necessary  amount  of  water;  I  think  the  amount 
of  water  in  a  chate  can  be  controled  ;  I  know  of  two  or  three  ways; 
I  speak  from  actnal  experience  ;  I  have  figured  on  the  extra  cost 
of  running  rafts  over  chutes  since  I  came  here ;  I  bare  guessed  be« 
fore  and  thought  it  cost  five  to  ten  cents  extra;  on  figuring  now, 
I  find  it  costs  from  two  to  three  cents  extra,  to  prepare  and  run  the 
rafts  over  the  chutes ;  this  cost  comes  from  puttisg  on  a  bow-piece 
on  the  front  end  of  the  raft. 

We  bare  run  out  about  thirty-seven  millions  over  the  lower  dam, 
(11  to  llV  feet  high  to  the  top  of  the  dam)  and  three  and  a  half 
millions  over  the  higher  dam,  the  last  season.  We  have  had  good 
suoeess  in  running  rafts  with  top  loading  this  year  ;  better  than  be- 
fore. We  have  belter  improvements  than  before.  We  put  a  gate 
in  front  of  the  chute  to  regulate  the  amount  of  water.  We  can 
DOW  let  in  water  just  as  we  want  it,  and  the  raft  passes  through  the 
chute  lust  as  safely  as  through  the  pond  Not  one  raft  in  twenty- 
five — and  I  think  not  one  in  fifty — is  injured,  unless  from  some  oar^ 
lessnesB  in  running.  Sometimes  a  W  gets  under  it.  Our  upper 
mill  is  fourteen  to  sixteen  miles  from  Chippewa  river — the  mouth  of 
Chippewa,  about  twenty -eight  miles  from  the  Mississippi.  It  cost 
41  i-2  cents  a  thousand  to  run  from  tae  mills  to  the  Mississippi 
last  year;  it  cost  16  cents  to  run  from  the  mill  to  Chippewa,  and 
25  1-2  cents  thence  to  the  Mississippi  river.  We  run  out  fifty  and 
one  half  millions  last  year.  Our  chute  at  the  upper  mill,  by  meas- 
urement, is  cue  hundred  and  sixty-seven  feet  m  length  ;  1  think 
th  t's  just  the  measurement.  Am  somewhat  acquainted  with  the 
Chippewa  river,  and  have  been  for  twenty-four  years.  The  current 
is  sirong  and  rapid  at  the  point  called  the  Dells  ^as  shown  on  the 
map.)  When  it  is  low,  in  the  summer  time,  it  is  n<n  navigable 
for  steamboats  up  the  Dells,  and  not  a  good  na-igable  place  to  run 
rafts  down. 

I  undei stand  a  charter  is  asked  foi  at  this  legislature  to  put  a 
dam  at  the  Dells,  sixteen  feet  high  and  a  lock,  three  hundred  feet 
long  and  thirty-six  feet  wide  ;  also  a  chute  thirty  five  or  thirty-six 
feet  wide,  or  wide  enough  to  take  in  two  strings  abreast.  I  under- 
stand it  contemplates  putting  in  a  boom  from  side  to  side  above  tbe 
dam  in  the  slackwater.  1  understand  this  bogm  is  wanted  by  mill- 
ownera  near  the  improvement.  First  and  foremost,  I  consider  suoh 
an  improvement  feasible ;  that  this  improvement  can  be  made  with- 
out being  detrimental  to  parties  above  toe  improvement,  and  doing 
business  on  tbe  liver  ;  that  this  improvement  is  required  by  persons 
manufacturing  lumber  in  the  yic^nity  of  it ;  that  they  can't  safely 
bold  their  logs  and  manufacture  their  lumber  without  it ;  that  the 
I'CSt  interests  of  the  valley  and  the  State  at  large  require  it ;  that 
those  improvements,  when  made,  will  improve  the  navigation  of  the 
river  for  boats  up  and  for  rafts  down  ;  that  these  improvements^ 
when  made,  will  add  to  the  value  of  every  acre  of  pine  timber  above 
it.     My  reasons  for  thus  thinking  are,  first : 
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It  guarantees  to  those  mannfaoiuring  lumber  in  the  yioioir  j,  the 
safety  of  their  logs,  so  that  they  can  lie  down  at  night  with  reason- 
able assurance  of  getting  np  in  the  morning  and  finditig  the  property 
they  had  left  there  tho  iiight  before,  and  which  has  not  been 
the  case  formerly  ;  sadden  rises  eomo  and  sot  the  logs  adrift ;  m 
man  may  go  to  bed  Fith  a  good  boom  of  logs  and  wake  np  and  find 
them  gone. 

This  sixteen  foot  dam  will  increase  the  surface  and  make  slack 
water  and  more  room  to  hold  logs,  and  leare  room  for  other  logs  to  go 
throngh  with  little  detention.  The  proposed  lock  will  let  boats  oat 
of  the  river  into  the  slack  water,  and  pass  CTer  tho  D<9lls,  when 
without  it,  they  couldn't  go  at  all.  And  it  is  the  same  way  coming 
down  with  rafts  ;  no  ^aatter  how  tnuch  shattered  in  getting  there, 
they  can  be  put  through  the  lock  safely. 

I  speak  with  a  certain  amount  of  certainty,  because  I  baye  both 
built  locks  and  run  lumber  through  them  after  they  were  built. 

Cross-examination, — I  mean  that  a  raft,  )f  shattered,  could  be  run 
through  a  lock  if  got  into  it,  with  safety.  A  raft,  shattered,  could 
be  put  through  the  lock  as  safely  as  it  could  be  run  over  the  Dells  at 
any  tim%  and  more  so  than  it  could  be  when  the  water  was  low. 

I  think  this  Improvement  will  make  a  large  reservoir  for  logs 
where  they  can  be  held  with  safety,  and  nake  a  good  channel  where 
rafts  can  go  down  the  river  in  sa'ety. 

We  have  on  the  Red  Cedar  a  similar  bend  of  the  river,  like  this 
on  the  Chippewa,  as  he  could  mark  it  out ;  about  twelve  or  fourteen 
years  ago  a  neighbor  of  mine  thought  he  would  cut  across  the  neck 
and  make  a  mill  power  at  the  lower  end ;  he  put  up  a  mill  at  the 
lower  end  of  tho  bend  ;  he  broke  the  bend  across  the  neck  ;  the 
frost  wont  out  in  the  spring,  the  river  rose,  and  within  two  weeks 
two-thirds  of  the  river  run  through  it ;  we  have  run  our  lumber 
through  this  '*  cut-off"  channel  ever  since ;  these,  among  othen>,  are 
the  reasons  why  I  think  this  De^ls  cut-off  would  succeed. 

Bafts  don't  run  as  rapidly  on  this  slack  water  as  in  currents  by 
considerable,  and  when  there  are  head  winds  we  sometimes  have  to 
push  rafts  through  ;  we  have  had  this  slack  water  experience  in  our 
own  rafting  for  two  to  four  miles  ;  when  there  was  no  bead  wind  it 
would  take  about  the  same  time  to  run  rafts  by  the  propose  I  cut-off 
as  by  tho  bend  rf  the  river  ;  with  head  winds  it  would  take  longer, 
and  a  shorter  time  with  stern  winds  ;  I  commenced  running  on  a 
five  foot  dam  with  rafts  about  ten  courses  deep  ;  I  suffered  losses 
at  that  time  ;  lumber  was  poorly  rafted,  and  it  broke  up  t  the  foot 
of  the  slide ;  our  company  did  not  own  the  dam  at  that  time. 

Tho  next  dam  below  the  mil  was  built  fourteen  years  ago  by 
Bbenczcr  Thompson.  We  expericnoed  losses  in  running  over  it  at 
that  time ;  this  dam  was  about  five  feet  high.  After  this,  Mr. 
Downs  buiit  up  the  dam  to  make  it  about  twelve  feet  high  ;  he  run  * 
out  of  funds  and  made  a  poor  job  of  the  dam  ;  our  rafts  b.'oke 
and  were  damaged  in  running  over  this  dam  ;  we  have  since  bought 
the  property ;  we  continued  to  lose  largely  in  running  lumber,  a 
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psrt  of  tbe  time,  till  we  purebaaed  the  dam  and  property  ;  when 
the  water  was  at  proper  stage,  we  run  it  with  safety ;  whea  too 
high  it  damaged  our  lamber  larg  ly.  It  was  a  part  of  the  indaoe- 
ment,  ia  tho  parohase  of  the  property,  to  make  this  improvement ; 
we  have  gates  at  the  upper  mill  by  which  wo  ean  lot  oat  the  water 
and  faoiiitate  the  running  of  tho  chutes  below  ;  [  do  not  deem  such 
fixtures  absolutely  necessary,  but  a  groat  oony(mieooe;  tho  Bed 
Oedar  rises  about  twelve  feet  above  low  wat.r  mark  ;  the  volume  of 
water  in  the  Bed  Ced  ir  is  about  one-third  the  Chippewa ;  on  a 
twelve-foot  rise,  we  could  run  over  the  dam  anywhere,  but  no  pru- 
dent lumbermao  would  run  then ;  we  don't  run  the  river  at  an 
eight-feet  rise ;  we  run  it  safely  at  six  feet  rise  ;  eix  feet  rise  of  the 
river  causes  about  two  feet  rise  of  pond.  The  witness  theu  ex- 
plained tho  workings  of  a  machine  at  the  head  of  the  ohute,  by 
which  he  regulated  the  amount  of  water  running  .over  the  chute, 
raising  and  loweriog  it  eighteen  inches  a  minute. 

The  business  wo  do  on  tho  Red  Cedar  would  not  be  affected  by 
these  improvements  at  tho  DeKs ;  the  water  at  the  head  of  the  ohute 
should  be  ten  inches  deep,  t*)  run  a  raft  cf  twelve  courses ;  the 
amount  of  water  necessary,  wculd  depend  upon  the  construotion  and 
oondition  of  the  chute  ;  there^was  two  or  three  millioD  on  the  Red 
Oedar,  zun  by  other  than  our  company  tho  past  year,  and  more  than 
that  the  year  before  ;  we  do  not  raft  our  lumber  of  unif;>rm  depth ; 
for  a  day  or  a  week  we  usually  do,  but  we  do  not  usually  store  it  in 
our  river  ;  I  am  not  a\^  are  that  we  uso  any  more  binding  plank  than 
they  do  on  the  Chippewa  ;  we  use  two  coupling  planks  on  eaoh  side 
of  the  cribs ;  we  run  four  cribs  in  a  raft,  eaoh  thirty  two  feet  in 
length  and  sixteen  feet  wide ;  we  run  one  crib  in  width  over'  the 
ohute. 

Thttbsday,  Feburuary  9. 

OrosB-^xamination  Reiumed. 

In  computing  the  cost  of  runpiog  of  rafts  over  chutes,  I  reckoni 
only  tho  extra  cost  of  the  bowpidoe.  I  do  not  include  in  this  extra 
cost  any  expense  for  binding  plank  or  coupling  plank.  We  usually 
run  fifteen  cribs  on  the  Chippewa  after  leaving  the  Red  Cedar.  I 
have  seen  Chippewa  rafts  larger  and  smaller.  Can't  say  as  to  the  * 
usual  size.  Do  not  know  tho  number  of  cribs  in  their  strings. 
Never  run  rafts  more  than  one  crib  abreast  over  chutes  in  this 
state  ;  run  four  in  length  ovojr  bis  chute,  and  sometime|lsix ;  can 
run  six  as  well  as  four,  and  our  pilot  thinks  hotter.  Sometimes 
logs  get  under  the  raft,  and  then  it  might  break  It  or  it  might  not. 
We  have  driven  a  good  many  logs  out  of  the  Red  Cedar  into  the 
Chippewa  ;  should  say  from  five  to  fifteen  millions.  We  generally 
run  our  rafts  and  logs  right  along  together ;  we  never  stop  running 
lumber  by  reason  of  running  lo>2;s. 

,We  run  our  lumber  to  the  mouth  of  our  riveri   where  steamboats 
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can  get  to  it ;  then  we  eouple  it  up  into  longer  rafts  and  atari  ifc 
out ;  have  onr  steamboat  follow  it ;  if  it  stieks  on  the^rirer  w» 
help  it  off  with  our  steamboat ;  we  get  it  out  to  the  Missiasimii 
generally  in  on^  day ;  we  fetch  men  back  on  the  steamboat  dj 
night  to  month  of  Red  Cedar,  and  make  another  trip  down  the 
next  day.  As  to  costs,  the  boat  charges  for  boarding  and  fetching 
back  the  sen  ;  I  don't  think  the  l^at  charges  for  pnlling  rafka 
off  of  bars;  the  month  of  the  Ohippewa  is  not  good  or  navigable 
at  all  times,  bnt  mnoh  better  than  at  the  Ddls ;  I  remember  al 
different  times  Inmber  stnck  on  different  bars  along  the  Chippewa 
below  the  mouth  of  the  Red  Cedar  ;  I  believe  lumber  sometimes 
stiftks^on  rapids  in  thcMisaissippifriver  ;  I  said  in  substance  thai 
mills  at  Eau  Claire  could  not  have  safe  booms  without  a  dam  to 
make  slack*"  water  ;  not  cecessary  at  other  places  ;  there  are  bends 
in  liver  below,  where  it  would  be  easier  to  hold  logs  than  at  Ean 
Claire  ;  do  not  know  of  any  place  where  logs  could  be  held  without 
great  expense  ;  think  some  logs  could  be  held  at  most  any  point 
with  the  neoessary  means,  materials  and  mechanics  to  do  it  with. 

I  think  there  are  some  places  wherf  booms  could  be  made  below 
Chippewa  Foils  sufficient  to  stock  a  miU  using  from  one  to  ten  mil- 
lion ;  am  at  loss  to  nape  a  place ;  perhaps  at  Gravel  Island,  and  at 
Hodgins  &  Robinson ^8  mill;  I  have  trid  to  make  sufficient  boom 
at  Nine  mile  Slough,  but  have  not  been  able  to  sort  logs,  and  had 
to  let  other  logs  go  by.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  slack  water  along 
the  banks  of  the  Chippewa ;  if  the  mills  require  a  large  amovnt  -of 
stock,  it  would  generally  be  necessary  to  have  slack  water  to  hoU 
logs.  In  some  oases  it  would  be  necessary  for  dams,  and  some  not; 
if  mills  want  small  stock  from  time  to  time,  no  dams  are  neeessary; 
if  mills  want  large  stocks  in  the  spring  for  a  full  season,  then  it  ia 
generally  necessary  to  have  dams.  If  there  were  proper  ^flooding 
worke  bnilt  above  the  Falls,  it  would  be  absolutely  necessarv  to 
Lave  storage  for  a  season  stock  of  logs  convenient  to  the  mill  if 
large  amount  of  work  was  done.  If  reservoirs  were  near  by,  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  have  a  season  stock  at  the  mitt. 

I  am  some  acquainted  with  the  boom  at  Eau  Claire ;  ean't  say 
whether  they  are  such  works  to  secure  logs  as  I  would  build ;  their 
works  appear  substantial,  good  and  extensive,  and  must  be  expen- 
sive ;  but  can't  say  whether  I  would  build  such  works  till  I  had  e3n- 
suited  those  that  I  should  employ  to  Duild  such  works  for  me.  I  think 
works  cannot  be  built  at  Ban  Claire  sufficient  to  hold  logs  without 
a  dam.  I  think  the  currents  at  the  bend  of  the  Red  Cedar,  where 
the  cut-off  was  made,  are  similar  to  the  currents  at  the  Chippewa 
bend,  and  that  the  current  was  nearly  at  right  angle's  with  the  nver. 
The  soil  on  Red  Cedar  was  covered  with  timber,  with  sod  on  it,  and 
when  water  out  down  to  the  bed  of  the  river  it  was  shelvy  and 
rocky ;  the  surface  soil  was  sandy  loam ;  I  should  say  the  soil  was 
three  feet  on  upper  end,  and  deeper  on  lower  end  of  cut-off,  befora 
it  come  to  the  sand. 

Bbould  think  the  fall  on  the  Red  Cedar  cut  off,  was  firom  fourteen 
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to  twentj  inches  in  littlo  less  tban  eighty  rods  ;  Ic  was  about  two 
miles  around  bj  the  old  bend.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  water  m  the 
old  bed,  but  do  dam  below  to  make  slack  water ;  water  id  bcDd, 
from  one  to  four  feet;  about  twa  and  one-half  to  three  feet  in  out 
off  in  moderate  stage.  * 

If  the  soil  at  the  cut  off  of  the  Chippewa  bend  goes  low  down, 
the  water  would  cut  in  deep  and  leave  the  bend  dry.  The  current 
would  not  cut  below  the  bed  of  the  rock  in  the  river. 

I  would  consider  the  logs  safe  in  the  bend,  if  the  cut  off  was  madet 
provided  tbej  got  them  in.  A  dam  might  be  built  across  the  river 
above  the  foot  of  the  cut  off,  so  as  to  keep  the  water  lerel  with  the 
head  of  it.  I  think  a  pond  so  created,  would  fill  up  with  slabs  and 
edgings  etc.  I  think  a  good  deal  of  this  floating  stuff  would  go 
Chrougb  the  cut  off,  and  some  not.  I  think  the  bend  might  be  kept 
clear  by  a  waste  gate  in  the  dam,  with  expense  enough. 

The  losses  en  the  Chippewa  at  Ear.  Claire  were  occasioned  by  the 
absence  of  adequate  works  to  hold  the  logs  secure!;^.  I  said  I 
thought  the  Dells  dam  and  losk  might  be  built  so  as  to  run  rafts 
safely  and  benefit  parties  above ;  I  know  of  dams  in  rivers  similarly 
situated  ;  we  have  dams  similarly  situated  to  this.  Our  river  at 
DowQvil'e  at  the  lower  dam  is  similar  to  this.  If  the  dam  was  not 
properly  built  at  the  Dells,  it  would  break  up  rafts  or  detain  them 
entirely.  The  same  would  be  true  if  it  was  not  kept  in  proper  re- 
pair. I  never  have  known  of  a  dam  and  chute  being  properly  built 
in  the  beginning  in  all  particulars.  We  have  made  continuous  al- 
terations up  to  this  present  year.  With  our  present  ezperienc  ,  I 
think  I  corld  build  a  dam  and  chute  even  better  than  the  one  we 
have  at  present,  with  all  the  improvements  we  have  made  on  it,  and 
one  that  would  let  rafts  over  safely  on  all  common  stages  of  water 
on  our  river  or  the  Chippewa.     I  didn't  think  so  ten  years  aso. 

I  think  two  cribs  abreast  will  run  equally  as  well  over  a  chute  as 
one.  The  reason  why  we  don't  run  six  cribs  in  length  over  the 
chute  instead  of  four,  is  because  our  river  has  so  many  shcrt  bends 
below  the  dam,  and  our  pilots  object  to  it  on  this  account. 


FsBRUARf  10,  1871. 

C.  C.  Smith,  sworn  : 

I  reside  at  La  Crosse  ;  am  a  bridge  builder  and  '  machinist ;  I 
built  the  railroad  bridge  at  Eau  Claire,  also  the  bridge  across  the 
Chippewa ;  I  have  seen  chutes  ;  seen  them  run  ;  never  built  one 
niyself ;  1  have  seen  the  chute  at  Menomonee,  at  Capt.  Wilson'e 
dam,  but  did  not  take  particular  notice  of  it ;  I  heard  Captain 
Wilson's  testimony  as  to  his  regulating  the  water  at  the  mouth  of 
his  chute.  (The  witness  was  here  called  to  explain  a  drawinff  of 
the  dam  ar.d  chute  of  tho  proposed  improvement  at  the  Dells. )^ 
The  break  of  the  dam  proposed  at  the  Dells,  and  shown  on  the  map* 
or  drawing  before  the  committee,  is  about  110  feet  below  the  eto« 
tranee  to  the  chute ;  the  chute  is  about   180"  feet  long ;  this -plan 
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was  drawQ  with  reference  to  the  propoged  looation  cf  a  dam  at  Eau 
Claire. 

The  quantity  of  water  to  be  let  into  the  slide  is  regulated  by  an 
ajustable  apron,  to  be  raised  or  lowered  by  gearing  attached  to  a 
vertical  screw ;  the  weight  of  water  to  bo  raised  on  the  apron  is  seme 
41  tons ;  the  machinary  represented  will  raise  the  apron  with  two 
feet  of  water  on  it,  with  two  men  at  the  cranks,  one  inch  a  minute ; 
or  with  four  feet  of  water  on  the  apron,  with  four  men  at  the 
cranks,  one  one-half  inches  a  minute;  this  is  demonstrated  by 
iciontific  calculation  ;  I  think  this  is  substantially  the  same  plan 
described  by  Mr.  Wilson  at  his  dam ;  the  inclination  or  f^ll  of 
water  on  the  chute  is  one  foot  in  twelve. 

The  bottom  of  the  proposed  chute  is  to  be  plank  and  timber  ;  the 
walls  are  constructed  of  timber,  filled  with  stone;  there  are  throe 
tiers  of  oak  timber  above  the  surface  of  the  cbute,  running  up  and 
down,  to  keep  the  rafts  up,  and  the  grub  pins  from  dragging  on  the 
slide  ;  am  familiar  with  locks  ;  had  experience  in  passing  locks  in 
different  places  all  over  the  country  ;  I  have  had  men  ran  timber 
through  locks ;  from  the  natural  advantage  of  location,  I  believe 
the  dam,  lock  and  chute  could  be  put  in  substantial,  and  made  per- 
manent ;  I  know  a  lock  can  be  constructed  there,  that  will  pass 
boats  with  safety  and  reasonable  rapidity ;  rafts  can  be  looked 
through  as  safely  ;  I  have  passed  through  looks  with  rafts  of  timber; 
I  should  think  rafts  or  boats  could  pass  through  thi^  lock  in  fifteea 
minutes. 

Febbuary  14,  1871. 

0.  H.  iNGBAnAM  sworn  : 

I  reside  at  West  E^iu  Claire ;  have  been  a  lumberman  twenty 
years ;  lumbered  in  New  York,  Canada  and  £au  Claire ;  the  mills 
at  Eau  Olairc,  depending  on  a  boom  near  this  point,  would,  require 
six  hundred  thousand  feet  daily«  and  something  over  a  million  for 
day  and  night  sawing ;  these  mills  are  located  from  half  a  mile,  by 
land,  above  this  proposed  improvement  to  about  two  miles  b3low  it, 
by  land;  there  are  four  or  five  mills  below  these  dependent  on  these 
booms  for  their  supply ;  have  seen  Captain  Wilson's  dam  and  chute 
at  Menominee ;.  have  seen  the  plans  and  sketch,  explained  by  Mr, 
Smith,  for  this  improvoment. 

My  first  observation  in  running  chutes  was  at  Ottawa,  Canada. 
At  Ottawa  they  overcome  a  fall  of  sixty  feet  by  means  of  four 
slides  ;  at  the  entrance  of  the  first  slide  they  h«ve  an  adjustable 
apron,  to  control  the  amount  of  water  that  is  required  to  carry  a 
raft  of  lumber  over  the  slide.  This  is  done  by  means  of  flearing, 
similar  to  the  plan  shown  by  Mr.  Smith ;  after  passing  the  first 
slide  i\x^y  go  into  an  artificial  basin  from  ten  to  fifteen  rods  in  length; 
then  they  enter  another  slide,  the  same  as  the  firsti  except  that  the 
tippsr  end  of  the  slide  is  permanent ;  after  passing  that,  they  go 
into  another  pond  like  the  first ;  when  they  get  through  the  last 
slide,  they  land  in  the  \Ag  bay  of  the  river,  where  they  make  up 
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tlaeir  rafts  for  Quebeo.     I  wag  there  this  winter,  in  December,  ex- 
amining with  special  reference  to  onr  oontemplatcd  improvement. 

So  far  as  I  could  see,  the  slides  were  in  the  same  condition  as 
when  I  was  there  years  a^i^o  ;  I  saw  them  in  working  condition  my- 
self; I  have  seen  the  slides  of  Cant.  Wilson,  at  Menomonee,  seen 
them  TUDDing  lumber  over  them  at  aifferent  times,  and  have  noticed 
that  they  were  coostructed  similiar  do  those  at  Ottawa ;  have  seen 
them  running  lumber  at  both  their  dairs,  at  Menomonee  and  at 
Downsville,  at  different  times ;  see  them  pass  ever  without  any 
damage  to  the  lumber ;  I  think  this  plan  that  has  been  submitted 
by  Mr.  Smith,  if  put  in  ia  a  good  and  substantial  manner,  will  en« 
able  us  to  run  the  iikmber  that  we  manufacture  above  the  proposed 
improvement,  over  this  place  in  the  river  known  as  the  l)eUs, 
cheaper  than  what  we  can  run  it,  as  the  river  naturally  is  through 
the  season  of  running  lumber. 

We  have  been  running  lumber  from  our  own  mill  for  two  seasons, 
which  is  located  above  this  proposed  improvement  y  have  been 
obliged,  Fome  portion  of  the  time^  to  run  it  in  single  strings  ;  v^ry 
often  knocked  grub  pins  off  and  grub  plank  loose  in  passing  over 
the  rocks  at  the  Dells ;  we  generally  requiro  three  men  on  a  string 
here,  and  in  other  places  two,  aod  not  unfrequently  break  in  two 
and  go  down  in  pieces ;  have  counted  last  summer  upwards  of  sev- 
enty-five cribs  at  a  time,  scatter 'mI  in  difierent  places  on  the  Dells, 
and  moro  than  that  number  of  !mea  workiag  with  hand-spikes  to  get 
them  off.  We  made  a  temporary  boom  last  year  on  the  right  hand 
s'de  of  the  channel  going  <iown,  more  especially  for  getting  logs  over 
the  Dells.  Had  it  not  been  for  that  boom,  and  the  accumulation  of 
logs  against  the  boom  during  a  portion  of  the  summer,  we  should 
have  to  have  suspended  runnine  lumber  wholly. 

Previous  to  our  having  a  mill  there,  we  have  had  to  get  lumber 
from  mills  above,  where  we  have. had  our  logs  sawed  on  shares;  and 
different  seasons  we  have  experienced  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in 
getting  our  lumber  down.  One  season  in  particular,  that  I  remem- 
ber of,  I  had  {lumber  laying  at  Pound  &  Haiburt's  mill,  and  sawed 
by  them  ;  for  &ve  weeks  after  being  sawed,  waiting  for  sufficient 
vifater  to  get  it  down  to  Eau  Claire  and  out  of  the  river  When  I 
got  it,  I  employed  the  pilots,  that  had  the  running  of  Pound  & 
Salburt's  lumber,  through  Mr.  Halburt,  to  run  the  same  lumber  to 
Ean  Claire.  They  run  these  Chippewa  rafts,  of  1^  cribs,  in  single 
string  to  a  point  just  below  where  the  wagon  bridge  croses  the  Chip- 
pewa, half  a  mile  below  the  Dells.  I  paid  them  for  running  the 
same  lumber  {1.05  per  thousand  feet.  Peter  1  ago  was  the  Pilot  in 
charge.  I  have  had  lumber  got  down  by  other  pilots,  that  has  cost 
me  even  more  than  that  on  the  same  ground. 

During  a  sufficient  stage  of  water  to  run  full  rafts,  we  usually  run 
without  much  difficulty ;  we  never  attempt  to  run  in  hi|h  water.  A 
usual  Chippewa  raft,  when  water  is  sufficient,  is  eighteen  cribs» 
sometimes  twenty -one.  The  only  difficulty  attending  is  at  some 
sharp  benda  and  rocky  points  in  the  river ;  we  find  it  dimooH  alwaj 
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to  avoid  tlio6e  rocky  points.  The  large  portion  of  the  BeasoDsrioee 
I  have  been  on  tho  river,  onr  lumber  from  above  has  been  rafted 
twelve  oourRes  deep— -ocoainonally  fourteen  and  sixteen,  while  below 
we  htLve  rafted  a  large  portion  of  the  time  from  fourteen  to  sixteen 
eourses,  sonetimes  eighteen  to  twenty.  Rafts  vary  in  sise  from 
£aa  Clairo  down,  from  eighteen  Co  twenty-eight  cribs,  ocessionallj 
as  high  as  forty  cribs.  The  great  necessity  for  tbis  proposed  in- 
provement,  in  my  estimation,  consists  in  the  great  need  of  seenre 
bDomage. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  secure  boomage  on  the  mtis 
Chippewa ;  the  only  point  on  the  river  at  which  we  have  had  toy 
means  of  stopping  logs  that  came  down  the  river,  has  been  si  s 
point  two  miles  above  Chippewa  Falls  ;  there  they  have  a  dam  at 
the  head  of  the  Falls,  but  not  of  sufficient  height  to  create  nraok 
slack  water  where  there  boom  was  ;  consequently  they  have  bad  at 
a  point,  known  as  their  jam  boom,  large  jams  of  logs  when  tbey 
had  high  water,  together  with  ice  and  logs  to  make  it ;  wc  had  two 
jams,  the  past  two  seasocs,  there,  of  large  proportion?,  caasiog  se- 
rious loss  to  various  parties,  not  from  the  fact  of  their  being  stopped 
there,  but  because  there  was  not  sufficient  flowagc  to  hold  tbem 
there  without  jamming,  and  because  we  had  no  similar  place  below 
to  take  care  of  tbose  that  were  owned  at  Eau  Claire  when  let  oat, 
and  to  assort  and  pass  on  those  destinud  for  other  markets.  I  think 
that  they  could  handle  logs' at  this  point  I  have  been  speaking  of— 
their  jam  boom — when  the  water  is  not  too  bigb,  what  woald  be 
necessary  for  their  own  mills,though  I  think  their  boomage  e&paeity 
would  btj  short  for  that ;  if  they  had  works  above  of  a  permanes* 
nature,  dams  and  piers,  so  as  to  hpld  logs  back  during  ice  freabeM 
or  floods,  they  could  then  let  them  down  into  their  present  pond 
without  loss  or  detention  to  others  to  any  considerable  extent. 

The  difficulty  to  tliu  manufacturers  located  below  has  been  tbe 
want  of  slack  water  to  erect  and  build  booms,  so  that  they  could  as- 
sort and  hold  logs ;  they  have  nearly  every  year  since  I  have  been 
on  the  river  met  with  heavy  losses  in  consequence  of  not  bsTiof 
such  boomage ;  the  past  season,  during  high  water,  in  Auga^t  and 
September,  a  large  proporfiion  of  booms  on  the  river  broke  and  let  the 
logs  go  on  to  the  bottoms  below  Eau  Claire ;  being  late  in  the  sesr 
son,  there  was  not  so  large  a  loss  as  would  have  been  earlier ;  qinte 
a  portion  of  these  logs  are  now  Iving  on  the  bottoms,  from  firs  to 
twenty-five  miles  below  Eau  Clatre,  some  on  the  bank,  others  ib 
sloughs,  others  a  mile  or  more  back  ;  these  logs  are  worth,  where 
they  lay,  about  (5  per  thousand ;  we  sell  them  for  this  to  partM0 
who  pay  for  them  when  they  can  get  them ;  in  consequcooe  oi  *bs 
insecure  boomage  in  the  Chippewa  river,  there  is  less  seoarity  i« 
operating  tlwre  than  any  point  I  have  knowlege  of;  in  cooseqnwos 
of  that  insecurity  scumpage  is  worth  less  io  those  who  own  lands, 
and  logs  less  to  those  woo  have  them  to  sell.  ^^ 

We  have  paid  for  the  past  five  or  six  years  for  logs  on  bank,  nf« 
four  to  five  dollars  per  thousand.    For  the  past  two  seasons,  I  a*^ 
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tried  to  make  contracts  with  those  wo  purchased  of  to  pay  seven  del* 
lars  per  thousand  for  what  we  conld  set  in  our  own  boom,  or  get 
an  account  of  at  other  mills,  but  I  haye  not  fouiid  parties  who 
wanted  to  sell  on  these  conditions. '  T  know  of  one  who  did  sell  to 
Hodgen's  dc  Eobineon  on  these  conditions,  and  tbej  said  they 
would  never  sell  any  more  in  that  way.  Last  year,  we  had  upw:  rds 
ot  twenty-five  millions  of  logs  in  Chippewa  river,  and  sawed  out  of 
our  own  logs,  ab  ut  eight  million  feet,  and  got  an  aocouot  of,  in- 
cluding what  we  sawed,  a  l.ttle  upwards  of  fifteen  xi  illions.  That 
includes  a  portion  of  those  that  went  on  to  the  bottom  below  and 
were  measured  where  they  lay.  A  portion  of  this  difierenoe  of  what 
we  sawed  ourselves,  we  got  legs  in  exchange  for  what  we  awed  for 
others.  Most  of  the  balance  we  got  lumber  for  where  they  sawed  on 
shares. 

The  result  of  our  present  system  of  boomage,  Is  a  constant 
vnrangle  between  mill  owners  ^ni  log  owners,  who  wish  to  drive  their 
logs  down  the  river ;  so  far  as  my  observation  goe»,  quite  a  large 
portion  of  the  residents  of  Ghippewa  valley,  interested  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  lumber '  trade,  are  anxious  for  secure  boomage  at 
those  points  named  in  the  bill  now  pending  ;  also  a  large  portion  of 
the  non-resident  land  owners. 

The  water  was  particularly  low  at  the  Dells  and  at  other  points, 
when  our  lumber  was  detained  five  weeks  at  Chippewa  Falls. 

Cro$9'examinatton. — ^We  have  one  mill  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
above  proposed  dam,  (firm  of  lograbam  6c  Kennedy)  ;  have  thrue 
mills  about|'two  acd  one-half  miles  by  river,below  the  dam  ;  mills  are 
run  by  steam,  located  on  river;  take  logs  out  of  river  to  saw; 
there  are  sixteen  mills  at  Eau  Claire  dependent  on  the  Chippewa 
river ;  these  sixteen  include  my  four  mills  ;  one  mill  we  built  in 
1857,  second  in  lb59,  third  was  built  in  I860,  fourth  in  1861  ; 
have  used  the  first  mill  ever  since ;  we  acquired  the  second  mill  last 
year ;  wo  fcuilt  third  mill  and  used  it  since  ;  the  last  bought 
two  years  ago  ;  been  running  mills  there  about  thirteen  years  with- 
out any  dam  across  river  ;  we  got  our  logs  from  Eau  Claire  during 
the  first  years,  and  from  Chippewa  since ;  about  seventy  millons 
were  manufactured  at  Eau  Claire  last  season,  excluhive  of  Eau  Claire 
Company  ;  this  is  very  near  the  amount  sawed — shown  by  scalers' 
accounts  und  ly  our  dealing  with  mills;  wo  take  part  estimate 
from  government  scale  bills  ;  every  mill  owner  has  a  scaler,  usually 
appointed  by  the  inspector  ;  we  had  a  deputy  scaler  last  year,  who 
looked  after  a  portion  of  the  mills  ;  he  took  his  reports  from  our 
scale  Book 

There  was  no  inspector  appointed  for  our  mill  last  season.     We 

claim  the  right  to   saw  our  own  logs  and  have  onr  own  scaler.     I 

think  about  the  same  were  sawed  year  before.     I  couldn't  say  posi- 

ively  how  many  w§re  Chippewa  logs  ;  should  say  not  far  from  fifty- 

five  millions  last  lear,  and  about  the  same  the  year  before ;  average

from  tbirty-five  to  fiftj  million  for  tbe  last  five  years.  There  has 
been  thirty  to  forty  million  of  lumber  manufactured  above  our  upper 
mill.  About  one  hundred  and  twenty  million  logs  have  been  mn 
through  the  Dells  for  five  years.  Our  upper  mill  is  three-fourths  mile 
above  proposed  dam  ;  our  mill  is  sixteen  to  eighteen  feet  above  level 
cf  river;  I  think  dam  would  make  slaek  water  at  our  mill ;  would 
enable  us  to  hold  logs,  and  give  us  better  water  to  run  lumber 
off  in. 

Think  the  proposed  dam  and  ohute  would  operate  well ;  think  we 
could  run  lumber  better  over  the  dam  sixteen  feet  high  than  with- 
out it,  in  average  stage  of  water.  I  know  in  my  own  mind,  that  six- 
teen feet  overcomes  natural  difficulty  of  river.  The  dam  would 
cover  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  up  and  down  tbe  river,  slide 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet ;  the  dam  is  to  bo  put  at  lower  end  of 
high  banks ;  the  Dells  are  three-fourths  miles  in  length  ;  our  mill  ie 
at  tb^  bead  of  the  Dells ;  the  fall  over  Dells  about  three  feet ;  I 
never  knew  a  dam  to  raise  water  equal  to  the  raise  in  the  river;  the 
river  banks  spread  out  as  the  water  rises  ;  water  from  ankle-deep  to 
to  twenty  inches  in  summer,  at  the  Dells  ;  it  is  fair  runniog  stage 
with  average  depth  of  two  feet  on  Dells ;  good  running  at  three 
feet ;  over  five  or  six  feet  is  too  high  ;  have  run  Dells  safely  at 
from  two  to  five  feet ;  can  run  as  well  as  with  a  dam;  can  run  it 
better  than  with  a  dam ;  can  run  it  right  alon£;  without  any  pre- 
paration ;  h  vc  been  running  for  last  seven  or  eight  years. 

'  Lumber  will  run  when  logs  will  not  ;  have  found  difficulty  in  run- 
ning logs  at  two  to  three   feet ;  this  is  the  only  difficulty.  )  By  tbe 
Chippewa   valky   we   mean   from  mouth  of  Chippewa  to  140  miles 
above  £au  Claire,  including  parts  of  Pepin,   Dunn,  Eau  Claire  and 
Chippewa  counties.      1  mean  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  Chip- 
pewa valley   people    are  in   favor  of  this  identical  Improvement ; 
consider  eight-tenths  a  large   proportion;  I  should   say  there  were 
about   thirty  to   forty  thousand  people  in  Chippewa  valley ;  have 
talked  with  a  great  many  on  this  subject ;  I  believe  eight-tenths  of 
the  peoplu  in  Chippewa  valley  favor  this  Improvement ;  ei^ht-tenths 
of  all  1  ever  conversed  with  favorea  it;  have  talked  with  hundreds, 
and  circulated  pctitioi^s  among  hundreds  ;  have  talked  with  hundreds 
in  Chippewa  county ;  have  talked  with  Mr.  Smith  of  Blooaier  Prai- 
rie ;  also  with  John  Barron,  one  of  the  county  board,  who  is  in  &• 
vor  of  it ;  he  has  the  '*bluo  mills ;''  been  lumbering  eight  or  ten 
years ;  he  has  been  interested  in  this  improvement  eight  or  ten 
years. 

I  talked  with  Mr.  Smith,  and  he  talked  as  plainly  as  he  could  that 
he  was  in  favor  of  the  improvement.  He  thought  it  advisjble  to 
circul&to  a  petition,  and  get  signers  for  this  improvement. 

The  chutes  were  built  on  the  Ottawa  to  run  lumber  ;  couldn't  be 
run  without  them  ;  lumber  and  timber  run  over  them,  but  more  lum- 
ber now  ;  my  personal  observation  was  that  lumber  run  over  them 
with  safety  and  dinpatoh  ;  they  raft  in  similar  itilll^nfif  tf  ours,  but 
differently  grubbed  up ;  they  have  no  oooasion  to  use  spring-poles  or 
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plank  \n  front ;  the  Ottawa  is  esrtimated  to  be  eqnal  in  volume  at 
times  to  Niagara  Fells  ;  there  is  a  chnte  on  each  side  of  the  falls  ; 
the  approaohcs  to  both  sides  of  the  Ottawa  are  through  piers  and 
booms,  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  handling  logs ;  neither  side 
is  protected  by  bank  of  river  ;  have  seen  ten  strings  of  lumber  pas- 
sing safely  through  the  slide^following  each  other  in  cl  se  succession ; 
they  have  severe  ice  freshets;  the  ice  sometimes  comes  nut  of  the  lake 
eight  miles  above  thb  falls,  and  piles  up  on  the  piers  and  falls  at  a 
fearful  rate  ;  the  slides  were  built  bj  an  American  by  the  name  of 
Wright,  on  the  north  side,  and  by  the  Canada  Oovernment  on  the 
south  side,  wh  ch  now  owns  both. 

I  think  the  improvement  proposed,  if  put  in  in  a  substantial  man- 
ner, according  to  Mr.  Smith's  plan,  would  let  lumber  over  the  slide 
better  and  more  safely  than  can  bo  run  over  the  same  place  during 
a  largo  portion  of  the  season.  If  improvements  were  not  put  in 
well,  they  would  go  out,  and  follow  the  same  as  the  pier  we  put  in 
at  the  head  of  the  Dells — which  was  one  hundred  feet  long,  sixteen 
feet  wide  and  nineteen  feet  in  height.  At  the  time  their  jam  boom 
broke  above,  Ijgs,  etc.  accumulated  in  such  quanties,  tba^  our  pier 
and  boom  attached,    were  swept  out  in  consequence  of  rapid  current. 

If  the  slide  became  broken  on  account  of  freshet,  rafts  would  go 
through  the  lock ;  if  dam  and  slide  were  broken,  the  effect  would 
be  to  stop  navigation  till  they  were  repaired  ;  the  depth  of 'water 
would  be  about  sixteen  feet  at  entrance  to  chute  or  piers ;  the  plan 
shows  the  piers  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  long  and  sixteen  feet 
wide,  running  up  and  down  and  forming  part  of  dam  ;  they  are  to 
be  filled,  with  rock  ;  the  water  is  twenty  to  forty  feot  at  Pound  & 
Halbert's  piers  ;  I  think  if  the  piers  are  of  sufficient  size  on  the 
rock  at  the  Dells,  they  will  withstand  any  ice  freshot,  and  remain ; 
I  think  these  piers  would  be  stronger  than  those  above  the  Falls. 

The  piers  for  ice  breakers  are  to  be  above  the  piers  at  the  dam. 
Have  had  difficulty  in  getting  lumber  out  of  Chippewa  river  belo^ 
£an  Claire,  but  we  keep  running.  Not  much  Eau  Claire  lumber 
laying  below  Kau  Claire  on  river,  bat  much  Chippewa  Falls  lumber 
which  has  been  broken  up  coming  over  the  rocks  below  the  falls. 
Have  known  lumber  rafts,  ten  courses  deep,  stuck  below  Eau  Claire« 
If  wo  keep  in  the  best  water  we  invariably  get  out  of  the  Chippewa. 
Lumber  has  been  left  purposely  on  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Chippe- 
wa to  raise  the  water,  and  then  swung  off;  there  is  some  inconveni- 
ence experienced  from  piers  in  river  and  some  places  narrowed  up  by 
wing  booms.  Think  I  have  seen  four  string  rafts  run  down  tho 
Chippewa.  Am  aware  lumber  was  rafted  twelve  courses  deep  most 
of  last  season,  which  has  been  unusual ;  we  run  twelve  deep  in  low 
seasons,  at  Eau  Claire,  when  we  could  not  get  it  over  the  Dells 
with  only  one  string  and  with  some  hand  spiking.  There  is' no  se- 
cuxity  for  logs  below  for  want  of  these  ftowage  works  above. 

If  logs  could  be  secured  and  regulated  by  reservoirs  and  booms 
above,  they  would  be  secure  to  all  behiw.  There  would  be  less  dan- 
ger also  ;  but  there  would  be  danger  then  from  sudden  rises.  I  think 
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the  river  would  be  liable  to  sudden  rites  orea  if  there  were  fleoiiDg 
dams,  and  jams  made  from  aeoumolation  of  logs ;  jama  would  not 
have  occurred  if  they  bad  been  kept  back  in  an  upper  pond,  and  a 
reasonable  amount  might  hove  been  assorted.  - 

Our  experience  is  that  logs  can  be  assorted  to  some  extent  at  our 
booms,  that  come  down  the  Chippewa ;  with  flood -wood  and  many 
logs  running,  we  cannot  assort  many  of  them;  we  cannot  assort 
them  at  night ;  we  are  cot  able  to  hold  many  logs  above  our  assert- 
ing works.  The  accumulation  of  high  water,  logs  and  flood-wood 
from  broken  booms  above,  all  tended  to  carry  off  our  booms  be- 
low. The  storage  boom  at  Chippewa  Falls  held  after  the  jam 
boom  was  broke,  [To  Mr.  Pound.]  We  regard  your  storage  boom 
as  essentially  a  jam  boom.  With  secure  boomage  above  all  millit 
I  think  the  price  of  logs  would  be  advanced  somewhat,  becaase 
they  would  come  in  competition  with  Mississippi  log«.  I  do  not 
think  it  would  advance  the  price  of  logs  at  Eau  Claire,  became 
it  would  not  afi'ord  such  security  as  they  need. 

Charlbs  Sib^ht,  sworn : 

I  reside  at  West  Eau  Claire  ;  am  pilot  on  Chippewa  river ;  am 
pretty  well  acquainted  with  Chippewa  river,  from  falls  to  mouth ; 
the  river  from  the  falls  to  E<iu  Claire  has  a  strong,  rapid  current, 
with  hard,  rooky  gravel  bottom,  and  some  crooked  ;  it  is  diffiooit 
to  run  lumber  sometimes  ;  the  dijQSoulty  is  oaused  by  low  water  and 
rooky  channel ;  know  the  place  called  the  •*  Dells  ;"  have  run  Um- 
ber frequently  ovor  them  ;  meet  with  difficulties  very  of  tea  there, 
from  low  water,  crooked  channel  and  rocks,  which  we  stick  on  *,  i*^ 
low  water,  have  to  run  one  string  at  a  time,  six* cribs  long;  very 
often  break  up  strings  in  two  ',  have  seen  four  different  strings 
strung  up  at  one  time ;  frequently  have  to  be  rafted  off;  these  dif' 
Acuities  existed  two  or  three  weeks  la:>t  y^ar,  which  was  an  extraor- 
dinary good  season  for  water  ;  siogle  strings  were  run  last  year  from 
ten  days  to  two  weeks. 

Am  acquainted  with  point  at  head  of  the  proposed  cut-off  (*• 
shown  by  map).  Commencing  at  the  island  above,  the  current  roof 
down  to  a  point  on  the  right  side  of  the  river  below  the  mill,  theo 
bears  to  the  left,  then  more  to  the  right,  between  two  boom»» 
then  to  the  left  agi-in,  and  then  t3  the  right  under  a  gravel  bar  to* 
wards  the  head  of  the  cut-off.  After  passing  the  point  of  thecni- 
off,  it  turns  towards  the  left  shore. 

The  point  at  the  Dells  has  been  bad  for  running  lumber  since  I 
have  known  it — for  twelve  years ;  been  pijot  on  the  fivet  eleven 
years ;  some  seasons  have  to  run  single  strings  for  two  months ; 
some  less ;  one  season  could  not  run  at  all  for  sometime.  Think 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  running  rafts  through  the outOBi 
after  entering  the  head.  There  is  no  dmculty  in  handling  f*^^' \^ 
in  slack  water  with  oars,  except  when  there  are  high. winds.  7°^ 
bed  of  the  channel  at  the  Dells  is  rock— some  rough  and  i^® 
smooth. 
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OroiB-examination, — ^HaTe  run  eleren  years  on  Chippewa  river ; 
havQ  run  on  Black  river ;  have  found  diffioulty  there ;  have  found 
low  water  on  other  rivers  at  some  seasons  ;  have  rnn  on  Delaware, 
from  Black  City  to  Wells  Falls  ;  rnn  there  most  always  on  floods  ; 
steamhoats  ran  there  sometimes. 

Lumber  oan  bo  run  on  Chippewa  in  good  stage  of  water  with 
reasonable  facility ;  the  foot  of  the  Dells  is  most  difficult  point ; 
bottom  here,  formerly  rock,  is  now  covered  with  a  gravelly  bar ; 
lumber  Usually  sticks  on  sides  of  channel  when  very  low ;  lumber 
was  run  very  well  from  Ban  Claire  dowii  to  the  '*  Flower  Pot,"  at 
mouth  of  river  ;  then  water  was  scattered  out,  but  part  of  lumber 
was  got  through. 

I  think  if  we  had  run  one  orib  at  a  time  from  Chippewa  Falls,  as 
we  did  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  below  the  Flower  Pot,  wfe  might 
have  .'  ot  it  through ;  the  most  difficult  place  is  at  the  foo'  of  the 
Dells ;  I  understand  the  dam  is  to  bo  at  the  difficult  point  spoken 
of,  at  the  upper  edge  of  the  gravel  bar ;  banks  pretty  high  on  both 
sides ;  the  bed  is  solid  rock  where  the  railroad  bridgo  crosses ;  the 
gravel  bar  used  to  be  higher  \ip  ;  putting  in  the  piers  has  washed 
it  dov"  n  a  trifle;  the  Chippewa  rivor  is  a  good  river  for  running 
rafts  from  the  falls  to  Eau  Claire  in  good  stages  of  water ;  the 
great  bulk  of  lumber  is  usually  run  down  in  June. 

Lumber  has  been  run  every  year  in  June,  since  I  have  been  there, 
except  during  the  low  water  season  I  have  described  ;  the  river  isi 
deepest  on  the  right  hand  side,  coming  down,  at  the  head  of  cut-off  ^ 
have  not  measured  it  since   the   boom    was  put  in.  but  run  dowa  il 
pole  last  summer;  don't  know  as  I  measured  it  with  a  view  to  see 
which  was  the  deepest  side  ;  have  measured  the  opposiio  side  many 
times  when  I  passed  over  it ;  not  as  much   water  on  the  side  oppo^ 
site  the  cut-off ;  my  residence  is  at  West  Eau  Clair ) ;  the  Cliippe- 
wa  is  better  than  Black  river  for  running  lumber  ;  cannot  run  lum* 
ber  on  Black  river  except  at  time  of  floods. 

C.  R   GlbasonI  sworn. 

Reside  at  Eau  Claire :  am  in  merchantile  business  at  present. 
Have  been  in  forwarding  business  on  the  river  nine  years  at  Eau 
Claire  proyious  to  last  year  ;  kept  the  steamboat  cffioe*  There  were 
five  trips  by  steamer  to  Chippewa  falls  last  year ;  the  same  boat 
made  an  effort  to  make  the  sixth  trip,  but  failed  to  get  over 
the  Dells.     The  navigation  to  Eau  Claire  last  year,  was  continuous. 

In  1860,  I  think  the  host  made  two  tiips;  in  1861,  three  or 
four ;  in  1862,  one ;  in  1863  and  1864,  none ;  in  1865,  five  or  six ; 
in  1866,  about  the  same;  in  1867,  one  fair  sized  boat  made  two 
trips,  and  one  small  boat  eighty-five  feet  long,  ten  feet  beam,  ten 
or  twelve  trips ;  another  boat  a  little  larger,  called  "Union,"  about 
the  same  ;  in  1868,  about  the  same  as  1867 ;  in  1869,  boats  made 
tbirty-nine  trips — that  season  was  extraordinary  for  water. 

The  map  shown  here  was  made  by  Mr.  Bennaton^  civil  engrneer.

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The  loap  is  correct.     The  cut  off  is  fifty-nine  rods  aoroBB  with  three 
feet  fall« 

Cr 08 i 'examination. — The  banks  of  the  cut-off  will  never  over- 
flow from  the  dam,  when  two  hundred  feet  wide;  i'^  was  good  most  of 
the  time  ruDning  to  Eau  Claire,  when  it  was  difficult  to  get  to  the 
falls  ;  there  cottld  have  been  more  trips  to  the  falls  whether  there 
was  business  or  not ;  there  was  plenty  of  water  on  the  Dells  when 
the  steamer  failed  to  go  up  last  year,  for  want  of  powei  to  run  up, 
though  it  was  one  of  the  best  boat  ever  ran  up  the  river ;  it  was 
easy  to  get  up  the  river  to  Eau  Claire  at  that  time ;  not 
as  much  business  to  the  Falls  as  to  Eau  Claire  ;  have  interest  in, 
and  have  taken  a  good  deal  of  interest  in  getting  this  improvement ; 
I  know  there  was  no  logjam  at  the  time  the  boat  failed  to  go  up 
last  season  ;  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  it  was  the 
current  that  obstructed  the  boat,  but  I  do  know  that  it 
was  not  logs ;  the  same  boat, — the  Silas  Wright.  —  made 
thirty-five  tripsin  1869,  and  five  trips  last  season  ;  I  know  the  fact 
that  large  quantities  of  lumber,  in  rafts,  have  run  d^wn  the  river 
from  the  falls,  since  I  have  lived  there. 

Lumber  comes  "floating"  down- the  Delb,  in  rafts  in  good  water, 
sometimes  in  single  strings,  sometimes  in  cribs  and  parts  of  cribs 
and  sometimes  in  loose  boards  ;  rua  in  single  strings  in  low  stage  of 
water ;  run  in  single  strings  for  six  weeks  last  year  when  I  was 
there ;  they  coupled  right  below  my  warehouse,  at  boat  lauding,  and 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  dewn ;  last  sc .  son,  as  a  whole,  was  better 
than  the  average  for  water ;  has  been  as  much  impedient  at  the 
Dells  the  last  season  as  usual.  I  have  no  doubt  that  rafts  break 
up  below  Eau  Claire,  but  not  from  the  same  causes  ;  I  have  passed 
up  and  down  the  river  on  steamboats,  and  seen  rafts  stick  on  sand 
bars  and  tow  heads  on  lower  part  of  Chippewa.

Gbobob  Winans  sworn. 

My  occupation  is  pilot  on  the  Chippewa  and  Mississippi  rivers; 
have  government  licenso  therefor  ;  have  had  fifteen  years  experiecce 
as  pilot ;  have  nnvigatcd  the  Chippewa  from  the  falls  to  its  modth  ; 
am  familiar  with  its  channels  in  high  and  low  water;  have  navigated 
the  river  with  steamer  to  Chippewa  Falls :  rafts  vary  in  size  on  the 
river  ;  the  usual  size  is  three  cribs  wide,  six  and  seven  long ;  cribs 
sixteen  by  thirty  two  feet ;  average  depth  of  those  I  handled  last 
summer  sixteen  courses  ;  have  seen  them  run  one  string  wider  fre- 
quently ;  in  ordinary  stage  of  water  run  three  cribs  wide  and  six 
or  seven  long.  From  the  Falls  to  E^u  Clairo  the  natare  of  the 
river  is  different ;    the  bed  Is  largely  rock  and  gravel ;  there  are

two  places,  called  upper  and  lower  Dells ;  the  upper  I  consider 
most  difficult ;  bottom  of  lower  Dells  is  very  smooth  and  flat, 
with  exception  of  the  channel ;  upper  DeUs  about  one  third  the 
way  to  Eau  Claire  from  the  Falls ;  one  place  in  the  upper  Dells  has 
no  good  channel  through  it  ;  on  lower  Dells»  the  chmnel  is  some 
two  feot  to  two  &nd  a  half  deep,  while  the  sides  are  about  tea  inch- 
es deep ;  in  extreme  low  water  this  channel  is  ooly  wide  onough 
for  one  string  ;  I  never  knew  a  string  of  lumber  to  stick  that  '  as 
kept  m  the  channel ;  280  feet  below  the  bridge,  the  naturo  uf  the 
bottom  of  the  channel  changes,  it  gets  flatter  ;  has  small  loose  rock 
and  gravel,  and  keeps  accumulating  till  it  forms  gravel  bars.  The 
bars  are  formed  about  450  feet  below  the  railroad  bridge. 

In  going  up  the  river  with  our  boat,  after  we  bad  ^ot  above  this 
point  (two  hundred  and  eighty  feet,  below  the  bridge),  I  had  no 
further  difficulty,  except  with  strong  current; .  the  river  on  either 
side  of  the  gravel  point  is  flat ;  the  depths  are  less  than  at  any 
other  placo  ;  the  railroad  bridge  changed  the  formation  of  the  chan- 
nel last  summer,  so  there  were  two  channels  at  the  bwer  point  of 
the  Dells ; .  in  fair  stages  of  water  there  is  no  difficulty  in  runnisg 
lumber  over  this  portion  of  the  river. 

In  extreme  low  w^ter  th<?re  are  numbers  of  places  extremely  dif- 
ficult ;  the  river  has*  sand  bottom  below,  with  some  gravel  bars;  in 
the  low  seasons  of  1863  and  1^04  there  was  as^reat  difficulty  in 
running  the  lower  end  of  ho  river  as  the  Dells ;  rafts  that  run  safely 
over  the  DcIIs  were  laid  up  between  £au  Claire  and  the  mouth  of 
the  river ;  Mr.  Lemgbin  and  myself  went  down  and  rafted  tbem 
ovef,  making  them  only  eight  courses  deep,  and  then  they  rubbed 
in  several  places;  during  tlmt  season  steamboat  navigation  wag  not 
g:>od  anywhere,  and  at  one  time  steamboats  did  not  run  at  all  on 
the  Chippewa  river. 

Inhere  were  no  exports  at  the  Falls  and  it  would  not  pay  boats  to 
run  up  ;  I  consider  the  river  to  Chippewa.  Falls  as  navigable,  for  the 
sized  boats  and  rafts  run  on  the  river,  as  the  Mississippi  is  for  the 
boats  on  that  river ;  there  are  difficulties  in  running  the  Missis- 
sippi with  rafts  and  boats  ;  three  months  in  1S64,  the  regular  line 
of  packets  never  crossed  the  rapids ;  last  summer  the  line  was 
broken  up  at  the  lower  rapids  for  five  weeks ;  I  took  over  eighteen 
cribs  at  once  of  lumber  over  the  lower  rapids  at  that  time ;  largo 
numbers  of  rafts  were  ^tuck  on  these  rapids ;  the  average  deplh 
run  on  the  Chippewa  last  year  could  not  have  been  run  over  the 
lower  llississiopi  rapids  in  1863  or  1864  ;  the  channel  at  the 
point  of  the  Dells  can  be  deepened  and  straightencdi  and  made  por-- 
mently  better,  as  the  bottom  is  rock,  and  once  dug  out,  would  n:t 
fill  up  like  sand.  If  the  channel  was  so  deepened,  it  wou^d  be  hotter 
than  at  the  lower  end  of  the  river,  because  it  would  not  be  liable  to 
fill  up  in  high  water. 

Locating  this  proposed  dam  far  up  ia  the  Delli,  to  let,  tho  foot  of 
the  Slide  rest  on  the  rock,  the  dam  would  be  placed  across  the  river 
where  the  water  is  not  over  ten  inches  deep  in  ordinary  stages  of  wa- 
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ter,  with  the  exception  of  the  narrow  ohannol  spoken  of.  The  slide 
will  necessarily  have  to  be  placed  so  as  to  deliver  lauiber  in  this 
channel ;  the  lock  must  of  necessity  bo  on  the  right  hand  side, 
which  would  place  it  whsre  in  ordinarily  lew  water  ifc  is  only  ten 
inches  deep.  The  effect  would  be  to  give  ns  a  lock  that.weooald 
not  get  a  boat  to,  as  the  river  now  Is.  The  fall,  from  this  point  to 
the  toot  of  the  Dells  is  about  a  foot ;  this  lock,  reaching  above  wa- 
ter, will  stop  the  water  falling;  over  the  breast  of  the  dam  t  thai 
point,  and  the  fall  of  the  water  will  leave  less  water  below  the  lock. 
Have  never  run  rafts  over  chutes,  but  have  been  over  them  at  Chip- 
pewa Falls  arid  at  Monoraince,  four  years  ago  ;  once  they  tore  the 
bottom  out.  and  twice  went  over  safely.  At  Chippewa  Falls  there 
was  but  half  the  chnte  in,  and  the  bottom  was  torn  out  of  one  crib. 
Have  run  rafts  that  passed  Chippewa  Falls  dam,  and  one  raft,  last 
summer,  that  passed  Knapp,  Stout  &  Co.'s  dam  ;  the  last  was  the 
worst  broken  on  the  bottom  thr.t  I  ever  did  run  ;  1  got  it  broken  at 
the  mouth  of  Chippewa  ;  it  was  good  running  stage  of  water ;  the 
grub  planks  were  torn  off  the  bottom. 

I  consider  the  back  water  to  be  created  by  the  p!*oposed  dam,  the 
greatest  objection  to  it,  from  the  fact  that  the  river  is  so  crooked 
that  the  wind  will  blow  cross  ways  at  some  point ;  I  find  by  a  record 
of  ten  years  that  the  wind  blows  one  day  out  of  three  during  (sum- 
mer months,  and  half  as  much  iu  spring  and  falj  months.  Near- 
ly all  of  tl  .'se  wtiids  are  sufficient  i')  cau&e  detention  in  slack  water. 
It  costs  about  $20  a  9o.j  to  run  a  chip-raft — usual  size,  hundred 
thousand  feet ;  when  the  Mississippi  is  higher  than  the  Chippewa, 
the  water  backs  up  fiom  one  and  one-half  to  three  miles.  The 
Chippewa  pilots  are  stopped  by  winds  at  the  point  at  the  mouth  ; 
one  time  I  waited  four  days  for  a  raft  that  was  in  sight  ;  when 
then  there  is  slack  water  the  ice  freezes  at  greater  depth  than  at 
the  mpids  ;  the  ice  would  remain  some  time  after  it  had  gone  oat 
below  and  above  ;  the  ice  goes  out  of  the  Mississippi,  below  Lake 
Pepin,  ten  to  twenty.five  days  before  it  do^s  in  the  lake  ;  during 
this  time  ice  remains  solid  in  the  lake. 

The  witness  does  not  believe  the  cut  off  wouli  carry  off  the  water 
with  a  sixteen  feet  dam  bel^^w,  but  that  the  three  feet  fall  would  be 
obliterated  thereby,  and  the  cu'-off  be  filled  up  with  sand,  sediment, 
etc.  I  think  the  cut-off  can  be  made  practicable  without  a  dam,  but 
it  cannot  be  made  practicable  with  the  cut-off  at  right  angles  with 
the  river,  as  appears  by  the  map ;  I  do  not  think  the  present  bed 
of  river  will  be  rendered  dry  by  this  cut-off,  but  that  the  water  in 
the  bend  will  be  deeper  than  low,  with  the  dam  below ;  I  think  the 
bend  would  be  a  good  place  for  boomage,  with  a  cut-off  and  without 
a  dam  ;  I  think  it  would  be  bettered  by  a  dam  above  the  foot  of  the 
out-off ;  the  difficulties  of  running  through  cut-off  and  over  chute 
while  logs  are  tnuning,  will  bo  increased  by  logs  getting  under  rufts 
and  ioterferiog  with  oars  ;  the  rafts  may  be  broken  in  running  on 
the  uppor  Dolls  aad  will  be  more  difficult  to  ru3  over  the  slide  ;  at 
time  lumber  can  ran  safely  over  Ohippewa  Falls,  there  is  no  diffi- 
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culty  in  ruDDiog  a  fall  Chippewa  raft  below  ;  mediuai  water  ia  neo* 
essary  to  run  the  Falls ;  lumber  ia  genorallj  more  or  less  damaged 
ruunin;^  over  tbe. Falls. 

Have  been  above  Chippewa  Falls  every  aprJog  for  nine  years.  It 
is  practical  to  soit  logs  at  tho  Falls  boom  ;  also  at  Mr.  Taylor's 
mill,  tbe  difficulty  decreasing  at  each  mill  below,  by  reaaou  of  less 
logs  to  sort.  It  is.  more  easy  to  sort  logs  at  Eau  Clairo  than  at 
mills  above.  Have  worked  every  year  sortiag  logs  a  I  the  jam^  at 
Falls.  It  is  more  preferable  to  so;«  logs  at  Wilkin's  Island  than 
at  Hodgcn's  and  Robinson's.  If  there  were  proper  works  above 
with  flood  gates  to  let  the  water  out,  the  logs  ooold  come  out  and  be 
assorted  below,  without  a  dam  at  Eau  Claire.  It  will  bo  equally 
necessary  to  havo  a  dam  at  other  mills  on  tho  river  as  ac  Eau 
Claire,  il  they  want  to  hold  any  quantity  ot  logs. 

OrcU'Examtnation. — Am  82  yearo  of  age  ;  been  with  Pound  & 
Halburt  sinee  '6l,  till  last  fall.  My  main  lusiness  in  running  lum- 
ber on  the  Mississippi,  Have  taken  deep  interest  in  this  Dells  mat- 
ter; I  do  not  wish,  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  navigation  on  the 
Chippewa,  from  the  Falls  to  Eau  Claire  is  as  good  as  below  Eau 
Claire  to  the  Mississippi,  at  all  times.  Sometimes  it  is  better 
aboTe  than  below.  I  think  rafts  would  be  detained,  twiuc  out  of 
three  times,  in  the  slack  water,  below  the  cut-off,  during  wind ;  of 
course  if  tho  rook  was  excavated  below  the  l(^6k,  it  would  fill  up  with 
water  sufficient  for  tbe  passage  of  boats.

Charles  Lanobtinb  sworn : 

I  reside  at  Chippewa  Falls ;  bave  lived  on  the  ^  hippewa  river 
sinee  1819;  have  been  engaged  piloting  rafts  since  1853  from  Chip- 
pewa Falls  to  tbe  mouth  of  the  river;  have  b^cn  in  the  logging 
business  winters ;  am  familiar  with  the  Chippewa  river  from  the 
tails  to  the  mouth  ;  the  usual  site  of  a  Chippewa  raft  is  eighteen 
eribs,  three  wide  and  six  long,  in  low  water ;  the  average  rafta  Irua 
last  season  were  sixteen  courses  deep  ;  we  run  betweenr  tventy-four 
and  twenty- five  millions  of  feet  for  the  company  ;  I  run  thirty-eight 
rafts  last  aeason  to  tbe  Mississippi,  averaging  about  one  hundred 
and  thtrty^flve  thousand  to  each  raft ;  twenty-eight  cribs,  sixteen 
eonrses  deep,  was  tbe  largest  raft  I  ever  run  over  tbe  Dells ;  run 
this  in  July,  1867  ;  the  water  was  at  medium  stage  ;  in  fair  stage 
the  water  is  from  four  to  eight  feet  in  the  river. 

On  January  11th,  1864,  I  started  from  the  Falls  with  two  other 
pilots,  with  rafts  twelve  courses  deep ;  arrived  at  Eau  Claire  at 
noon  on  the  12th  ;  got  over  the  Dells  in  pretty  good  sh%pe  ;  went 
down  to  Ooose  Lake  bar,  thirty  miles  below  Eau  Claire ;  was  three 
days  getting  over  that  bar  ;  had  seven  men  on  each  of  three  rafts  ; 
I  went  two  miles  below,  and  found  but  ten  inches  on  a  bar  ;  I  tied 
my  lumber  up,  sent  my  men  home  and  went  below  again  and  found 
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but  eight  inches  on  several  of  the  bars.  I  then  returned  up  river, 
measured  the  upper  Dells,  and  found  one  foot  of  water  there,  rod 
two  feet  on  the  lower  Dells  Soon  after  I  was  employed  to  re-raft 
Golman's  lumber  and  run  it.  I  rafted  it  eight  inches  derp,  and  was 
eight  days  in  running  it  *>hrough  to  the  Mississippi.  I  took  charge 
of  his  lumber  at  Hawkes'  bend,  thirty  miles  below  Ean  Claire.  I 
found  from  seven  to  eight  inches  on  several  bars  below  Durand.  I 
found  Eau  Claire  and  .  Chippewa  Falls  lumber  huog  up  on  the 
"  Flower  Pot."  They  had  given  up  rnnning  it ;  said  there  was  no 
way  getting  it  out  to  the  Mississippi ;  no  one  offered  to  run  out  lom- 
ber  ;  they  thought  it  impossible.  Providing  we  put  the  same  labor 
in,  we  could  have  run  lumber  over  the  Dells,  at  that  time,  as  well 
as  we  could  have  run  it  into  the  Mississippi.  • 

Am  not  much  acquainted  with  steamboats.  I  met  steamer  **  Un- 
ion" going  up  through  the  upper  Dells  ;  she  was  going  right  along. 
I  was  coming  down  on  a  raft ;  there  is  no  difficulty  in  running  rafts 
from  Chippewa  Falls  to  Eau  Claire,  in  ordinary  stage  of  water ; 
can  run  as  well  from  the  Falls  to  Eau  Claire,  as  from  Eau  Claire 
down  in  ordinary  stage.  The  river  from  the  Falls,  has  rocky  and 
gravel  bottom,  aod  can  be  run  with  less  difficulty,  because  the  chan- 
nel never  changes.  On  lower  river,  the  bottom  is  sandy,  the  chtn- 
nel  changes  with  every  little  freshet,  and  spreads  the  bars.  After 
those  freshets,  we  have  difficulty  for  two  weeks  in  getting  down  be- 
low Durand. 

Since  I  have  piloted  in  1853»  I  find  it  averages  a  good  deal  betitf 
from  the  Falls  to  Eau  Claire  than  it  does  below  Durand  to  the 
mouth  of  river ;  I  mi^an  that  I  can  run  lumber  cheaper  from  the 
Falls  down  to  Eau  Claire  than  below  Durand  for  the  same  distance; 
it  cost  twelve  cents  per  thousand  to  run  from  the  Falls  to  Eaa 
Claire  for  the  last  three  seasons;  from  Durand  out,  the  average 
cost  is  sixteen  cents  per  thousand  for  tKfenty-five  miles.  It  is  very 
'  near  the  same  distance  between  the  first  two  and  the  last  two  places 
named ;  we  generally  run  out  from  the  Falls  to  the  Mississippi  w 
three  days  in  good  stage ;  the  first  day  to  Eau  Claire  the  second  to 
near  Durand,  the  third  out  of  the  Chippewa. 

I  know  the  point  for  the  proposed  dam,  about  450  feet  below  the 
railroad  bridge  at  Eau  Claire ;  the  dam  proposed  is  16  feet;  it  is 
my  opinion  that  it  wculd  cost  considerable  more  to  run  lumber  with 
the  dam  than  now  ;  I  think  it  would  cost  moro  in  consequenoa  of 
having  to  run  through  the  dead  water;  I  know  it  would  deUin 
rafts  a  day,  at  the  dead  water,  tliror^h  the  season,  besides  raonipg 
all  the  risks  over  the  dam  ;  it  o  )  about  $20  a  day  to  run  a  Chip- 
pewa raft ;  I  could  run  the  distance  over  whioh  the  back  watear 
:would  extend,  five  or  six  rn^lcs,  as  it  now  is,  in  about  two  boors; 
no  mistake,  b  1 1  could  run  with  less  time  and  oost  and  witb  more 
safety  without  tie  dam ;  with  a  dam  there  is  more  or  less  danger  of 
breaking  up  rafts — no  matter  how  good  a  chute  may  bo  pat  in  * 
dam.  ** 

Should  think  a  sixteen-foot  dam  would  make  back-water  to  w 
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Ash  rapids,  which  is  five  or  biz  miles  by  way  of  cat  off  from  the 
dam  ;  the  worst  place  for  running  rafts  is  over  the  gravel  bars  four 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  below  the  Bridge  ;  I  never  had  any  trouble 
in. running  rafts  above  or  below  this  gravel  bar,  near  the  Dells  ; 
never  bad  trouble  in  running  raits  above  the  bridge  ;  the  most  diffi- 
cult part  to  rufi  is  below  the  bridge ;  it  is  about  two  miles  from  the 
head  to  the  foot  of  the  cut-off  by  the  bend  ;  the  two  .islands  above 
the  bend  are  called  Wilkin's  islands  ;  from  there  the  channel  bears 
to  the  right  by  crooked  rapids,  then  to  the  left  ;  then  the  channel 
keeps  the  middle  of  the  river  till  opposite  the  cut-off,  then  bears  off 
to  the  left  again,  and  contiv  ues  on  the  left  side  about  a  mile  round 
the  bend,  to  a  gravel  bav ;  the  current  bears  to  the  right,  half  a  mile 
above  the  cut-off,  thence  bears  off  to  the  left-hand  shore  ;  the  main 
current  opposite  the  head  of  the  cut-off  is  near  the  left-hand  shore. 

With  a  sixteen  foot  dam  below,  I  think  it  would  be  dead  water 
all  through  the  out«off,  and  it  would  fill  up  ;  would  not  have  draft 
to  keep  it  clear.  If  the  dam  is  not  made,  the  cut-off  would  have 
some  current,  but  I  think  the  river  would  then  follow  the  natural 
stream  ;  would  rather  have  the  river  as  it  is  without  a  cut-off ;  with 
a  cut-off  it  might  be  as  good,  but  not  better  with  a  dam.  I  prefer 
the  river  as  it  is ;  if  I  was  running  by  the  thousand,  I  could  run  it 
cheaper  and  more  convenient.  Have  run  as  pilot  for  thr^c  years  over 
Chippewa  Falls,  from  Yellow  river,  six  miles  by  land,  and  from 
Chippewa  city,  eight  or  nine  miles.  It  is  gravel  rapids  and  rough 
from  the  Falls  to  Yellow  river.  We  run  over  a  dam  on  the  Yellow 
river  in  getting  into  the  Chippewa  ;  we  run  with  rafts  of  three 
cribs,  called  ''rapid  pieces."  It  takes  six  of  these  pieces  for  a 
Chippewa  raft. ' 

In  rucning  Chippewa  Falls  T  considered  myself  safe  when  over  the 
ohute ;  I  broke  about  one  third  of  the  lumber  in  running  over  the 
falls  ;  it  costs  four  cents  per  thousand  to  couple  rafts  to  run  over  the 
falls  more  than  to  couple  them  below ;  I  would  charge  about  twenty 
cents  more  per  thousand,  and  ehance  it,  for  running  rafts  that  had 
come  over  the  falls  than  for  those  that  had  not ;  I  would  not  under- 
take to  run  lumber  that  has  run  over  the  falls  to  the  Mississippi  for 
twenty  cents  ;  the  lumber  is  generally  in  bad  condition  that  comes 
over  the  falls ;  I  w;»uld  not  run  lumber  that  had  come  over  the  falls 
as  cheap  even  if  it  looked  as  well ;  there  was  a  chute  at  the  Calls 
when  I  was  running  over  them ;  I  would  not  undertake  to  run  lum- 
ber to  the  Mississippi,  and  guarantee  it,  if  there  was  a  dam  at  the 
Dells  for  any  consideration  ;  I  think  the  feeling  among  all  the  lum- 
bermen in  the  Chippewa  valley,  above  the  Dells,  is  opposed  to  this 
dam — leaving  Eau  Claire  men  out ;  I  don't  know  a  resident  logger 
above  these  improvements  that  is  in  favo^  of  them. 

Orosi-ezaminaHon, — ^I  presuoflB  there  is  a  portion  of  land  in 
Chippewa  county,  above  the  falls,  owned  by  parties  not  living  there. 
I  think  it  adds  twenty  cents  per  thous  nd  to  the  cost^  to  run  lum- 
ber from  above  Chippewa  Falls ;  I  don't  think  it  is  as  good  a  plaee 
to  manufacture  luniber  above  the  F  Us  as  below ;  the  year  of  '64, 
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apoken  of,  wai  a  year  of  extraordinary  low  water— the  lowest  I 
ever  knew  ;  eteamboats  do  generally  ran  from  mouth  oi  the  rirer  to 
Ean  Claire,  and  do  not  generally  run  from  £au  Claire  to  Chippewa 
Falls  ;  I  do  say  that  it  is  as  good  running  an  ordinary  Chippewa 
raft  above  Eau  Claire  as  below.  Last  year  was  a  very  good  year 
for  running ;  also  the  two  jears  before  that. 

The  width  of  the  channel  in  the  narrowest  plaoes  through  the 
Dells,  is  about  twenty-five  feet  in  low  water.  Q  ne  Eau  Clair  river 
oomes  in  at  Eau  Claire.  The  river  below  Eau  Claire,  has  sandy 
bottom  and  low  banks ;  there  is  more  water  below  Eau  Claire ; 
the  Menominee  comes  in  a  little  above  Durand  ;  the  chute  at  Chip- 
pewa fiftlls,  was  at  bead  of  falls ;  the  fall  is  twenty-five  feet  in  three* 
quarters  of  a  mile.  There  was  uo  gage  at  head  of  chute ;  nothtog 
to  regulate  water.  They  do  not  run  lumber  over  falls  in  high  or 
low  water  ;  only  at  &vorable  staff e»  and  then  the  lumber  tears  up. 
Only  a  short  season  that  the  lumber  can  be  run  over  the  falls  and 
dam.  On  the  average,  I  would  charge  twenty  conts  more  to  ran 
lumber  that  had  run  over  the  falls,  than  if  it  had  not.  Had  no  ex- 
perience in  running  dams  except  at  Falls.  In  favorable  stage  there  is 
00  danger  of  breaking  up  rafts  in  running  over  falls ;  the  reason 
that  breaking  occurs,  is  that  we  try  to  run  over  in  low  water. 
The  fftvorable  stage  over  falls  usually  lasts  about  two  weeks  in  sum- 
mer ;  spring  freshets  last  longer. 

The  average  cost  is  twelve  cents  running  from  Falls  to  £iati 
Claire  in  favorable  sei^sons  like  the  last  three  years ;  I  get  at  oost 
by  figuring  the  time.  The  run  is  better  from  Eau  Claire  to  Durand 
than  from  Durand  out ;  I  tb^nk  the  average  running  is  better  from 
Eau  Claire  down  than  from  the  FsUs  to  Eau  Claire ;  the  price  of 
running  lumber  from  Eau  Claire  to  Durand  'm  about  2§  cents ;  we 
received  $1  37  for  running  from  Falls  to  mouth  of  river;  that 
includes  coupling  rafts  at  Falls  and  in  the  Mississippi,  and  mak- 
ing oars ;  was  paid  abdut  ten  cents  for  coupling  rafts  at  Falls, 
and  the  same  for  Mississippi  rafts;  I  would  maks  about  twelve 
cents  per  thousand  difference  between  running  from  Eau  Claire  and 
running  from  the  Falls;  it  has  taken  oii  an  average  for  three 
years  past,  a  day  and  a  half  from  Eau  Claire  to  Durand ;  in  my 
contracts  for  running,  I  gaarantee  the  full  and  safe  deliverance  ii 
raff,8  at  the  mouth  of  the  river.

Daniel  B.  Sxllibs  sworn  : 

I  reside  at  Chippewa  Falls ;  my  business  is  piloting  on  Chippewa 
river ;  been  pilot  six  years,  on  river  nine  years ;  have  been  employ^ 
ed  below  Eau  Claire  ;  was  pilot  mostly  from  Chippewa  Falls  and 
Gravel  Island,  three  miles  below;  made  an  average  of  thirty  trips 
the  last  six  years ;  usual  Chippewa  raft  depends  on  stage  of  water; 
in  low  water,  run  one  crib  wide  and  six  Ions,  and  from  that  up  to 
twenty-eight  cribs;  run  about  twenty-one  oribs  ordinary  stages  ef 
water,  from  twelve  to  eighteen  ooursea,  some  twenty;  inordinary 
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Bt%ge  of  water  wc  find  no  difficultv  in  raniiiog  rafts  from  tbe  Falls 
to  £aa  Claire  over  tbe  Dells ;  that  is  about  the  best  place  to  run  in 
ordinary  stage  of  water. 

in  ordinary  stages  we  used  to  call  the  natural  river  better  above 
Eau  Clairo  than  below  ;  now  the  piers  arc  in  it,  it  is  worse ;  there 
are  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  piers  between  Eau  Clsire  and  Chip- 
pewa Falls  ;  there  are  no  piers,  except  the  bridge  piers,  in  the  Dells ; 
bhe  navigation  of  the  river  was  better  before  these  piers  were  put 
in  than  now  ;  some  of  these  piers  make  it  harder  runniig.  some  are 
actually  in  the  way,  others  not';  the  piers  in  the  channel  obstruct 
navigation  by  rafts,  others  at  one  side  do  not ;  before  the 
railroad  bridge  was  built,  the  navigation  of  the  Dells  was  better 
than  now,  and  as  good  as  at  any  place  below  Eau  Claire  in  ordinary 
stage  of  water ;  the  reason  of  this  is  because  the  channel  of  the 
Dells  is  straight  and  wide,  the  banks  are  higher  and  the  river  con- 
fined within  the  banks ;  below  Eau  Claire  the  bed  of  the  stream  is 
sandy,  with  some  gravel  bars,  it  spreads  ort  wider  in  some  places 
and  some  narrower. 

In  ordinary  stages  the  river,  any  boat  that  can  run  to  Eau  Claire 
can  run  to  Chippewa  Falls  ;  tbe  rivar  has  been  navigable  by  steam- 
boats to  Chippewa  Falls  for  a  number  of  years.  I  know  where  the 
proposed  dam  is  to  be  built ;  it  is  near  the  foot  of  the  Dells  ; 
should  think  a  sixteen  foot  dam  at  the  D^'s  would  not  improve  the 
navigation  ;  we  can  run  twenty-eight  cribs  C*om  the  :'  lis  in  a  fsdr 
stage  of  water ;  in  low  water,  one  string ;  there  are  two  or  three 
places  between  the  Dells  and  falls,  where  we  have  to  run  with  one 
string  and  three  men  ;  don't  see  how  wa  could  gain  anything  by 
running  through  the  pond  and  ever  the  dam  with  but  two  strings, 
in  low  water  ;  we  can  always  run  the  lower  Dells  when  we  c^n  run 
two  or  three  places  above ;  in  ordinary  stages  we  have  no  difficulty 
in  running  full  ra.'.s  from  the  h?ad  of  the  Dells  to  Eau  Claire ; 
could  run  a  "  ten-string  raft/'  if  the  railroad  piers  were  not  there  ; 
we  could  run  the  river  as  it  is,  better  than  with  a  sixteen  foot  dam 
with  looks  and  slides. 

The  diim  proposed  will  certainly  increase  the  delay  of  running 
rafts ;  I  never  run  dams  much;  can't  tell  as  to  the  danger ;  no  man 
can,  till  he  runs  and  finds  out.  It  will  increase  the  delay  by  slaek 
water,  and  in  ordinary  stages  of  water,  may  not  be  able  to  run  a  full 
raft;  shall  have  to  split  it  up;  always  some  delay  to  uncouple  above 
and  to  couple  again  after  passing  dam  ;  have  to  go  a  mile  below  in 
low  water  to  couple ;  in  good  high  stages,  have  to  go  eight  miles 
below  Eau  Claire,  if  there  was  no  lumber  to  interfere  ;  would  have 
to  land  rafts  for  the  purpose  of  coupling  after  passing  dam.  W^ 
should  want  a  competent  man  or  pilot  to  run  each  piece  A  pilot 
from  Falls  gets  about  (5  a  day  ;  oarsmen  $1.50. 

I  know  where  the  proposed  cut-off  is  located  ;  the  ehtnnel  is  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river  from  entrance  to  cut-off,  and  oontiA- 
ties  on  same  side  to  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  below  ;  a  sixteen 
foot  dam,  I  think,  would  make  back  water  to  pine  rapids,  about 
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five  miles  above  dam,  and  would  ocoaBion  back  water  above  cut-off. 
The  dead  water  would  take  up  time,  and  make  navigatioD  worse  ;  if 
wind  blew  it  would  affect  us  more  than  now  ;  wind  at  times  would 
entirely  stop  a  raft ;  sometimes  now  it  almost  stops  in  bends  ;  it 
takes  two  hours  to  run  from  Pine  flapids  to  point  of  dam ;  think  it 
would  take  more  time  and  more  labor,  but  perhaps  no  more  men,  to 
run  with  dam  ;  with  ordinary  wind  oould  not  run  at  all ;  side  wind 
would  blow  taft  ashore  in  dead  water. 

If  there  was  no  dam,  I  think  there  would  be  no  channel  at  the 
cut-off ;  it  would  cut  it  so  wide  ;.  it  would  not  give  water  enougk 
in  the  cut-off,  nor  leave  water  in  the  bend,  to  run  rafts.  The  ear- 
rent  would  be  faster  in  the  cut-off  without  a  dam  ;  the  water  would 
naturally  cut  it  lower  than  bed  of  main  river  at  head  of  cut-off;  if 
the  dam  were  put  in  above  the  foot  of  out  off,  I  think  all  the  water 
would  go  through  the  out-cff,  and  leave  a  pond  round  the  bend. 

In  low  water  navigation  is  not  good  in  any  place  ;  would   rather 
take  my   chances   above.     We   do   less  sticking,    running  rafts  in 
low   water   above   Eau   Claire     than     we   do    below  ;    the    cbaa- 
nel  is  narrower  in  the  Dells,  and  the   water  swift,   and   rafts  stick 
worse;  if  we  keep  in  the  channel  we  can  most  abvays  go  through  with 
a  single  string  ;  I  never  stuck  a  raft  in   the  channel  of  the   Dells  ; 
in  low  water  the  worst  point  of  the  river  is  from  *'  eight-mile  bluff'' 
to  the  mouth  of  the  river  ;  in   low  water  the  upper  Dells  are  the 
worst  part  of  the  river  between  Eau  Claire  and  the   Falls  ;   this  is 
five  or  six   miles   above  Pine   Rapids  ;    that  portion  of  the  river 
wouldn't  bo  affected  by  the  erection  of  this  dam  ;  the  worst  part  of 
the  hwer  dells  is  below  where  the  dam  is  propo^'ed  ;   that  portion  ^f 
the  Dells  cannot  be  improved  by  the  erection  of  this. dam  ;  the  dam 
may  be  on  the  worst  place  of  the  lower   Dells ;    I  do  not  know  juat 
where  it  is  to  be. 

I  should  say  it  would  be  worth  more  to  run  from  Falls  with  the 
dam,  than  it  now  is;  I  don't  know  how  much  ;  would  be  worth 
something  more ;  can't  say  how  many  cents  per  thousand  ;  the  par- 
ty running  lumber  contracts  to  deliver  what  ke  receives 

Croti' examination. — I  do  not  know  price  paid  to  pilots  from 
Eau  Claire;  sometime  every  season  tho  river  is  low  ;  would  average 
about  a  month  for  six  years,  they  had  to  run  with  single  strings  over 
Detllt;  have  stuck  lots  of  lumber  on  Dells  in  low  water  ;  have  seen 
I  other  lumber  stuck  there;  the  chief  objection,  I  have  spoken  of,  is 
the  dead^ater;  it  would  take  more  men;  I  think  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  tie  up  a  raft  to  uncouple  it  in  dead  \sater. 

I  think  tho  slack  water  above  the  dam  would  bo  a  nice  place  for 
coupling  ;  I  think  the  men  could  uncouple  in  ten  minutes  in  a  calm 
day,  if  they  had  nothing  else  to  do ;  tho  cut-off  will  shorten  the 
distance,  may  be,  about  two  miles  ;  don't  think  rafts  uould  be  got 
through  as  easy  by  way  of  cut-off  with  dam,  as  by  way  of  tho  bend 
as  it  now  is.  '  One  day  in  three,  in  the  spring,  the  wind  blows 
enough  to  stop  a  raft  in  tho'water  above  the  dam  ;  have  had  winds 
at  mouth  of  river,  which  stop  us  in  back  water  sometimes  a  day. 
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« 

I  have  stuck  in  channel  below  Eau  Claire,,  and  had  to  hand-spike 
it  through  ;  never  stock  in  channel  of  Dells ;  seen  six  or  seven 
Chippewa  raftb  stuck  below  Eau  Claire,  on  one  bar.

B.  v.  Manahan  sworn: 

My  faroDy  reside  al;  Dubuque ;  I  have  lived  on  the  Chippewa 
river  f  r  twenty  years  ;  have  been  mantacturing  lumber  for  twenty 
years  at  Chippewa  City,  six  miles  above  Chippewa  Falls ;  have  run 
all  my  luuiber  over  the  dam  at  the  falls — about  a  million  and  a  half 
yearly  ;  always  give  it  my  pepisooal  attention. 

From  1855  to  1857  wo  had  to  run  over  a  sixteen  feet  dam,  of  H. 
S.  Allen  k  ^Co.'s,  at  the  falls  ;  during  the  fall  of  1855  and  spring 
of  1856  wo  were  shut  in  entirely  ;  the  dam  was  commenced  early, 
but  they  wero  unable  to  make  it  hold  water. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  we  made  attempts  to  run  strings, 
but  did  not  succeed  in  getting  any  over  safely.  It  was  thought 
that  the  slide  was  constructed  in  the  best  manner  and  in  about  the« 
best  place,  but  we  did  not  suoeed  with  it.  The  Teason  we  could 
not  run  with  safety,  was  from  the  rapidity  of  the  current.  The  ve- 
locity acquired  by  the  r^ft  in  going  over  the  slide,  when  it  went  off 
from  the  apron,  make  it  strike  the  eddy,  dive  down,  and  endanger 
the  lives  of  the  men.  The  spring  following,  we  experimented,  but 
had  to  let  the  lumber  go  over  loose.  Out  of  a  million  or  one  mil 
lion  three  hundred  thousand  feet,  wo  wero  minus  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  thousand  of  stock  ;  we  were  six  or  eight  weeks  in  picking 
up  lumber  that  went  below.  There  was  no  arrangement  in  the  slide 
at  the  fails  to  gage  the  quantity  of  water. 

The  first  dam  built  at  the  head  of  tbcFalls  was  six  feet ;  the  six- 
teen foot  dam  was  built  two-thirds  the  way  down  the  Falls  ;  it  went 
out  in  spring  of  1858  ;  the  six  foot  dam  was. replaced  and  remained 
till  about  four  years  ago  ;  it  had  been  out  of  repairs  various  times 
before. 

It  is  about  doiible  the  expense  fitting  up  rafts  for  running  dams, 
than  it  is  without ;  this  additional  expense  amounts  to  about 
thirty  cents  a  thousand  ;  in  running  six  foot  dams,  we  always  expe- 
rienced  a  good  deal  of  difficulty ;.  this  was  beeanso  the  tlams  w«re 
eternally  out  of  order  ;  I  experienced  lots  of  loss  in  running  these 
six  foot  dams  ;  .  om  this  loss  or  damage  it  was  more  expensive  rnn- 
fiing  lumber  to  the  mouth. of  the  river. 

Had' frequently  to  re-raft  the  lumber  ;  that  was  one  of  the  items 
of  increased  expense ;  the  expeuse  of  running  lumber  was  about  20 
cents  additional  ;Vom  its  having  ben  run  over  dam  ;  every  string 
was  damaged  some  in  running  over  dam  ;  was  more  or  less  damaged; 
can't  state  the  proportions. 

Could  run  full  rafts  over  Dells  when  we  could  run  the  Falls ; 
oonld  run  with  foU  raft  with  ten  inches  less  of  water  over  Dells 
than  over  Falls;  run  three  and  one-halt  cribs  over  Falls  at  a  time  ; 
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coupled  jraftB  half  mile  below  Fallf;  aometimei  twenty-one  and  some- 
times twenty-eight  cribs  in  a  raft.  Frequently  esperieoced  difficulty 
below  Eau  Claire,  at  Goose  Lake,  when  we  had  run  safely  orcr 
Dells  with  full  rafts. 

Am  familiar  with  proposed  improvement  at  Dells ;  am  not  In  faror 
of  the  passage  of  this  bill.  The  building  of  this  dam  would  obstruct 
navigation  of  river  for  boats  and  rafts.  The  river,  I  think,  would 
remain  ice-bound  longer  from  slack  water  than  swift  wa*er.  U 
would  remain  from  t^n  days  to  two  weeks  looger  with  dam  than 
wittouD.  Navigation  woald  be  totally  obstructed  so  long  as  the  ice  was 
solid.  Slack  water  will  interfere  very  materially  with  navigation.  I 
don't  think  it  is  possible  to  construct  dam  sixteen  feet  high  and 
chute  at  Dells  so  as  to  ran  lumber  over  safely.  My  reason  is  that  I 
have  made  the  running  of  dams  a  speciality  for  twenty  years,  mnd 
getting  Ictformation. 

A  dam  constructed  in  the  best  possible  manner  would  frequently 
be  out  of  order.  The  action  of  the  water,  coming  through  the  chute 
throws  up  bars ;  aod  rafts,  coming  through  with^additional  velocity 
will  strike  the  bars  composed  of  bonldcrs  of  different  sixes 

I  would  not  contract  to  run  any  body  ot  .lumber,  with  the  dam. 
from  ChippewB  Falls  to  the  mouth  of  the  river,    and  guarantee  the 
lumber,  for  five  dollars  a  thousand.     I  believe  it  would  cost  02.50 
a  thousand  to  run  the  lumber  out  with   the  dam,  ani  $2.00   per. 
thousand  extra,  more  than  it  costs  now 

This  estimate  of  expense  includes  ^.he  daiger,  delays  and  losse?; 
I  think  it  would  consume  as  much  time  to  run  the  five  miles  of  slack 
vtater  as  the  ten  miles  above  to  Falls  ;  I  think  the  ordinary  addi- 
tional expense,  including  fitting  and  running,  would  be  about  one 
dollar  from  the  dam.  It  was  partly  this  reason,  why  I  left  off 
manufacturing,  because  of  running  dams  ;  I  think  the  manufacture 
of  lumber  oould  not  be  maintained  above,  if  the  dam  was  put  in  ; 
the  margin  would  be  too  small. 

I  am  familiar  with  the  feelings  and  wishes  of  the  people  of  Chip 
pewa  county  ;  i  tbink  they  are  universaly  opposed  to  this  improve" 
ment. 

I  think  with  a  small  dam  aboye  foot  of  cut-off,  and  without  a 
dam  below,  there  would  be  a  good  current  in  the  cut-off;  it  would 
be  similar  to  the  Galena  cut-off ;  rafts  could  go  through  it,  and  tbe 
pond  would  be  a  good  harbor  for  logs ;  a  cut-off  don  t  amount  to 
much  in  slack  water ;  I  think  the  current  would  purse  the  old 
channel,  but  that  is  all  a  matter  of  guess  work  and  opinion ;  hare 
been  running  lumber  up  to  September  for  the  last  season.

Jambs  A.  Tatloe  sworn  : 

}  reside  at  Chippewa  Falls ;  have  resided  there  sixteen  years; 
Chippewa  Falls  him  city  organization  and  8,000  pedple ;  I  was  may 
or  of  the  city  last  year  ;  am  engaged  in  lumbering ;  my  mill  is  lo- 
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cated  a  mile  and  a  balf  below  Gbippewa  Falls ;  been  engaged  in 
manufacturiDg  since  1*60  ;  was  olerk  on  steamboat  **  H.  8.  Allen" 
sixteen  years  ago,  for  four  montbs,  on  Chippewa  river.  Our  boat 
started  from  St.  Paul ;  the  water  .was  so  low  we  couldn  't  get  into 
the  mouth  of  Chippewa ;  some  time  after,  in  August,  same  yenr,  ue 
took  a  load  of  freight  and  barge  from  Wabapba  up  the  river;  it 
was  fair  stage  of  water  ;  we  had  to  leave  the  barge  on  upper  Dell ; 
had  no  trouble  in  getting  boat  to  Falls. 

Made  oeveral  trips  to  the  Falls  that  year  from  Wabasbaw  ;  wo 
found  a  little  more  difficulty  in  getting  up  from  Esu  Claire  than  be- 
low, tho  water  being  swifter  ;  the  channel  was  as  good  as  that  below. 
The  only  difficulty  above  Eau  Claire  was  from  the  current  being 
more  rapid  ;  have  run  no  steamboats  since  ;  one  season  since,  char- 
tered %  small  boat  and  made  several  trips  from  Eau  Claire  to  the 
Falls.  It  was  in  1^66,  in  a  boat  called  the  *'  Willie  Spray  ;"  made 
thirteen  or  sixteen  tr'ps,  I  think  sixteen,  in  the  months  of  May  and 
June.  The  river  to  the  Falls  was  run  by  boats  in  1865,  1866, 
1867  and  1868  ;  was  more  boating  thosa  years  than  beforo  or  since. 
During  these  years  there  was  a  surplus  of  wheat  ;  some  fifteen  dif- 
ferent boats  have  been  up  to  Chippewa  Falls  since  I  have  been  there; 
among  the  number  were  the  *•  Allen/*  **  GF.  H.  \\  ilson,"  «'  Chippe- 
wa Falls."  **  Colona,"  *•  Chippewa  Valley,"  •«  Cutter,"  ••  Spray," 
"  Chippewa,"  *'  Ida  Campbell.''  **  Mukokata  City,"  •*  Johny 
Schmoker,"  *•  Silas  Wright'  and  ••  Union."  I  have  seen  most  of 
.these  boats  at  tho  Falls  at  all  stagQs  of  water ;  when  they  can  get 
to  Eau  Claire  they  can  usually  go  up  to  the  Falls  ;  it  is  as  naviga- 
ble for  boats  from  the  Falls  to  Eau  Claire  as.bclow. 

I  know  where  the  railroad  brir'ge  is  and  the  proposed  dam,  as 
marked  on  map ;  there  are  s  ;me  thirteen  or  fourteen  mills  above 
the  proposed  dam,  vit  :  mill  at  *'  Jim's  Falls,"  W:  terman  &  Howe ; 
Woodruf  &  Taft,  Stanley  &  Bros  ,  Gilbert,  two  mills.  Yellow  river ; 
Chippewa  Falls  mills :  Union  Lumbering  Company,  Mitohel  6c  Clem- 
ents, Gravel  Island  mill,  John  Barron's,  Hodgins  &  Roinson, 
Wheaton  Lumbering  Company,  Presoott,  Burdctt  &  Co.,  Fowles; 
Ingraham  &  Kennedy  and  Nelson  Hunter  6c  Co.  Hodgius  6c  Robin- 
son mill  would  be  in  back  water  from  the  sixteen  feet  dam.  The 
last  named  five  mills  would  be  benefitted  by  dam  from  back-water 
to  hold  logs.  The  cutting  capacity  of  all  the  mills  above  works  is 
ninety-fivo  millions  .*i  year ;  could  saw  two-thirds  as  much  mv.re  by 
sawing  day  and  night,  making  about  150  millions  in  all ;  the  cutting 
capacity  of  the  five  mills  benefitted  by  slack-water,  would  be  twenty 
millions,  or  thirty-five  millions  day  and  night ;  the  lower  mills  would 
be  benefitted  by  slaok-watcr  to  hold  logs ;  the  owners  of  these  mills 
all  reside  at  fieast  and  West  Eau  C  aire,  and  some  arc  interested  in 
business  there. 

These  five  lower  mills  could  deliver  their  lumber  to  a  point  below ' 
the  dam  by  a  tram  railroad.     The  Gilberts  used  to  run  lumber 
over  their  dam  to  the  Chippewa ;  they  have  since  built  a  railroad 
traok  over  which  they  deliver  all  thev  lumber  to  Chippewa! ;  they 
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find  it  oheapei^  and  safer ;  I  used  to  veoeive  lamber  after  it  bid 
paasod  over  tneir  dam  ;  it  was  most  always  broken  up  in  front,  and 
nad  to  be  redrafted  befoie  running  to  the  Falls.  In  1859,  we  were 
obliged  to  re- raft  about  thirty  cribs,  wbicb  had  ran  oyer  the  dam  at 
Yellbw  river,  part  of  it  was  more  or  less  broken  and  lost ;  sooe- 
tiiues  half  of  the  two  bottom  oourses  were  gone.  The  Gilbert  mills 
are  about  half  a  mile  up  Yellow  river ;  one  dam  was  about  eight 
feet,  and  one  three  and  a  half  feet,  both  built  with  slides. 

Ohippewa  rafts   from  falls,  average  twenty-one  cribs ;  three  cribs 
wiae  and   seven  long,  and   twelve  to  eighteen  eources.     Last  sea- 
son we  rafted  none  less  than  fourteen   courses  deep  ;  average  depth 
at  the  fa  lid,  about  fifteen  courses   the  last   two  years  ;  thsre  is  no 
difficulty  in  running  rafts  from  the  falls  to  Eau  Claire,  when  we  eaa 
run  '*  capid  pieces  "  over  the  falls  ;  we  never  experienced  more  diffi- 
culty in  running  the  Dells,  than  below  Eau  Olaire ;  we  could  run  oret 
the  Dells  easier  ;  the  upper  Dells  has  a  peculiar  gravel  bar  and  is 
more  difficult  in   rnnniog  than  the  lower.     If  they  wish  to  ran  the 
lower  Dells  in  single  strings,  they  uncouple  while  running  ;  it  is  act 
the  chute  that  makes  the  difficulty,  it  is  the  short  turns  in  runaing; 
they  unooupie  while  running,  and  push  one  string  ahead  of  the  oth- 
er through   the  Dells,  and   couple  below   without   stopping.     This 
coupling  and  uncoupling  can  only  bo  done  in  low  watef — cao  oot  be 
iu  high  or  medium  stage. 

There  is  no  difficulty  in  running  full  sized  rafts  from  Falls  to  Ban 
Claire  in  ordinary  stages  of  water  ;  can  then  run  it  quickest  of  any 
place  and  with  less  danger  ;  it  is  the  best  part  of  river  :  the  only 
difficulty  in  good  stages  comes  from  the  piers  at  Hodgin  Sc  Bobin- 
son's  mill. 

There  were  five  or  six  steamb'^at  trips  to  the  Falls  last  year; 
there  was  no  wheat  to  be  shipped,  only  one  or  two  loads  of  flour ; 
this  IB  the  reason  no  more  boats  run. 

Am  acquainted  with  the  river  at  propose!  dam;  the  effector 
erecting  a  sixteen  foot  dam  would  be  injurious  to  every  person  who 
has  tarun  lumber  over  it ;  it  would  cost  an  extra  price  to  fit  oo« 
lumber  to  run  over  the  dam  ;  that  expense  wenld  consist  of  spnog- 
poles»  diving  boards  and  double  couplings  on  each  crib  ;  taking  the 
season  through,  think  it  would  tako  an  extra  day  on  each  trip,  no^'^* 
ing  being  in  the  way;  I  base  my  opinicn  from  having  been  fro© 
four  or  five  hours  delayed  in  big  eddy  above  the  Dells,  polling  rsft 
through  in  low  water ;  there  was  about  a  half  a  mile  of  dead  water. 

It  would  be  an  additional  expense  to  ran  the  chute  of  the  pro* 
posod  d  m,  by  having  to  uncouple  above,  and  to  have  an  extra  niw 
to  run  the  separate  pieoes  through  ;  I  never  saw  more  than  '<^ 
cribs  ran  at  oio  tire  over  a  ch 'te ;  if  we  have  to  unQonpkso^i 
run  only  four  oribs  at  a  time,  it  would  need  two  extra  oars  ^ 
three  extra  men  on  each  string— one  of  them  a  pilot ;  there  wow^ 
be  a  delay  of  a  quarter  of  a  day  for  eaoh  raft  in  landing  above  the 
dam  to  UDoouple  and  fit  the  lumber  for  running  the  ohute;  t° 
fitting 'would  iaclude    spring-poles^  head  plank,   diving-boards  *" 
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shipping  oars ;    after  running  the  chute  they  would   have  to  rua 
wbereyer  thoy  could  land  below  and  couple  tv gather  again. 

Could  land  at  Eau  Claire  below  warehouse  in  low  water,  if  noth- 
ing was  in  the  way  ;  or  should  have  to  go  five  or  six  miles  below  to 
Point  Beulah;  should  have  to  stop  and  re- raft,  if  broken  coming 
over  the  Chute  ;  these  difficulties  would  be  increased  if  large  num- 
ber of  rafts  were  running  at  same  time  ;  it  would  be  almost  impos- 
sible to  find  landing  places  below  the  Dells  in  high  water,  or  if  large 
amount  of  lumber  were  running.  I  h^ve  seen  fifteen  to  twenty 
rafts,  of  three  or  four  strings  each,  start  from  Chippewa  Falls  in 
one  day  ;  it  would,  I  think,  be  impossible  to  find  landing  places  for 
half  this  amount,  at  any  suitable  place  where  they  could  couple  up ; 
have  seen  from  six  to  fifteen  rafts  leave  the  Falls  for  ten  days  at  a 
time 

•  «  • 

We  could  not  run  this  dead  water  above  the  dam  with  head  or  side 
wind.  The  river  is  so  crooked  that  there  yrould  be  head  or  side  wind 
at  some  point  whenever  the  wind  blew.  Eafts  would  necessarily 
accumulate  in  the  pond,  and  would  add  to  the  difficulty  and  delay 
of  running  the  slide.  Large  amounts  of  logs  are  running  about  the 
same  time  as  the  lumber — eipcoially  when  there  is  a  freshet.  I 
think  logs  would  accumulate  in  slack  water  and  block  the  channel. 
I  have  observed  that  logs  in  the  Company's  pond  were  blown  up 
stream  by  winds,  and  it  w  s  then  impossible  to  get  a  single  crib 
through.  « 

Lumber  would  be  frequently  broken  up  in  running  chute  ;  think 
it  would  need  more  or  less  repairing,  especially  after  high  water ; 
never  saw  a  dam  that  slide  could  be  run  without  more  or  less  break- 
•  ing  of  lumber ;  never  run  lumber  over  dams  but  a  third  to  half  was 
more  or  less  damaged  ;  there  was  a  loss  of  deck-loading,  breaking  of 
cribs,  and  o^rs  and  lumber  ;  the  first  two  courses  cf  cribs  are  raft- 
ed crossways ;  if  bow  of  crib  strikes,  it  naturally  breaks  the  grub 
plank  ;  have  seen  it  burst  the  grub  plank  by  simply  striking  the 
water  at  foot  of  slide  ;  if  you  break  grub  plank,  the  front  of  lower 
course  drops  out,  and  necessarily  endangers  the  raft ;  more  or  less 
boards  are  lost  from  these  breakages. 

Have  to  generally  stop  and  re-raft  cribs  if  broken  goirg  over  the 
chute;  have  to  tigh  up  an  entire  raft,  if  we  have  to  re-raft  a  single 
crib  ;  takes  a  half  day  to  do  this.  In  high  water  it  would  back  up 
five  or  sis  feet  in  bight  up  the  chute.  The  raft  in  striking  dead  wa- 
ter would  be  brokcB.  Wo  should  have  to  use  a  better  grub-pin, 
more  costly  and  stronger  grub-plank  on  bottum,  and  extra  couplings 
in  case  wc  run  over  the  chute.  I  think  it  would  cost  at  least  half  a 
dollar  extra  expense  to  fit  rafts  and  run  them  over  the  dam,  with  the 
dam  in  good  repair — not  including  loss  of  lumber.  Cannot  estimate 
extra  cost  when  dam  was  out  of  repair — would  cost  a  great  deal,  how 
much  I  cannot  say.  The  ice  would  remain  longer  in  dead-water 
than  in  current.  It  remains  from  six  to  seven  days  in  big  eddy  ; 
Bbould  think  it  would  remain '  ton  days  to  two  wocks  longer  with 
dam.

I  think  there  can  be  a  carrent  through  the  cut-off  snffioient  for 
rafts,  with  or  without  a  dam  above  the  foot  of  the  cut-off;  the 
bond  of  the  river  would  hold  three  times  the  logs  all  West  Eaa 
Claire  mills  oould  saw  if  there  was  a  three  or  four  foot  dam  above 
the  foot  of  the  cut-off ;  have  a  dam  across  the  foot  of  the  slough  by 
my  mill ;  it  is  just  as  big\  as  the  fall  from  the  head — three  feet 
three  inches  ;  built  in  1861 ;  the  slough  has  never  filled  up  sinoe  ; 
the  bar  in  it  is  a  foot  lower  than  at  first  ;  from  this  ezperienoe  I 
am  satisfied  that  the  bend  by  the  cut«off  would  not  fill  up  ;  it 
would  be  as  necessary  for  a  dam  to  hold  logs  between  Chippewa 
Falls  and  tho  Dells,  as  at  the  Dells  ;  it  is  a  good  detl  more  rapid 
at  Gravel  Island,  and  at  Hodgin  &c  Robison's,  than  at  the  place 
whore  the  booms  are,  at  the  Dell?  ;  I  know  Mr.  Barron  expects  to 
ask  the  legislature  for  a  dam  at  his  mill,  two  miles  below  iLy  milla, 
if  this  succeeds. 

I  am  satisfied  they  can  make  suitable  works  to  stock  thtir  milk 
at  Eau  Claire,  if  they   spend  the  same  amount  of  money  they  do 
each  year  to  pass  this  bill:     I  have  maintained  a  boom  2,700  feet 
long,  ifi  more  rapid  water,  than  at  their  boom  at  Eau  Claire  for  tea 
year^  ;  never  brrke  boom   or  lost  any  amount  of  logs.     If  proper 
works  are  constructed  above  the  Falls,   securing  and  regulating 
running  of  logs,  they  can  be  assorted  at  Chippewa  Falls,  and  when 
so  assorted  can  be  easier  assorted  at  Gravel  Islaiid,  and  still  easier 
at  points  below  from  being  less  logs  to  assort.     Their  aasortini; 
works  at  Eau  Claire  are  as  good  as  at  Hodgen's  and  Robiasou'e 
mill ;  th&y  can  assort  logs  as  well  an  I  have  L  as  to  assort.    It  would 
not  be  necessary  to  store  a  full  stock  of  logs  at  Eau  Claire,  if  there 
were  fiooding-dams  above  the   Falls,   nor  w^uld  it  be  necessary  to 
drive  them  at  once. 

I  have  been  on  the  company's  boom  almost  every  day  daring  the 
running  season  for  two  years  ;  I  know  they  do  not  pick  out  logs  ac- 
cording to  quality  ;  they  have  a  man  employed  who  sees  that  the 
logs  for  below  are  passed  ;  the  people  of  Chippewa  county  are 
opposed  to  this  dam  ;  don't  think  I  could  name  any  exoept  Mr. 
BarroQ  and  the  Wheaton  Lumber  Company  ;  I  don't  think  there 
is  half  a  dozen  men  in  the  county  in  favor  of  it ;  I  think  the 
dam  would  injure  or  completely  destroy  tho  manufacturing  inter- 
ests above  it ;  I  think  it  would  d'^prcciate  mill  property  fifty  per 
cent. ;  can't  say  whether  it  would  depreciate  the  value  of  pine 
lands  or  not ;  think  it  would  affect  the  price  of  agricultural  lands 
about  the  same  as  mill  property. 

Cross-examinatfon — I  don't  know  of  a  large  number  of  pine  land 
owners  who  are  in  favor  of  this  improvement ;  I  don't  know  any- 
thing about  it  ;  I  have  run  lumber  over  dams  on  Yellow  River  and 
Chippewa,  only  in  favorable  stage  of  water;  they  had  a  \'^^indlass  to 
raise  slide  at  dam  on  Yellow  Rivor  ;  it  was  not  such  a  one  as  Mr. 
Smith  described  here ;  it  remained  about  a  year  and  then  they  took 
it  out.  The  ice  remains  in  big  eddy,  above  Chippewa  Falls  linger 
than  where  there  is  a  current.     As  a  general  rule  have  to  rely  on 
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logs  that  oome  down  to  start  in  tbe  spring ;  generally  haye  logs  for 
three  or  four  days  or  a  week  before  big  eddy  opens ;  I  have  generally 
enongh  to  start  with ;  have  had  them  two  or  three  years. 

I  know  Capt.  Wilson  who  testified,  and  his  mill;  haye  no  per^ 
sonal  knowledge  of  his  mnning  lumber  over  his  dam  at  his  mill ;  it 
would  cost' half  a  dollar  a  thousand  to  fit  lumber  to  run  over  the 
dam  ;  would  not  insure  its  safety  at  any  price ;  when  the  wind  blew 
up  stream,  we  could  not  get  a  boat  through  the  logs  in  slack-water; 
if  the  slide  was  imperfect,  or  you.  couldn't  get  lumber  over  the 
slide,  or  the  wind  held  the  lumber  back,  then  a  boat  could  not  go  up 
through  ;  if  the  channel  was  kept  open  and  a  good  lock  construct- 
ed, and  the  boat  passed  the  lock,  there  would  be  no  trouble  in  goiuff 
on ;  but  I  don't  believe  they  could  manage  a  lock  in  hieh  water  ;  I 
have  heard  of  rivers  being  improved  by  slack- water  navigation. 

There  is  most  always  lumter  stored  at  Ohippewa  Falls,  ready  to 
run  in  tbe  spring ;  the  great  damage  of  runninff  lumber  comes  from 
running  it  when  water  is  not  at  proper  stage  ;  It  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  keep  channel  open  through  this  pond  when  wind  was  blowing 
and  logs  runnii%.

H..S.  Allbn  sworn. — I  reside  at  Chippewa  Falls  ;  have  lived 
there  twenty-six  years  ;  my  business  has  been  making  lumber,  raft- 
ing and  logging  ;  am  to  some  extent  acquainted  with  pineries  above 
Ohippewa  Falls ;  considered  one  of  the  best  in  the  Northwest ;  am 
a«quainted  with  the  general  character  of  the  river  as  far  i:ip  as  logs 
are  obtained  ;  the  river  above  the  Falls  is  only  navigable  for  bat- 
teaus,  whieh  we  draw  over  the  rapids  ;  not  navigable  for  steamboats, 
but  for  rafts  from  '*  Jim's  Falls"  in  medium  stage  of  water  ;  have 
been  engaged  in  running  lumber  from  Chippewa  Falls  down  ;  the 
river  is  considered  good  for  running  steamboats  and  raflts  from  the 
Falls  in  medium  stajres  of  water  ;  I  have  myself  run  rafts  down  the 
river,  and  am  acquainted  with  the  navigation. 

Was  for  about  thirteen  years  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  lum- 
ber at  Chippewa  Falls.  During  all  that  time  the  Chippewa  river 
from  the  Falls  to  £au  Clairie  was  a  good  river  for  running  rafts  in 
ordinary  stages  of  water.  It  was  good  for  running  rafts  all  that 
time  except  in  extrcm  high  or  low  water;  am*aequainted  with  the 
tbe  rivor  from  Eau  Claire  down  to  the  Mississippi,  ail  things 
considered.  The  navigation  of  the  river  is  as  good  from  the  Falls 
to  Eau  Claire,  as  from  Eau  Claire  to  the  month  of  the  river  in  ordi- 
nary stages  of  water.  Am  acquinted  with  the  Dells,  the  phoe  pro- 
posed to  erect  this  dam  ;  am  acquainted  from  the  bir,  with  the  kind 
of  works  proposed  to  be  put  in.  Such  a  dam  as  is  proposed  by  bill, 
I  should  say,  would  obstruct  navigation  at  that  point.  It  would 
still  obstruct  naviffation  for  boats  and  rafts,  if  looks  and  boats  were 
o^r  so  perfect.  I  should  think  these  obstruotiens,  if  put  into  the 
river,  would  have  the  effaot  to  injure  the  lumber  interest  above  that 
6 — ^App.

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point,  more  particularly  ;  and  what  cffeots  the  lumber  interaatt 
think  affects  agriculture  and  other  interests. 

In  my  opinion  this  dam  is  not  needed  to  protect  the  luiober  and 
logging  interest  in  Chippewa'  YaUey  ;  I  do  not  think  the  proposed 
dam  would  have  the  effect  to  secure  logs  in  extreme  high  water  &t 
Eau  Claire ;  I  do  not  know  of  any  way  to  construct  works  to  hold 
logs  at  i£au  Claire,  except  the  means  used  at  present ;  I  doabt  if 
they  can  construct  works  to  hold  logs  safe,  with  or  without  a  dam 
at  Kau  Claire,  in  high  water  ;  I  think  they  can  make  it  as  safe 
without  a  dam  as  with  it ;  I  wouldn't  say  that  the  works  above 
would  make  the  present  wni^ks  at  Eau  Claire  any  safer ;  the  con- 
struction of  the  upper  works  would  enable  them  to  get  their  logs 
by  degrees,  and  hold  them  more  safely. 

'  Have  had  experience  in  running  lumber  over  dams  and  ohntotf ; 
I  built  the  first  slide  and  run  the  first  raft  over  it,  e»'er  run  in  Chip- 
pewa waters.  My  experience  in  running  rafts  has  been  pretty  bad 
in  the  way  of  breaking  lumber ;  y  first  oxperienoe  was  on  the 
small  creeks  running  into  the  Menomonee  ;  I  built  three  dams  and 
three  slides  on  one  creek  there;  after  running  overS  considerable 
quantity  of  lumber,  I  found  that  it  cost  me  moro  to  run  tbe  slides 
and  repaii  my  Taftf?  after  running,  than  it  did -to  haul  my  lumber 
the  distance  of  threo-fourths  of  a  mile.  I  then  abandoned  the  idea 
of  running  lumber  over  dams.     My  next  experience  was  on  Chip- 

Sewa  river  at  the  Falls.  I  constructed  a  slide  for  running  a  low 
am,  which  I  built  across  the  river ;  I  built  it  in  the  best  manner  I 
could ;  we  were  always  troubled  with  more  or  less  breakages  in 
running  the  slide  ;  sometimes  we  run  safely,  other  times  broke  rafte 
very  bad. 

This  dam  was  four  or  five  feet  high  at  head  of  Falls ;'  the  slide 
about  one  hundred  feet  long  *;  here  received  the  greatest  damages 
at  the  foot  of  the  slide,  as  tbe  lower  end  of  the  rafts  run  off  the 
foot  of  the  Flide,  the  cribs  would  sink  to  the  bottom  of  the  river, 
and  very  frequently  break.  Tbe  cause  of  sinking  was  from  the 
speed  of^tbe|raft  running  into  the  water  below, which  was  oomparitive- 
ly  slack  to  the  water  running  over  slide.  The  same  is  true  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  of  any  chnte^  so  far  as  my  experience  goes.  These 
slides  that  whre  buUt,  were  not  built  for  my  own  aocoiLmodation,bnt 
for  those  manufacturing  lumber  above.  There  used  to  be  great  com-  . 
plaint  that  the  slide  was  not  properly  built,  ar  they  said  they  eoold 
have  got  over  without  breaking.  I  consulted  with  Mr.  Manahan 
and  otuer  parties,  as  to  the  best  method  of  constructing  these  slides 
and  after  building  •hem  in  accordance  with  the  conclusion  we  all  eome 
to,  we  found  wc  had  not  improved  it  much,  as  regards  the  safety  of 
running. 

My  next  experience  was  a  still  bigger  one  ;  it  was  in  eonstmet- 
ing  a  slide  over  a  dam  that  I  built  half  or  two-thirds  of  the  way 
down  the  rapids  of  the  falls,  sixteen  feet  bish  ;  that  slide  was  built 
by  a  man  who  pretended  to  be  competent  to  build  slides ;  he  eom 
struoted  a  flide  oyer  this  dam  in  aooordanee  with  my  opinion  and 
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those  above;  when  we  came  to  use  the  slide  we  found  our  raftii 
broke  very  bad  in  rnnning  oyer  it ;  we  then  lengthened  the  slide 
out  to  nearly  three  hundred  feet,  with  fingers  attached  to  it ;  the 
fingers  were  long  sticks  of  round  timber,  attached  to  the  foot  of  the 
slide  and  running  down  stream  ;  they  were  put  there  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buoying  up  and  slacking  the  speed  of  the  lumber  and  to 
prerent  it  from  sinking  and  breaking  on  the  bottom  of  the  i  iver. 

After  this  alteration  was  made  we  thought  we  had  it  perfect,  so 
that  we  could  run  over  it  without  breaking,  but  on  trial  we  found 
we  were  not  sure  of  running  over  safely  ;  sometimes  we  would 
break  and  sometimes  go  over  safely;  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
lumber  run  over  this  slide,  and  a  large  amount  of  damages  claimed 
for  breakage;  it  cost  me  915,000  to  compromise  with  these  men 
for  damage  who  run  lumber  from  above  ;  about  seven  millions  feet 
were  run  over  yearly  ;  they  rafted  with  two  one-half  inch  grub- 
plank,  with  heavy  g|pb-pins,  that  came  up  through  the  plank  which 
form  the  bottom  of  tcre  crib  ;  in  binding  off  rafts  w^  bind  with|two 
inch  plank ;  in  rafting  to  run  the  sLde,  we  generally  put  on  double 
couplings,  which  is  not  done  below  the  Falls. 

In  fitting  for  running,  wo  put  spring-poles  into  the  forward  end 
of  the  rait  to  raise  it  up  and  ke^p  it  from  sinking.  We  coupled 
three  and  a  half  cribs  together  to  run  the  falls  ;  that  was  all  we 
thought  we  could  run  over  the  slide  safely.  If  thei'afb  was  longer, 
it  would  be  more  apt  to  break  and  run  deeper  into  water.  There 
are  between  eighty  and  a  hundred  millions  cf  lumber  manufactured 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Falls,  that  wonld  have  to  run  over  the  pro- 
posed dam.  I 
.  I  think  it  would  ost  from  twenty  five  to  fifty  cents  more  a  thou- 
sand to  run  lumber  over  this  dam,  when  completed  with  lock  and 
slide,  than  it  does  now.  I  should  think  this  estimate  of  twenty- five 
to  fifty  cents  would  cover  the  wliole  amount  of  damages  and  break- 
ages— that  is,  if  the  dam  and  chute  were  kept  in  good  repair.  If 
the  dam  is  not  in  repair  and  don't  work  well,  we  could  not  run  at 
all.     I  could  not  estimate  the  damages  in  such  a  case. 

I  nad  pcme  experience  m  running  lumber  over  slides,  the  past 
four  years— *that  is  upon  a  creek  I  am  now  living  upon,  called  Dun- 
can's Greek ;  this  creek  has  three  dams  on  it,  and  three  slides ; 
those  slides  have  been  'fitted  and  rcrfitted  every  year,  and  they  have 
never  be;en  a  success  in  running  lumber  out  of  the  creek  ;  always 
breaking  to  soqie  considerable  extent ;  generally  run  two  cribs  in 
length  oyer  them.  My  experience  ia  that  all  dams  and  chutes  made 
to  run  lumber,  are  very  liable  to  get  out  of  repair — e  pecially  on 
big  rivers,  from  extreme  high  water,  and  running  of  logs  and  drifts. 

Am  acquainted  with  the  bend  in  the  river  above  the  Dells  ;  I 
think  if  they  can  make  that  eat-off,  and  make  it  work  well,  they 
she  aid  throw  the  dam  and  piers  across  the  river  above  the  foot  of 
the  cut-off.  They  could  make  it  as  secure  by  putting  in  piers  there 
as  they  could  by  a  dam  below.  From  what  I  know  of  the  channel 
of  the  river,  they  can't  make  a  cut-off  and  get  the  water  through  it 
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without  making  a  dam  across  the  river  between  the  cnda  of  the  cut- 
off ;  my  reaeons  arc  that  the  water  strikes  from  the  •  east  side  of  the 
river,  probably  a  mile  or  half  a  mile   above   the   out-off  when   ia 
strikes  the  west  shore  ;    then   the  channel  strikes  over  tcwthe  east 
shore  again,  leaving  shallow  water  all  along  the  head  of  the  eat-off. 

I  heard  Capt.  Wilson  testify  as  to  a  bend  in  bis  river  similar  to 
this  ;  it  is  similar  in  some  respects,  and  in  some  respeets  it  is  Dot. 
The  formation  of  this  bend  is  entirely  di£ferent,  at  the  head  of  the 
cut-off,  from  what  it  is  at  bis  ;  at  this  cut-o#  the  river  runs  straight 
past  the  head  of  the  cut-off,  with  the  channel  on  the  oppo<ute  side. 
while  on  his  river  there  is  a  long  bend  in  the  riv^,  keeping  the 
oliannel  plosc  to  the  head  of  his  out-off .  This  gives  the  water  a 
natural  tendency  to  break  through  the  cut-off,  which  in  this  doM 
not.  I  once  owned  the  Menomooree  property  where  Capt.  Wilson 
is,  and  run  t^at  river. 

If  you  put  the  Dells  dam  below  the  m<ylh  of  the  cut-off,  the 
current  will  still  pursue  its  natural  course,  and  the  cut-off  will 
fill  up. 

The  building  of  the  dam,  and  not  the  boomage,  is  the  only  fea- 
ture of  this  bill  which  is  opposed  by  the  people  living  above.  I 
never  beard  of  anybody  objecting  to  boomage,  and  everybody  does 
object  to  the  dam ;  the  people  above  are  willing  that  the  out-off 
should  be  built ;  never  beard  any  objections  to  the  out-off  without 
the  dam  ;  in  my  opinion  a  boom  can  be  built  without  the  proposed 
dam,  as  safely  as  they  can  be  without ;  in  my  opinion  the  objectb  of 
this  billy  as  to  boomage,  can  bj  as  well  attained  without  the  dam  as 
with  it;  the  be;ad  would  hold  more  logs  with  a  strong  current  than 
•it  would  without  a  current ;  with  a  dam  built,  and  slack  water^.it 
would  not  hold  a  fourth  as  many  logs  in  the  same  space  as  it  would 
without.  If  it  is  necessary  to  build  a  dam  at  this  point  to  hold 
logs,  it  is  equally  necessary  at  other  points  where  they  manufacture 
lumber  below  Chippewa  Falls. 

If  the  improvements  as  proposed,  are  built,  the  logs  and  lumber 
always  coming  down  together  as  they  do,  will  get  lo  mixed  up  in 
the  dead  water  in  the  pond,  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  handle  the 
lumber  among  the  logs,  thus  causing  a  delay  in  getting  them  down; 
if  the  wind  was  blowing  up,  it  would  mix  the  logs  and  lumber  still 
worse  and  make  it  more  difficult  to  get  the  lumber  through  the  pond. 

Oron-^xamination  — ^If  the  dam  should  be  conducted  with  good 
Iccks,  as  required  in  this  bill,  it  would  be  an  improvement  to  navi- 

fation  in  extreme  low  water,  which  is  but  a  short  time  of  the  year, 
built  the  steamer  Chippewa — 39  feet  beam,  150  long,  and  drawing 
4  feet  water  ;  she  made  her  regular  trips  up,  ever  the  Dells,  in 
good,  ordinary  stages  of  water,  as  eaoily  as  att^  would  run  in  any 
part  of  the  Chippewa.  I  think  there  is  a  portion  of  every  year 
when  it  would  not  be  practical  for  steamers,  that  arrive  at  £aa 
Claire,  to  go  over  the  Dolls ;  at  that  time  the  dam  and  locks  would 
assist  navigation  over  the  Dells,  if  the   pond  was  not  filled  up  with 
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logs  aed  lumber.  The  last  slide  od  Ohippewa  Falls,  I  speke  of,  was 
pnt  in  in  1856. 

I  have  built  no  obntes  since  then  ;  haye  not  seen  the  chntes  at 
Ottawa,  Canada ;  have  not  examined  the  cbntes  at  Capt.  Wilson's 
mill  for  three  years;  have  had  no  experienotf  in  running  a  ohute 
where  there  was  machinery  to  cpntrol  the  Anount  of  water  that  en- 
tered the  chute. 

Re-dirtcL  I  would  consider  the  dam  and  lock  an  obstruction  for 
rafts  and  boats,  in  guod  water,  for  the  river  is  good  enough  in  ordi- 
nary sto'ges.  When  I  was  running  lumber,  we  never  considered  the 
Dells,-  inthe  lowest  stage  of  water,  the  worst  part  to  run. 

Defendant  rests. 


0.  R.  Gleason  recalled  : 

The  annual  sawing  capacity  of  the.  mills  abovo  the  proposed  dam 
yho  oppose  this  work  is  forty-four  millions  nine  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  feet  of  merchantable  lumber,  one  tour  a  day  ;  the  capacity 
of  the  mills  above  the  proposed  works  and  ftvoring  them  is  twenty- 
nine  millions  five  hundred  thousand  feet  annually,  one  tour  a  day  ; 
the  sawing  capacity  of  the  mills  below  the  proposed  dam  favoring 
the  work  is  eighty-three  millions  yearly,  one  tour  a  day. 

There  is  a  l&rge  interest*  in  pine  lands  en  the  Chippewa,  above 
the  proposed  dam,  who  favor  this  improvement ;  I  have  talked  with 
Mr.  Woodward,  agent  of  the  Cornell  University  lands ;  we  have 
looked  over  this  bill  introduced  in  this  bonse  together ;  I  have  not 
seen  him  since  the  bill  was  amended ;  he  toid  me  tbey  were  un- 
qualifiedly iQ  favor  cf  the  bill,  "and  would  support  it  in  every  par- 
ticular.' 

I  have  conversed  with  the  following  named  gentlemen,  co-wit :  Mr. 
Flint  and  Mr.  Rogers,  of  Dunn  county ;  with  Mr.  McAithur,  Mr. 
Hay  den,  Daniel  Shaw  &  Co.,  G.  A.  Buffington,  Mr.  Hewitt,  Mr. 
Rnmery,  of  Winnebago  county ;  captain  Wilson,  of  the  firm  of 
Knapp,  Stout  &  Co.,  Dunn  county ;  Mr.  Thorpe,  of  the  Eau  Claire 
lumber  company,  and  with  Mr.  Putnam,  of  Eau  Claire,  all  of  whom 
own  large  quantities  of  pine  lands  on  Chippewa  rivers  and  tributa- 
ries, and  are  in  favor  of  this  bill  as  amended.  The  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, represented  by  Mr.  Woodward,  own  over  400,000  acres 
above  the  Falls.  The  parties  with  whom  I  have  oonver9ed  in  rela- 
tion to  this  matter,  altogether,  claim  to  own  over  800,000  acres. 

Cross  Examinatton.-'^l  am  much  in  favor  of  this  improvement  ; 
in  talking  with  these  men,  I  represented  to  them  that  it  would  be  a 
great  benefit  to  their  interest,  and  they  told  nfe  they  believed  it.

Made  to  the  Assemhly^  Tuesday  Uveniug^  March  21, 1871. 


The  committee  on  Edaoation,  to  whom  was  referred  that  parb  of 
ihe  Goveraor's  message  relating  to  educational  matters,  gave  it  the 
most  careful  consideration,  which  was  due  to  a  document  emanating 
from  such  a  high  source,  ard  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  fol- 
lowing  report : 

OOMPULSORT    BDUOATION. 

The  qnestion  of  compulsory  education,  which  has  been  discussed 
and  igi  ated  pro  and  con  in  this  and  other  States  for  several  years, 
is  a  gravo  and  important  one,  and  deserves  the  most  careful  investi- 
gation. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  ignorance  is  a  great  evil  and  an  ob- 
stacle in  t  e  course  of  the  moral  and  material  development  of  any 
nation^  and  it  is  tbemore  to  be  deplored  in  a  nation  with  a  republican 
form  of  government,  because  education  and  culture  are  the  ohiei; 
corner  stones  of  free  institutions,  and  ignorance  is  the  great  eiemy 
of  liberty  anfl  self-government.  And  furthermore,  there  is  no 
country  io  which  national  exist<^nce  or  oharaoter  will  so  depend  upon 
good  education  and  high  cultivation  as  in  ours.  Here  are  vast  mul- 
titudes, collected  from  other  nations,  as  well  as  of  native  growth, 
thrown  -together  in  a  breadth  of  territory,  whose  resources  dazxle 
the  imagination,  and  for  the  present  defy  caleulations.  And  these 
multitudes,  co::^stantly  increasing,  and  with  so  wide  a  field  to  act  in, 
are  in  a  st-ite  of  freedom,  as  no  other  people  has  ever  before  pos- 
sessed. 

For  all  these  reasons  it  is  admitted  by  every  one,  that  it  is  the 
first  duty  of  the  legislature  to  foster  and  encourage  education;  bat

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irhea  tbe  qneslion  eomcs  up,  whether  the  state  has  a  right  to  enforce 
school  attendance,  or  whether  it  would  le  expedient  under  given 
circametances  to  enaot  a  oompulsory  school  liw,  there  arises  a  great 
diversity  of  opinions.  While  «s~Die  deny  to  the  state  tbe  right  to 
enforce  such  a  law,  others  are  of  tbe  firm  opinion  that  it  would  be 
impracticabte.  It  is  true  the  compulEory  system  h%8  worked  well  in 
Germany. 

But  it  must  be  remembered  that  Qcrmany  is  a  densely  populated 
country,   where   nine-tenths  of  the  people  live  in  cities  and  Tillages, 
with  the  school  houses  in  their  center  ;  hence  no  child  is  prevented 
from  going  to  school  on  account  of  too  great  a  distanc?  to  tbe  -chool 
bouse,  bad  roads   or  inclemency    of  the   weather.     How   different 
here !     In  a  country  si  sparsely  popalated.  where  the  school  hmso 
is  often  two   and   tbreo    miles    distant,    where  bad  roads,  swollen 
streams  and  creeks  and  the  inclornency  of  the    weather    vi^ry    often 
prevent  school  attendance,  and  where  that  governmental  surveillaDO^) 
that  can  enforce  such  and  similar  laws  in  monarchical  countries  does 
not  exist, — would  not  a  compulsory  school  law  be  a  dead  letter,  be- 
cause it  could  be  avoided  under  one  pretense  or  another  ? 

And  it  must  be  also  borne  ij  mind  that  the  high  state  of  edo 
cation  and  intcllectnal  development  in  Germany  is  not  due  alooe  to 
the  compulsory  school  attendance.  It  is  r  erhaps  just  as  much  due 
to  the  harmonious  system  founded  upon  true  jadagogical  principals 
carried  out  from  the  common  schools  up  to  the  univcrs  ty.  and  tbe 
superiority  of  the  teachers  and  professors. 

Every  German  school  teacher  is  a  graduate  of  normal  schooling 

.  a  man  of  culture,  making  teaching  a  profcssioii  for  life  time,  witbs 
fair  social  position,  xina  only  liable  to  be  discharged  for  gross  or 

r  immoral  conduct.  He  loves  his  profession  and  places  all  his  bop? 
in  life  upon  it.  How  different  here?  By  merely  adopting  tbe(j<?f' 
man  compulsory  law  we  cannot  reach  the  effectivn  ss  of  the  Gci'm*"* 
schools.  We  might  just  as  well  expect  t:  create  a  Prussia"  *""/ 
by  enrolling  every  able  bodied  man   to  bo  commanded  by  an  ignof^ 

.  ant  and  deficient  corps  of  officers. 

.  But  the  main  question  in  reUtion  to  this  matter  is :  ^'^*^ 
school  attendance  in  this  state  so  unsatisfactory  as  to  call  for  * 
compulsory  school  law?  It  has  been  stated  that  there  are  ovcroO,' 
000  children  in  this  state  w^o  do  not  attend  school,  and  who  are 
growing  up  in  ignorance.  With  all  due  respect  to  the  bigb  y*^5f 
from  whence  this  stttement  emanates,  we  must  be  allowed  ^^  f}a 
the  accuracy  and  reliability  of  these  figures.  It  is  true,  t*iat  of 
412,000  persons  between  the  ages  of  four  years  and  twenty  J^^ 
there  are  nearly  800,000  attending  public,  private  or  ^^5^  ?^" -* 
Does  it  logically  follow  that  the  remaining  100,M00  o.*  o^OOO  «JJ 
growing  up  in  ignorance  ?  Is  any  sane  person  willing  to  as^cr*  ^^ 
all  persons  ought  te  go  from  their  fourth  to  their  twentietb  Jf^J  ^ 
the  common  school  ?  Are  not  six  or  eight  years  out  of  tbe  '^^^ 
fltiffi(ncnt  to  master  all  braneh«s  taught  in  our  common  sobools' 
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ohildren  between  tbe  ages  of  four  and  seveo,  number  at  least  80!  000, 
of  which  number,  aocording  to  the  highest  estimate,  hardly  30^00 J 
attend  school,  leaving  50,000  at  home. 

But  this  is  no  misforiune  for  the  cause  of  education  ;  nay,  it 
would  be  desirable  to  keep  all  children  of  that  age  ou^  of  school. 
Of  persons  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  years  and  twenty  years, 
there  at  least  110,000  in  this  state,  and  it  is  i!iafe  to  say  that  no 
more  than  40,000  of  that  class  attend  school,  because  they  are  real- 
ly past  the  average  school  age,  and  Lave  undoubieily  ctteudod 
sshool  more  or  less  in  previous  years.  They  have  now  entered  upon 
the  active  pursuits  of  life  ;  several  thou<*and  tearjhing,  aod  a  great 
many  already  married.  If  wo  add  tho  absentees  below  the  age  of 
seven,  to  those  above  fifteen,  there  will  rem&in  a  very  small  per  cent* 
age  growing  up  in  ignorance.  And  that  this  is  actuaily  the  tact,  is 
shown  by  the  census  returns-  There  are  only  tliree  New  England 
States  Hhowiog  a  si  aller  per.  oentage  of  adult  illiterates  than  Wis- 
oonsin,  and  if  we  take  the  New  England  States  as  a  unit.  Wisconsin 
stands  foremost  in  the  United  States,  having  but  4  1-'^  per  cent  of 
adult  illiterates,  while  the  New  Eogknd  States  have  5  percent 

The  same  proportion  takes  place  in  regard  to  the  illiterate  adulti 
above  twenty  and  under  tweoty-oue  years. 

While  we  assert  that  the  number  of  chil  Iren  attending  schools  iu 
Wiscodsin  is  sufficiently  large  (as  large  as  in  any  State),  wc  will 
admit  and  do  'cplore  that  the  yearly  average  attendance  of  each 
pupil  IS  too  short,  ind  that  too  Urge  a  numocr  attend  irregularly. 
Can  these  evils  be  rcmtdied  by  a  compulsory  >ch  ol  law?  Let  us 
first  sec  what  are  the  causes :  indi£rerencc  and  poverty  of  parents, 
inconvenience  of  location  of  school  houses,  and  mainly,  6he  inef- 
ficiency of  school  teachers.  These  beiog  the  cau<3es,  the  remedies 
must  be  adopted  to  meet  them  The  inGifforcnce  must  be  overcome 
by  diffusion  of  enlightened  views  concerning  the  importance  of  edu- 
cation ;  inconvenienb  locution  of  school  houses  mast  be  changed 
wherever  possible  ;  the  inefficient  teachers,  who  arc  unable  to  make 
their  schools  attractive  by  interesting  their  pupils  and  exciting  ^heir 
thirst  for  learning,  must  give  place  to  others. 

The  co-operation  of  all  parties  interested  is  necessary  for  the  re- 
moval of  this  evil.  More,  hosrev  r,  depends  upon  the  teachers  than 
upon  all  others.  A  good  teacher  possesses  the  power  to  make  his 
school  attractive  totho  child,  and  when  the  child  is  attracted  to  the 
school-ro  >m.  its  persuasion  will  be  irresisrabl '  with  the  parents. 
The  percentage  of  attendance  of  a  school  is  generally  a  fair  indes  to 
the  capacity  of  the  teacher. 

Have  we  a  sufficient  corps  of  skillful  and  cffioieit  teachers  ?  Any 
one  who  has  visi.ed  o  r  schools  and  understands  but  the  rdiments 
of  pedagogics  will  answer  no  How  can  it  bo  otherwise  ?  More 
than  90  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  have  never  received  any  initruo- 
tion  in  tbe  art  and  science  of  teaching,  40  per  cent,  ara  now  and  in- 
experienced, changing   their  places  every  term,  looking   upon  the

Bohool  room  as  a  mere  make-sbift  for  the  present.  Neei  wo  wonder 
that  their  hearts  and  souls  are  not  with  their  calling,  that  they  are 
slaves  to  their  text-books,  and  who  seem  to  bellcye  tliat  their  whole 
duty  consists  in  **  hearing  recitations.'' 

These  statements  may  sound  harsh  to  many,  but  they  are  sever- 
theless  true  of  the  great  majority  of  our  teachers.  Wherever  we 
go,  wo  hear  the  same  complaints.  Prof.  Phelps,  of  the  Minnesota 
normal  schools,  says  in  his  report  :  ''  While  Diuch  has  been  done 
for  the  improvcmcDt  of  elementary  instriction,  especially  in  cities 
and  larger  towns,  as  a  whole,  the  schols  forming  the  lower  part  of 
our  system  arc  deplorably  deficient.  They  are  mainly  in  the  handfi 
of  ]gn<  ranc,  unsl^illed  teachers.  The  children  are  fed  upon  the 
mere  husks  of  knowledge.  Poor  schools  and  poor  teachers  are  in 
the  majority  throughout  the  country.  Multit»ide8  of  schools  are  so 
poor  that  it  would  bo  as  well  for  the  country  if  they  were  closed. 
They  waste  its  resources.  They  are  little  else  than  instruments  for 
the  formation  of  mental  deformities.  They  repress  the  rative  aapi* 
ration  of  the  child  for  knowledge.  They  foster  habits  of  indiffer- 
ence and  carelessoess,  which  are  the  bane  of  his  future  life.  That 
the  inefficient  and  worthless  character  of  so  many  of  these  lower 
schools  is  a  prolific  cause  of  ignorance  is  proved  by  .the  fact  that 
whenever  good  schools  take  their  places,  a  large  increase  of  attend- 
ance at  once  occurs,  and  *he  '  noble  army  of  truant  and  absentees* 
is  correspondingly  diminished." 

Uow  and  by  what  means  can  we  procure  better  qualified  teachers? 
Can  the  present  system  of  State  Normal  Schools  be  extended  bo  as 
to  supply  the  want  of  trained  teachers?  We  believe  not,  because 
it  wonld  take  at  least  fifteen  Normal  Schools  to  supply  all  schools 
with  trained  teachers ;  and  if  it  were  possible,  it  would  not  benefit 
the  great  majority  of  our  country  schools,  as  they  are  neither  able 
nor  willing  to  pay  such  a  salary  as  a  graduate  of  a  normal  school 
has  a  ri'iht  to  expect.  WLat  the  Gtate  needs  is  a  harmonious  sys- 
tem of  county  academies  with  a  Normal  department.  Such  institu- 
tions would  not  only  afford  an  opportunity  to  all  youth  of  the 
State  to  get  a  higher  education,  and  would  furnish  well  prepared 
students  to  the  University,  but  would  also  do  more  through  its  Nor- 
mal department  to  elevate  the  character  of  our  common  schools  than 
can  possibly  be  done  by  State  Normal  Schools,  which  will,  under 
existing  circumstances  and  the  present  condition  of  the  country, 
only  provi<^e  cities  and  villages  with  trained  teachers  Let  us  see 
how  such  an  academy  with  three  or  four  classes  could  bo  organized 
and  what  studies  pursued  :

Art  and  soieocc  of  teaelilug  Latin  aud  Greek  could  be  made 
elective.  A  great  maoy  pupils  would  attuiid  only  one  or  two  years  ; 
for  this  reason  the  art  and  science  of  teaching  ought  to  be  taught  the 
first  two  years. 

With  such  an  academy  in  each  county  there  would  be  no  more 
excuse  for  btiug  an  inefficient  teacher  ;  our  schools  would  bo  elevated 
and  improved  in  a  very  bhort  period.  It  is  true  such  a  system  of 
high  schools  w^uld  ci^ll  for  au  expenditure  of  about  $200. 000.  but 
this  BUip,  large  as  it  may  appear,  i.s  only  ten  per  ceni^  uf  the  amount 
now  ezpen  ed  for  our  common  f-chools,  half  of  which  is  wasted  on 
account  of  untrained  and  ineffi  iont  teachers. 

lint  whatever  thcKC  schools  may  coat,  the  State  cannot  foster  and 
encourage  education  to  a  better  advantage  than  by  establishing 
such  instilutiods.  They  will  afford  the  possibility  of  education  as 
widely  and  freely  as  the  common  schools,  but  it  will  be  the  possibil- 
ity of  a  higher  education,  consistently  and  harmoniously  ordered. 

Now  a  V  St  amount  oi  time  is  lost  in  childhood  and  youth  for  the 
want  of  early  opportunities  of  educational  training,  aud  young  men 
who  propose  to  enter  the  higher  instituiions  of  learning  have  cither 
to  suffer  the  loss  ot  knowledge  which  ought  to  have  been  acquired 
long  before,  or  are  compelled  by  spasmodic  efforts,  often  ruinous  to 
the  health  and  injurious  to  the  micd  itself,  to  make  up,  and  that 
in  an  imperfect  manner,  the  deficiencies  of  early  life. 

Our  University  would  also  be  elevated,  because  it  would  be  at- 
tended by  a  class  of  well  prepared  students.  Every  one  who  has 
studied  the  development  ot'  tho  school  system  in  other  countries, 
know  that  without  a  perfouted  university,  we  can  never  have  a  per- 
fected system  of  public  education,  even  in  the  lowest  degree;  and  as 
it  has  been,  so  must  it  ever  be,  that  popular  education  must  fiow 
out  of  the  higher  institutions,  as  the  showers  that  water  the  valleys 
and  plains  fall  from  clouds  which  were  gathered  on  the  ixountains. 

The  University,  the  academies,  the  normal  schools,  once  started 
•into  existence,  must  move  on  together,     Each  is  necessary  to  the 


fc' 
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whole,  and  the  prosperity  of  each  contributes  to  the  prosperity  of 
whole.  Nothing  but  fihecr  sciv^lism  or  other  ignoranec  can  conceive 
of  any  opposition  between  them.  As  it  has  been  truly  said  :  **  Ed- 
uoati'tn  is  like  a  garden  of  trees,  where  some  are  just  springing  from 
the  earth,  some  have  attained  a  young  growth,  some  ore  beginnicg 
to  tower  a!  oft  in  nascent  form,  beauty  and  Btrength,  while  others  ha?e 
reached  a  mature  and  majestic  gcowth,  and  are  bearing  seeds  aod 
scattering  them  far  and  wide.  -  There  can  be  no  great  trees,  unless 
there  are  first  the  little  Fprouts  shooting  through  the  soil,  but  the 
great  trees  sow  the  seeds  which  perpetuate  the  kind." 

The  following  bill,  introduced  at  the  latter  part  of  the  dession, 
did  not,  for  want  of  time,  rt^ceive  that  attention  whch  it  deserves; 
but  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  it 
will  become  a  law : 

A   BILL    PBOYIDING    FOB    COUNTY    ACADEMIES. 

Introduced  by  C.  C   Eunts. 

Section  1.  Each  county  in  the  State,  having  a  population  of  two 
thousand  inhabitants  or  over,  as  sho^n  by  the  last  State  or  Federtl 
oensus,  may  establish  an  academy  on  the  conditions  and  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  prescribed,  for  the  purpo-es  of  affording  better  ^u- 
oational  facilities  for  pupils  more  advanced  than  those  atteodfog 
district  sohoolS;  and  for  persons  desiring  to  fit  themselvt'S  for  the 
University. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  establishmert  of 
such  academies,  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated  the  sum  of 
ohe  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State  tresury  not  otherwise  appropiiated. 

Section  8.     Any  county  that  shall  establish    such  an  academe  in 

•  the    manner    hereinafter    prescribed,  shall   receive   from  the  State 

treasury,  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  one  thousand  i'^ihabitants  is 

such  a  county  ;  provided,  however^   the   county   will  raise  at  least 

an  equal  amount  and  provide  for  the  necessary  building. 

Section  4.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  board  of  supervisor*, 
at  any  one  of  their  regular  meetings,  shaH  have  decided  to  f  stablish 
such  an  academy,  they  shall  immediately  proceed  to  appoint  six  per* 
sons,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  county,  but  no  more  than  t»o  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  same  town,  who  shall  with  the  coon- 
ty  superintendent  of  common  schools,  constitute  a  board  of  trustees 
for  said  a'^ademy.  Each  of  said  trustees,  appointed  as  afore.«aid, 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  and 
shall  be  required  wi'hin  ten  days  after  appointment,  to  quahfji  ^J 
taking  the  oath  of  office  and  giving  such  bonds  as  may  be  reqni'^ 
by  the  said  board  of  supervisors,  tor  the  faithful  discharge  of  i»i* 
duties. 

(^Section  6.  At  the  next  general  election  after  said  appointmes^^ 
there  shall  be  elected  in  sueh  county,  six  trustees,  who  shall  b«»" 
vided  into  three  classes  of  two  oaoh ;  and  each  class  to  hold  their  of- 
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fioe  one,  two  or  three  years  respectively,  and  their  respective  terms 
to  be  decided  by  lot ;  and  eaoh  y3ar  thereafter  there  shall  be  two 
such  trustees  ejected  to  snceeed  those  whose  term  is  about  to  ex- 
pire. And  Baid  trustees  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office  in  the  pame  fnanner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  coun- 
ty officers. 

Section  6.  The  county  superintendent  shall  be  ez-officio  presi- 
dont  of  said  board  of  directors,  and  at  their  first  meeting  in 
each  year,  they  shall  appoint  from  their  own  number  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  who  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  deyolving  upon  such 
officers,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  ap« 
pointed  to  take  their  places. 

Section  7.  At  said  meeting,  or  at  some  succeeding  meeting 
called  for  such  purpose,  said  trustees  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  funds  needed  for  building  purposes,  for  payment  of  teaoh- 
ers*  wages  and  for  contingent  expenses,  and  thsy  shall  present  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  a  certified  estimate  of  the  per  centum  of 
tax  required  to  raise  the  amount  desired  for  such  purposes. 

Sc3ti:n  8  The  said  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  county  taxes,,  and  when  collected  the  county  treas- 
urer shall  piy  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  academy,  in 
the  same  n.anner  that  school  funds  are  paid  to  the  district  treasurer 
at  required  by  law. 

Section  9.  The  amount  of  money  which  the  county  is  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  state,  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  3, 
shall  bo  pai I  by  slate  treasurer  to  tho  treasurer  of  thoounty 
academy,  on  tbe  warrants  of  tho  secretary  of  the  state,  to  Oc  drawn 
in  pursuance  oi  the  eertifioate  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  trun- 
tees,  and  countcrs:gued  by  the  prrsidcnt  of  said  board  of  trusteeSt 
and  such  other  evidence  as  the  secretary  of  tho  statu  sh  11  require ; 
and  no  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  untU  the  necessary  buildings 
shall  have  been  provided  by  the  county,  or  any  town,  village  or 
"city  therein. 

Section  10.  The  treasurer  of  the  academv  shall  give  such  addi- 
tional bond  as  the  trustees  may  deem  sufficient,  and  receive  all 
moneys  frcm  tho  state  and  county  ticisury  and  from  other  parties, 
that  belong  to  the  funds  of  said  school,  and  pay  the  same  out  only 
by  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees,  U]jon  order  duly  executed  by 
the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof,  statine 
the  purpose  for  which  they  were  drawn.  Both  the  lec^etary  and 
trsatiurer  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expended  for  said  academy ;  and  at  tho  close  of  eaoh  year,  and  aa 
much  oftcner  as  required  by  the  board,  they  shall  make  a  full  state- 
ment of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  school 

Section  11.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  proceed  as  soon  ai 
practicable,  after  their  appointment  as  aforesaid,  to  select  the  best 
Bite  that  can  be  obtained  without  expense,  and  a  title  thereof  shall 
be  vested  in  said  county.     They  shall  then  proceed  to  make  snob 
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pnrcbascs  cf  material,  and  let  suoh  contracts  for  tbcir  necessary 
school  buildings  as  they  may  deem  proper  The  aaid  b^ard  of  triu- 
tees  sL'all  also  have  power  and  authority  to  demaiid  and  receive  the 
sum  or  sums  of  money  donated  and  subscribed  by  any  person  or 
perso  s,  or  any  town,  village  of  city  in  the  county,  to  aid  in  the 
erection  of  the  necessary  buildirgs  in  such  manner  as  said  board 
may  prescribe,  and  af  ply  the  same  to  the  erection  sod  completion 
of  the  required  buildings,  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  books,  ap- 
paratus, furniture  and  fixtures. 

Section  12  When  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  furoiBbed 
a  suitabb  building  for  the  academy,  they  shall  employ  some  com- 
petent teacher  to  take  charge  of  the  same  and  furnish  such  as- 
sistant teachers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  provido  fur  tbeir 
salaries.  The  course  of  studies  to  be  pursued  in  such  academics 
shall  be :  English  language  and  literature,  German  language  aa<l 
literature  (French  and  Latin  slcctic),  mathematics,  natural  scionee, 
geography,  history,  national  economy,  the  fundaurental  laws  ofthe 
United  States  and  this  state,  book-keeping,  drawing  and  vocal 
music,  and  a  special  course  of  instruction  in  the  theory  and  art  of 
teaching  for  those  stud  nts  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  the 
vocaton  of  teaching.  As  far  as  practicable,  model  schools  shall  be 
encouraged. 

Section  13.  Tuition  shall  be  fiee  to  all  pupils  of  such  acadeuj 
residicK  in  the  county  where  the  same  is  located.  The  board  of 
trustees,  however,  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the; 
deem  proper  in  regard  to  age  and  grade  of  attainments,  essential  to 
entitle  pupiis  to  admission  m  the  school.  If  there  should  bo  more 
applicants  than  can  bo  accommodated  at  any  time,  each  district 
snail  be  entitled  to  send  its  e^ual  proportion  of  pupils,  according  to 
the  number  of  scholars  it  may  have,  as  shown  Ly  the  last  report  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  common  schools,  and  ibe  boards  of  the 
respective  school  districts  shall  designate  such  pupils  as  may  attend* 

Section  14.  If  at  any  time  the  academy  can  accommodate  more 
pnpils  than  appiy  for  admission  from  the  county,  the  vacancy  inajr 
oe  filled  by  applicants  from  ( ther  counties,  U|)on  the  paym<^Dt  oi 
such  tuition  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe,  but  at  no  time 
shall  pupils  continue  in  said  academy  to  the  exclusion  of  pupils  be* 
longing  to  the  county  in  which  suoh  academy  is  situated.  . 

Section  15.  The  principal  of  any  such  ac!idemy,  with  the  appw^*' 
of  the  board  of  truste-  &,  shall  make  such  rules  ond  regulations  *^ 
he  may  deem  proper,  in  regard  to  studies,  conduct  and  goYcrnment 
of  the  pupils  under  his  charge,  and  if  any  such  pupils  will  not  eon- 
form  to,  ard  obey  the  rules  of  the  school,  that  they  may  be  >^ 
pened  or  expelled  therefrom,  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Section  IC.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  do^^  j| 
report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  respective  eounty,  vhicb 
shall  specify  the  number  of  students,  both  male  and  fcmalct  vbo 
have  been   in  attendance  at   the  county  academy  dcriog  ^b^J^' 
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the  brnncbes  of  learning  taught,  the  text  books  nsed,  the  number 
of  teachers  employed,  the  amount  of  salaries  paid  to  them,  the 
amount  expended  for  library  and  apparatus,  and  for  building  and 
all  other  expenses  ;  also  the  amount  of  money  on  hand,  debts  un- 
paid, and  other  information  deemed  important  or  expedient  to  re- 
port. Said  report  shall  bs  printed  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  the 
oounty,  if  any  is  published  therein,  and  a  copy  of  the  rf'port  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 
^'  Section  17.     The  board  cf  supervisors  shall  hnve  power  to  fill  any 

vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  board  of  trustees  of  that  county  by 
appointment, 'until  the  next  general  election,  and  a  majority  of  any 
such  board  of  trustees  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

Section  18.     She  board  of  supervisors  may  allow,  each  member  of 
^^  the  board  of  trustees  the  sum  of  two   dollars  per  day  for  the  time 

^.  actually  employed  in  tho  discharge  of  bis   ufficial  duties,  and  when 

^  sucb  accounts  are  presented  for  payment,  they  shall  be  audited  and 

^  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  in  the  same  manner  as   other  ac- 

'  counts  against  the  county,  and  said  trustees  shall  not  be  cntiiledto 

I'  Vny  further  remuneration  for  services  or  expenses. 

if  Section  19.     This  ast  shall  take  effect  and  bo   in  force   from  and

you  the  foremost  nation.  If  the  w^rld  docs  not  acknowledge  this 
to-day,  it  will  tomorrow." — Julbs  Semobe,  MiniUtr  of  Educor 
tion  in  France,  1865. 

**I  do  not  kn)w,  whether  figures  govern  the  world,  but  this  I  ^o 
know,  they  show  how  it  is  governed." — Gobtqb. 

Dr.  FiOKBa,  the  eminent  statistioan,  ascs,  when  he  speaks  of 
the  value  of  school?,  statistios,  the  following  (orciblo  language: 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  best  and  noblest  blossom  on  tbe 
tree  of  human  culture,  the  development  of  the  intellect  and  mortis, 
blooms  in  every  country  on  its  own  ground  and  under  peculiar  cop* 
ditions.  The  educational  system  of  a  na^on  bears,  theref»re,  is' 
every  coan'ry  its  own  disticctivo  impress,  to  understand  thorough- 
ly which  would  require  a  retrospective  view  as  well  as  study  of  the 
present  condition. 

The  way  ir'  which  education  devclcfjps  itself  in  a  country  will  be 
the  only  sure  standard  of  measuring  th;?  intellectual  development  of 
its  inhnbitants.  The  gathering  and  exhibiting  of  the  facts  vhica 
express  this  development  are  therefore  synonymous  with  the  stattf" 
tics  of  a  nations  most  cherished  treasure — its  intellectual  develop- 
ment.  Qood  educational  statistics  will  show  the  present  generttwa 
occupied  with  careing  for  a  future  one ;  it  will  faithfully  dcpwt 
a  nation's  hopes  and  feard  connected  with  this  care,  and  will  ther*' 
by  enable  states  and  individuals  to  preserve  the  intellectual  heritage 
of  centuries  long  gone  by,  and  transmit  it  to  the  coming  genentioo*- 
Education  statistics  alone  can  show  the  way  out  of  the  howildeno^ 
maze  of  different  educational  systems  ;  they  will  be  of  more  than  or- 
dinary importance  in  a  state,  occupied  with  a  reform  of  its  educational 
system.  All  such  reforms  would  build  on  a  very  unsafe  founJatiofl* 
if  they  had  not  be^n  preceded  and  were  not  constantly  accomp^oiw 
by  most  exhaustive  educational  statistics. 

The  following  educational  statistics  are  very  inoo  splete,  bat  i* 
has  been  my  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible  in  so  small  a  flpAce,  tog^^^ 
a  general  outline  of  the  educational  status  in  all  countries.^ 
en4eavored  to  make  them  as  reliabb  and  correct  as  possible  with  ia^ 
material  on  hand.  Amongst  many  other  works  which  I  have  exsi»" 
ined,  I  will  mention  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Kduoati<>B 
of  the  United  States,  John  Eaton  ;  the  very  ab?e  and  imp*''**^ 
Report  on  Education  in  Europe  and  America,  by  J.  W.  Hojt  \  ^^® 
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Statistical  Report  on  Education  in  Prasaia,  by  Dr.  Rngel ;  the  ex- 
cellent history  of  Pod&gogios',  by  Dr.  K.  Schmidt,  and  Kolb's  Sta- 
tistic.

In  1860,  the  adult  Tebite  populatioD  of  tbc  United  States  was  % 
little  over  thirteen  and  a  half  miliions,  of  whom  1,218,808,  were 
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iiliterate  or  nino  and  one-half  per  cent.  Of  this  namber  87L41S, 
or  nearly  seventy  per  cent  were  natives,  and  34  i,890,  or  thirtj 
per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth. 

In  the  first  column  snowing  the  percentage  of  the  population  at- 
tending school,  the  New  England  states  show  a  smaller  percentage 
than  several  western  states ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
New  England  states  have  for  several  reasons  proportioably  fever 
children.  ' 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the  New  Eegland  states  with  excep- 
tion of  Rhode  Island,  have  less  than  one  per  cent,  native  illiteafees. 
The  next  in  order  is  Wisconsin,  with  one  and  oao-quArter  per 
cent,  of  native  illiterates,  but  if  we  take  the  native  and  foreign 
population  together,  then  there  are  oply  three  states,  Maine,  Nev 
Hampshire  ai.d  Oonneoticut,  ahead  of  Wisconsin  ;  because  the  per- 
centage of  the  illiterate  foreign  population  in  the  -New  Eoglaad 
states  ia  more  than  three  times  as  large  as  it  is  in  Wisconsin,  there 
running  up  as  high  as  thirty  per  cent.,  while  hero  it  is  only  eight 
per  cent. 

According  to  the  census  of  1860,  the  United  States  had  31,000,- 
000  inhabitants  and  9,400,000  persons  betiveen  the  ages  of  iour  or 
five  and  twenty,  of  whom  5,600,000  attend  school  more  or  less; 
leaving  8,800,000  out  of  school;  but  if  we  count  the  children  of 
the  regular  school  age — that  is  between  the  agos  of  6  and  H— 
there  could  have  been  not  more  than  5,000,000. 

According  to  tho  school  reports  of  1869  and  '70,  there  are  G,750,- 
000  pupils  attending  schools,  but  in  this  number  the  school  child- 
ren of  six  States  are  not  included ;  it  is  therefore  fair  to  estiaiat« 
the^total  number  attending  school m  re  than  or  less  at  8,000,000 or 
twenty  percent  of  the  whole  population: 

The  expenditures  for  the  common  schools  canuot  be  much  has 
than  seventy  million  of  dollars,  and  if  we  add  to  this  sum  the  ex- 
penses for  intermediate  and  higher  education,  the  t'lo  amoant  can 
not  be  much  less  than  90  million  dollars.

We  have  Schools  by  thousands  (160,000),  and  Colleges  by  hun- 
dred, but  no  great  centres  of  learning,  graced  with  abl«  profeBBors, 
amnly  provided  with  libraries,  apparatus  and  oolleotion— we  hnw  no 
real  Universities. 
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One  of  our  best-iaformed  Americao  writers  in  relation  to  ednca 
tional  matters  says  :  "  It  is  not  deemed' neoessary,  by  a  presenta- 
tion of  facts  so  abundant  on  every  hand,  to  make  proof  of  the  abso- 
lute deplorable  condition  of  higher  education  everywhere  in  the 
New  World,  and  that  we  have,  as  yet.  no  near  approach  to  a  univer- 
sity in  America — a  statement  which  ud  well-informed  citizen  will 
venture  to  den}' — a  fact  freely  acknowledged  and  bewailed  by  the 
responsible  heads  of  the  very  highest  of  all  our  higher  institutions." 

We  like  to  call  ourselves  a  practical  people.  In  the  matter  of 
education,  at  least,  we  are  singularly  unpractical  Where  can  our' 
lawyers,  writers,  teachers,  scientists  find  adequate  peparation,  just 
such  a  preparation  as  they  really  need  and  uothiDg  else?  Where 
docs  the  young  writer  find  the  opportunity  to  master  sueh  trifles  as 
political  economy,  history  or  aosthetics  bofore  he  is  broken  into  or 
broken  down  by  the  treadmill  of  the  press  ?  As  to  our  pedagoguer. 
the  le£s  wo  say  of  them  the  better.  Even  the  students  ot  science 
have  little  chance  of  advancing  beyond  the  mere  rudiments  of  their 
respective  stndies.  We  are  in  tLio  matter  of  education,  most  un- 
practical, and  yet,  paradoxical  as  it  may  seem,  we  are  un practical 
because  we  are  not  t])coretical.  We  have  not  made  the  serious 
attempt  to  realize  a  ibeory  of  education.  We  have  never  even  put 
the  question  how  we  can  best  give  our  young  men  the  general  and 
the  special  training  that  they  need. 

'*  Gormany  has  long  ago  met  and  answered  this  great  question. 
Outside  of  Germany  wo  may  look  in  vain  for  the  full  ideal  and  re- 
alization of  national  cdacatiou,  perfect,  of  course,  humanely  speak- 
ing. Yet  five  years  ago,  or  even  as  recently  as  last  July,  Germany 
was  looked  upon  by  the  mass  of  Aeuiricans  as  inhabited  by  a  dream- 
ing, unpractical  folk.  France  is  now  learning,  to  her  utter  discom- 
fiture, that  the  mandits  allemands  are  intensely  practical,  and  we 
can  at  least  watch  from  afar  and  profit  by  her  experience.  The 
woujerfu}  results  of  the  Franco -Prussian  war  are  not  due  to  mere 
numbers,  but  to  discipline  and  patience,  brains  aixd  methods* 

Germany  is  in  all  the  essentials  of  life  the  mt^st  practical  nation 
in  Europe,  say  in  the  world.  No  other  nation  oan  produce  on  an 
emergency  so  many  men  perfectly  trained  for  just  the  work  that  is 
deraaiaded  of  them,  be  that  work  the  marshallii  g  of  a  vast  army,  or 
the  building  of  a  railroad,  or  the  revision  of  a  codo  of  laws,  or  the 
publishing  of  a  Sanscrit  dictionary,  or  the  illustration  of  a  youi)g 
lady's  poetical  album. 

The  German  theory  of  education,  compressed  within  a  few  lines, 
is  as  follows  :  For  general,  preliminary  training,  the  utmost  rig- 
or ;  for  special  dev61opment,  the  utmost  free  lorn.  The  f  undationa 
are  laid  slowly,  elaborately,  conscientiously,  in  the  gymnasium  or  in 
the  real  school.  Nothing  like  cramming  is  tolerated,  but  the  hours 
are  taken  np  in  teaching  and  explanation  quite  as  much  as  in  bear- 
ing reaitations.  Then  when  the  scholar  has  passed  his  abiturient 
exacination  the  university  receives  him  as  a  student.     He  is  free  to 
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cboosc  his  faonltj,  and  has  perfect  con'tral  of  his  time.  All  thtt 
the  university  ran  do,,  cr  attempt  to  do,  is  to  fuicisb  him  with  the 
means  and  the  opportunity  cf  leariiing. 

Is  the  system  a  good  one  ?  By  its  fruits  shall  it  be  judged.  No 
othoi'  nation,  least  of  all  our  own,  can  claim  that  its  university  m«n 
are  its  true  representatives.  No  other  nation  can  boast  cf  saoh 
rank  and  file  of  lawyers,  doctors,  teachers,  editors,  writers,  clergy- 
men— all  university  men.  Irrespective  of  ssotion  or  creed,  the 
alumni  of  the  German  universities  arc  the  fruit  and  flower  of  the  na- 
tional stem.     They  are  true  brethren  in  the  spirit."

The  total  amount  expended  for  teachers  in  public  primary  schoou 
amounted  to  7,449,224  thalers  (or  about  85,000.000)  of  which 
2,320,968  thalers  were  school  fees,  4.799.958  thalers  were  rawai 
by  the  communes  and  328.298  contributed  by  the  government  IJ 
we  add  the  outlay  for  buildings  to  the  above  sum,  the  yearly  «*• 
penditures  will  amount  to  nearly  ten  million  of  thalers  (^six  and  two- 
third  million  of  dollars)  for  primary  education  ;  and  if  we  indwe 
the  expenses  for  secondary  and  higher  education,  the  whole  auioant 
will  not  bo  far  from  ten  million  of  dollars.  The  average  expc'iu*' 
tures  for  a  gyirnasium  with  eleven  teachers  are  8,500  thalers, 
whereof  3, 50  J  thalers  are  derived  from  school  fees.

But  it  muBt  be  borne  in  mind  that  tbe  provinces  of  Posen  and 
Prussia,  furnishing  the  greatest  part  of  illiterate,  were  originally 
Polish,  and  hardly  one  ha?f  of  the  inhabitants  now  are  G-ermans. 
As  a  Prussian  regiment  is  8,000  strong,  we  find  at  an  average  in 
each  regiment  (exclusive  of  officers  who  receive  their  education  at 
the  military  academies)  270  men  who  have  received  a  higher  than 
elementary  education,  150  of  whom  have  attended  the  gymasium 
and  80  have  a  university  education. 

The  other  Oerman  states  have  equally  as  good  sohoolsj  primary 
as  well  as  higher,  as  Prussia. 

Saxont,  with  a  population  of  a  little  over  two  millons,  has  1,974 
primary  schools,  eqnal  to  any  in  the  world,  with  a  corps  of  4,589 
teachers,  and  881,854  pupils.  The  schools  of  secondary,  special 
and  superior  grade  embrace  a  university  and  polytechnic  institution 
and  one  each  of  scientific  research,  mines,  forest,  the  arts  and  trade, 
surgery,  military,  artillery,  cadets  and  normal  for  training  teachers 
of  gymnastics.  It  has  nine  superior  normal  schools,  five  of  archi- 
tecture, five  of  commerce,  seven  real  schools,  twenty- five  gymna- 
siums, four  weaving,  twenty-five  lace  making ;  then  th<^e  is  tbe 
great  university  of  Leipzic  and  the  world  renowned  gallery  of 
paintings  at  Dresden. 

Badin,  with  a  population  of  less  than  one  and  one-half  million, 
has  2,157  primary  schools,   the  oharacter  of  which  may  be  judged 
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from  the  prescribed  ooarso  of  instructioa.  The  stadies  pursued  arc: 
rcligioD,  German  arithmetio,  geometry,  natural  history,  history, 
geography,  natural  phiiosoohy,  writing,  drawing,  singing,  gymnas- 
tics and  needlework. 

Baden  has  also  a  great  number  of  secondary  schools  (lyceums,  gym* 
nasiums,  burger  schools^  one  of  the  best  polytechnic  schools  al 
Carlsruhe.  and  two  universities  at  Freiburg  and  Heidelberg,  with 
over  150  professors. 

Foremost  among  the  German  states  to  adopt  a  liboral  and  thor- 
ough policy  of  p'lblio  instruction  slands  Wurtemberg,  with  oyer 
2,300  primary  schools.  The  normal  schools  of  this  kingdrm  are  oi 
a  superior  qualiiy  ;  it  has  also  one  university,  si:^  gymnasiums, 
four  lyceums,  seventy  cig lit  grammar  school. s,  thirty- two  real 
schools  and  of  the  best  agricultural  institutions  in  tho  world 

Bavaria  with  a  population  of  a  little  over  four  and  a  half  mil- 
lions, has  7  120  elomcijtary  schools,  with  8,205  teachers.  Of  higher 
Bohoo's  there  are  twcnfy-nioe  gymnasiums  with  500  teadbers  and 
8.000  pupils,  thirty  seven  real  schools,  one  polytechnic  tofa"ol  and 
three  universities.  Munich,  the  capital,  stands  in  relation  to  art 
alma  mater  to  the  other  German  states.

The  schools  in  Switzerland  are   similar   to  thoso  in  OermaDJi 
and  equally  as  good.     The  provisions  for  securing  good  teachers  srff 
admirable.     School  attendance   i»,  as'  in  all  the  German  states,  ob- 
ligatory in  most  of  tho  cantons ;  in  some  of  the  cantons  sshool  ag^ 
is  from  7  to  14,  in  others  from  6  to  16  years      Foremost  among  the 
cantons  are  liern  and  Zurich  ;  in  ttie  lust  na.ned  cant.^n,  with  scarcely 
more  than  250,000  inhabitants,  besides  having  the  honor  of  p3W^^ 
ing  the  great  university,    and  the  excellent  polyteohnio  schoool  tor 
the  confederacy,  and  the  iisual  array  of  normal  and  high  scliools,  ^^ 
find  no  less  than   514   primary  schools,  about   75  classical  andS'^iO 
schools   of  labor,    giving  instruction  to   nearly  10.000   of  such  s«i 
while  they  must  learn  to  work,  may  still  learn  to  think. 

In  the  canton  of  Bern,   with  a  population  of  less  than  500,000f 
we  find  one   university,- two  cantonal   schools,    one  real  school^ '^ 
normal  schools,  five  progymnasiums,   thirty  high  sohools,  U^  F^ 
vate  institutions,  1,393  primary  schools.

The 
itiro  ezpeose  of  these  aohooh,  iaoluding,  beeides  goverAmetit  aid, 
loome  from  eadowmeats.  sohoolpenee,  y^untary  ooairibatlons  and 
ther  Bouroes,  amoanted  to  aboat  ^/OOO.OOO.  The  oeneiis  of  1861 
ihows  4,549,292  ohildren  of  the  ages  from  5  to  15,  of  whioh 
i, 616, 778  roeeived  some  kind  of  iastraotion  ;  698,274  ''are  em- 
iloyed  otherwise;"  aad  1,194,247  temain  at  home  without  iostrbo* 
iioh.  * 

The  censas  ot  Seotland  shows  467,056  Dupils  reoelving  iastriie- 
tion.  The  namber  of  sehoob  reported  ia  Ireladd  was  6,453,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  821,901.  Of  seoondary  sohools,  Enghind 
and  Wales  had,  in  1864,  782  endowed  grammar  schools,  with  an  in- 
oottd  of  over  $1,000,000,  and  attended  by  86,874  boys;  the  pro- 
prietary schools  of  this  grade  had  an  arerage  of  12,000  on  their 
lists  of  pufrils,  making  a  total  of  52,000  boys  receiving  what  passes 
for  a  sedndary  edacation,  but  whioh  the  oommission  pronoanoes  in 
many  eases  not  to  exceed  in  yahie  that  of  primary  efdacation. 

Of  secondary  schools  of  a  higher  standard,  England  has  nine, 
educating  abotrt  8,000  pnpils.  The  two  Universities  at  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  are  institutions  for  superior  education  ;  they  are  richly 
endowed,  and  with  a  board  of  instruction  of  250  professors  and 
tutors,  are  oducating  an  average  of  1,000  students. 

Seotland  has  four  Universities,  (similar  to  ow  Amerieaa  Ooi* 
leges),  with  an  instructional  force  of  less  than  100»  and  ittstrueting 
4,500  young  men. 

Ireland  has  the  University  of  Dublin,   with  an  income  of  $240,* 
000,  and  three  oolleges. 

In  1841  there  we.^o  in  Englahd  41.8  per  cent,  of  newly  married* 
people  who  could  not  sign  their  marriage  contracts ;  in  1859  there 
were  32.2  per  cent,  of  that  class.  Of  male  persons  who  could  sign 
their  marriage  contracts,  there  were  in  London  89  per  cent. ;  in  the 
counties  of  Monmouth  and  Hereford  55  per  cent. ;  and  females  in 
London  80  pet  sent.,  in  Lancashire  45,  in  North  Wales  44,  and  in 
South  Wales  40  per  cent. 

England  has  in  the  last  few  year^i  impi^oved  her  school  system 
eoDBiderably,  but  still  there  are  only  9  per  dent,  of  the  popuktion 
in  school. 

(hmculiM  iVo0t«ost.— Lower  Ounada  reported  in  1864  7,7M 
elementary  schools,  with  a  gross  enreUmeBt  of  567)547  puplle ;  fov 
Upper  Canada,  about  one  in  four  for  the  irivole  populatioa,  though 
the  avemge  for  the  year  showa  but  88  per  vent.  o4  the  enrollment.

FBAjfo»— with  a  population  of  o?er  37,000.000,  and  6.OOO.O00 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14,;  has  67,^35  eommon 
schools,  attended  by  4,731,916  children  :  37,893  secular  sohoolafor 
bojs,  with  2,145,420  pnpil^;  8,251  denominational  schools  |br 
boys,  with  482.008  pupils ;  12,491  aeonlar  schools  for  gijls,  witli 
604,247  pupils ;  13,101  denominational  schools  for  ^Is,  wilh 
1,059,966  pupils.  Of  the  female  denominational  teaehera,  rsistera) 
there  are  12,355  who  had  not  paf^sed  any  examination.  The  ehar- 
acter  of  a  great  many  of  the  teachers  seems  to  be  very  inferior,  is 
intellectual  as  well  as  moral  deTelopment.  In  tkirtj  months,  (frm 
January,  1861,  to  July,  1868,)  of  the  3,351  clerical  male  teacbenk 
23  were  found  guilty  of  crime,  and  22  of  misdemeanor,  vhile  tbe 
37,893  secular  teachers  fnrnished  99  convicts — 19  for  erime,  aod  80 
for  misdemeanor  ^  or  in  other  words,  the  clerical  teaehers,  propor- 
tionatrly^  furnished  five  [^timea  as  many  convieta  aa  the  seenltf 
teachers. 

There  are  over  1,000  communes  without  any  aohool^  and  orer 
10,000  have  only  temporary  schools  ;  and  over  19,000  commao^ 
have  no  school-house  of  their  own. 

The  children  between  th6  aees  of  7  and  11  number  4,018,427,  « 
wLom  3,148,540  attend  .chool,  leaving  over  800,000  out  of  school ; 
the  whole  number  attending  school  amounts  to  about  eleven  ptf 
cent,  of  the  whole  population. 

To  defray  the  expenditures  for  the  common  school,  the  State  eoi* 
tributes  six  millions  of  francs,  the  departments  five  millioa^  Uie 
communes  eleven  and  a  half  millions  and  the  families  nine  millions  i 
total  sum,  inoludinff  the  expenditures  for  normal  school?,  thirty  two 
millions  of  francs  (a  little  over  six  millions  of  dollars),  or  not  qjnte 
as  much  as  the  court  expenses  of  the  empire  used  to  be.  ^ 

Of  the  288, 936  registered  marriages  of  1860,  there  were  S6,H« 
male  and  124,744  female  persons  who  could  not  ngn  their  msrrisp 
contract,  or  nearly  one-half  of  the  women  and  one-third  of  then^i^' 
But  this  ilKteraoy  ia  not  equally  divided  in  the  different  depart- 
ments. In  Alsace  and  Lorraine,  the  originally  German  ^rovioM 
we  fled  but  from  three  te  ive  per  cent  iiliteratea,  while  in  the  «•- 
partmoata  of  Comeae,  Fiueatere  aad  Haut  Yienne  they  ran  ss  up 
aa  seventy  and  seventy-five  por  cent.  y

But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  ottlj«ve  tbfkd  of  the  oonseripts 
is  required  for  the  arioy,  and  thai  the  wealthier  and  better  educate^ 
olass  use  to  buy  subatitutea  or  pay  a  certain  aum  of  monej,  henoe 
it  18  safe  to  aaaert  that  more  than  one  half  of  the  French  army  con- 
Bisted  of  illiterates.  The  atatiatics  of  the  oriminal  oonrts  afaow,  that 
for  the  last  twenty  years  out  of  every  1,000  criminals  there  were 
from  810  to  843,  more  or  less  illeterates. 

France  is  well  provided  with  institutions  for  seeondary  and  super- 
ior edacation.     It  has  16  aniveraities  with  14,465  atudanta,  81  ly 
oenms,  similar  to  onr  colleges,  with  83,680  pupils  and  a  consider- 
able number  'of  communal  colleges  and  latin   schools  attended  by 
38,088  pupils.  ' 

The  amount  voted  from,  the  general  fund  of  the  empire  for  public 
instruction  of  all  grades  was  in  1867,  9^,250,000,  of  which  nearly 
one  half  was  for  primary  and  secondary  achools,  the  remainder  be- 
log  deyoted  to  auperior  education. 

AirSTBiA,  with  a  population  of  over  thirty  millions,  and  five  mil- 
lions of  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fourteen,  has  29,445 
primary  aohoolff,  attended  by  2,700.000  pupils,  or  about  eight  per 
cent   of  the  whole  pooulation. 

In  the  &erman  provinoes  of  the  empire,  where  the.  people  eome 
more   directly  under  the  influence  of  the  liberal  culture  of  other 
people,  the  statistics  show,  in   a  population  of  twelve   milliona,  a 
superior  grade  of  higher  schools,  and  11,158  primary  schools,  with 
17,853  teachers  and  an  attendance  of  1,645,816  children,  or  IB  1-2 
per  eeut.'  of  the  population.     The  recruits  from  the  German  pre- 
vinoes  ahow  thi  amalieat  percentage  of  ilhterate ;  the  greater  num- 
ber of  tbia  elass  came  from  Hungarian  ar.d  Slavonic  provinces^     Of 
the  conscripts  of  1868,  could  write :   from  Austria  proper,  ninety 
per  cent. ;    from  Bohemia,  fifty,  and  from  Dalmatia,  five  per  oeai. 
Austria  has  eight  univeraitiea.  with  6,702  atudenta,  at  an  expense 
of  1,122,823  florina;    eisht  higher  teohnioal  schools,  with   1,823 
atudenta ;    125  theologicu  schools,  with  3,005  students ;    five  law 
schools,  with  625  students ;  22  forest  and  agricultural  achoola ;  227 
gymnanuma,  with  51,859  pupila,  and  48  real  aohools,  with  11,387 
pupils. 

Spain,  with  a  population  of  nearly  aevcnteen  milliona  had  in  1860, 
the  folio widg  aohools  :
